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Atcher Seeks 
To Drop Mamach 
From Zoning Bd. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher wants dis- 


sident Schaumburg United Party mem- 
ber Harry Mamacli removed from the 
village's zoning board of appeals. 


Mamach says he received that news in 


a letter from Atcher accepting Ma- 
mach's resignation as SUP managing di- 
rector. In the same letter, Mamach says 
Atcher also acceptd his resignation from 
the zoning board, a resignation, Mamach 
lays he never submitted. 


"I certainly have not submitted a res- 


ignation from tlic zoning board," Ma- 
mach said. 


Village Atty. Jack Siegcl yesterday 


cited the lour on the Issue. If Mnmach's 
resignation Is not received, the mayor 
has the seldom-used option to remove 
him through a statement to village 
trustees. 


Atcher said he'd regret having to go to 


the board and state hit reasons for want- 
Ing Mamach off the zoning board, but 
he'd be willing to do so if he has to. 


MAMACH. SAYING he fears con- 


sequences if he docs not resign, replied, 
"I'm going to want n couple of days to 
think about this." He added that he fears 
"possible harassment." 


"It's a political thing, no matter what 


people say. I don't normally bow down to 
this type of thing. It's too communistic 
and loo dictatorship like. If you're going 
to bo political... be political." 


Mamach was appointed to the zoning 


board lost July for a term expiring next 
June 


Mamach has also made it clear that 


his resignation from the SUP managing 
directorship was not a resignation from 
the party. His letter of resignation was 
submitted to Atcher and the press at 
SUP's convention last week. 


Mamach this week responded to 


reports that he favors a patronage sys- 
tem in Schaumburg. "It's not necessarily 
so," he said, explaining that If a job ap- 
plicant Is qualified and Is a working 
member of SUP, he should receive first 
consideration. 


MAMACH ALSO believes that SUP 


precinct captains should be important in 
the party structure since "they arc the 
voice of communication between the par- 
ty and the people." 


He said he Is not certain whether he 


will oppose SUP In the spring elections." 
The original idea was that I would be a 
SUP candidate," he said. 


The convention chose incumbents Her- 


bert J. Algncr, Dennis Lcdgcrwood and 
newcomer Ray LcBcau as candidates for 
four-year terms. Hoy MncArthur, a vet- 
eran plan commission member, will run 
for a two-year uncxpircd term.

Witness Describes Murder Of Jayne 


Tho chief prosecution witness In the 


bail hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayno said 
In court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jayne for 10 years. 


Witness Mclvln Adams, the man Identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jaync warned him of leaving 
any witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any witnesses. They've all got 
to go." 


Tlie testimony come In the third day of 


the bail hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tiro way George Jaync was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jaync. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvement in the murder before he was 
assured immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jaync in Now Orleans in a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever it takes " 


HE SAID IT was after that time that 


ho recruited Julius Games to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 
in a car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him In my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jayne's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 


es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $500 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—Ho was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jayne 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victims were witncssecs who had testi- 
fied against Silas in an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—He had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marion Jaync for his testimony in 
the case, although Mrs. Jaync did show 
money to his wife, 


—He admitted his involvement In the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Nefcld, an cx-Markham, 
111. policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man In the murder. Ho said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder In the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD, currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he introduced two con- 
spirators In the case, Melvin Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Nefeld's testimony last night came af 


tcr an all-day session. But the details of 
the murder itself came from the driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted immun- 


ity, testified that on the evening of Oct. 
28, 1970 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jaync home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jayne, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jaync house with .30 cal rifle, 
up to the Jaync house with a 30 caliber 


rifle When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jayne house, "I seen him 
crouch down by the basement window .. 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured htm, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also said Barnes told him, "The 


old lady (Marion Jayne) was in the way. 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he 
h e a r d Mrs. Jayne say, "George, 
George." "He didn't look like ho was 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him," 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 


In his testimony yesterday, Adams 


said he received $30,000 for the murder 
and that he gave $12,500 to Barnes, keep- 
ing the rest for himself. Adams said lie 
received tlio money on two occasions 
from LaPlaca.

board when full details of the plan would 
be revealed, said Hofert.

date, said Hofert

The zoning petition is pending be- 
fore the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals, and Is not expected to be heard 
before March. The tic, said Hofcrt, is 
that any development approval granted 
for one parcel can affect what will be 
permitted for the other. 


But Hofcrt denied he is seeking to de- 


lay an outcome on the Howie site in 
hopes of influencing the county's action 
on the Centex plan. It would be virtually 
Impossible for him to do so, with federal 
courts kcplng close watch on the Howie 
case, and with so many parties involved 
in the matter, Hofcrt said.

That 
Includes 23 of « candidates for the U.S. 
House of Representatives, and three of 
eight candidates for the U.S. Senate. 


"Dattlellne." reported it distributed 


$110,000 from the ACU's "victory fund," 
to selected candidates, as well as supply- 
Ing assistance in arranging television, 
radio and newspaper ads and supplying 
extra staff assistance. 


After listing those new members of 


Congress and Incumbents which it aided 
directly, the ACU publication hints it 
found no necessity for aiding Crane and 
Hep. John Ashbrook of Ohio, who "easily 
won reelection." 


The ACU notes many considered the 


1972 election campaign as one of the 
most boring in history, but concluded, 
"for American conservatives ... It was 
certainly one of the most exciting." 


"IUTTKMNK" particularly celebrates 


the election of three conservatives to the 
Senate: Jesse Helms of North Carolina; 


William L. Scott of Virginia and Peter 
Domcnicl of New Mexico. 


Helms has been a conservative edito- 


rial broadcaster for a Raleigh radio sta- 
tion; Scott campaigned on the theme that 
the conservative vote of Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd was negated by the liberal views of 
Sen. William B. Spong; and Domenici 
drummed on opposition to a guaranteed 
annual income and "child development" 
legislation, and support of spending re- 
ductions and "military superiority." 


"Battlcline" also notes the victory of 


Rep. David Trccn, the first republican 
elected to Congress from Louisiana in 
this century. Trccn, as "Battleline" 
notes, rated some kind of prize for per- 
shtcnce, finally finding his way to Wash- 
ington after three unsuccessful cam- 
paigns against House Democratic Major- 
ity Whip Hale Boggs and a run for the 
Louisiana governorship earlier this year.

Ogllvie in a tlass with seven other unsuc- 
cessful gubernatorial candidates whom 
they described as being "on the wrong 
side of tax issues." 


The publication noted: "Some con- 


servatives "may lament election results 


which showed the number of Republicans 
In statehouscs dropipng from 20 to 19, 
but they may take heart from the fact 
that candidates caught on the wrong side 
of tax issues were generally defeated." 


The publication recounts the televised 


incident In which Ogilvlc encountered a 
disgruntled factory worker outside a 
plant at Hock Island. The worker com- 
plained loudly about the state income 
tax, showing Ogilvic his paycheck stub, 
showing state tax payments of $211.43. 
When the governor attempted to sooth 
him before the TV cameras, the worker 
shouted, "Go to hell!" and stalked off. 


In an oversimplification, "Battlcline" 


concluded, "Having brought the first 
state Income tax to Illinois, Ogilvie was 
at a severe disadvantage throughout the 
campaign and eventually lost to (Dan) 
Walker by about two percentage points." 


Many Republicans feel that Ogilvic's 


defeat was due not so much to the in- 
come tax as to his failure to remove the 
personal property tax and the sales tax 
on food and drugs, as he attempted to do. 


But "Battlcline" 
draws corallarics 


with the key contests in Delaware, New 
Hampshire, Kentucky, Washington, Ver- 
mont and Iowa, where taxes appeared to 
be the main factor in winning or losing. 


LWV Urges Home Rule Commission 


The League of Women Voters (LWV) 


called on the Cook County Board Monday 
to establish a commission to bring alxiut 
the orderly and effective Implementation 
of home rule In the county. 


Mlmi Hynck, president of the LWV of 


Cook County, suggested the formation of 
the commission at the board's first meet- 
ing of the new fiscal year. 


County Board Pres. George W. Dunne 


said he would take the matter into con- 
sideration. 


Mrs. Hynck said the LWV is In favor of 


home rule, but also is "mindful of the 
slow and uncertain process of imple- 


menting it by ordinance, court suit and 
judicial decision." 


SUE SAID A Homo Rule Commission 


could consider the county's, "home rule 
potential and the probable consequences 
and inter-relations of various courses of 
action." She said the commission, if ap- 
pointed, should include members "well 
versed in constitutional law, a political 
scientist, someone from a nonpartisan 
civic organization, a representative from 
the state's attorney's office and a .mem- 
ber of the county board." 


Mrs. Hynck said the league also is con- 


cerned about differential taxation and 


asked the board to support legislation to 
permit such taxation. 


She said although the new constitution 


provides for the possibility of differential 
taxation, there is no legislatively con- 
ferred authority for the exercise of that 
power. 


"While it is possible at present for the 


county to take over the maintenance of 
the roads and bridges," she said, "there 
is no legal way for the county to tax only 
the residents of the unincorporated area 
for the maintenance of the rural roads 
there."

Despite All The Reshuffling 
Nixon Team Basically Same 


by EUGENE V. RISIIER 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Backstairs at 


the White House: 


President Nixon, a man with a passion 


for tinkering with the machinery of gov- 
ernment, has spent the past month re- 
shaping the bureaucracy for his second 
term hi office. 


Its shape has been only partially dis- 


cernible so far, but some characteristics 
arc apparent. 


For one thing, the same team of man- 


agers who operated much of the govern- 
ment during Nixon's first four years in 
office will, with a few exceptions, still be 
around. 


Many already have been tapped to 


move to new jobs — like Elliot L. Rich- 
ardson from Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to the Defense Department, and 
Caspar W. Weinberger from the Office of 
Management and Budget in the White 
House to take over Richardson's HEW 
job. 


BUT THE TOP level at the White 


House — H.R. Haldcman as chief of staff 
and alter-cgo to the President, John D. 
Ehrlichman as the chief domestic ad- 
viser and Henry A. Kissinger as chief 
shaper of foreign policy — will be the 
same. 


Peter M. Flanigan will continue as the 


presidential aide in charge of liaison with 
business groups, Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Zicglcr will stay on and William Tim- 
mons will continue as Nixon's chief liai- 
son with Congress. 


Only about four new faces are ex- 


pected at the top levels of the govern- 
ment — in the Cabinet and in the higher 
echelons of the White House staff. 


Roy L. Ash, a California industrialist, 


is being brought in to take over Weinber- 
ger's old job of shaping the budget and 
monitoring spending programs. 
New 


York labor leader Peter Brcnnan has 
been named labor secretary and there 


will be a couple of others. 


BUT WITH THE top-level remaining 


mostly the same, most significant 
changes will come at the sub-Cabinet lev- 
el — the undersecretaries and assistant 
and deputy assistant secretaries who arc 
really the backbone of the government. 


They are the drafters of policy, the in- 


novators, the nuts-and-bolts men who 
make the machinery of government 
churn and who have caused frustration 
and anguish to Richard Nixon and all of 
his predecessors. 


He has thought long and hard about 


hoxv he can make them more responsive 
to his wishes. 


This year, Nixon has served notice that 


he is taking unprecedented personal in- 
terest in these lower-level appointments. 
Whereas in the past a department bead 
was able to arrange his own team, this 
will no longer be the case. 


ALL MUST HAVE the approval of the 


White House and a special office, headed 
by an efficiency minded young former 
businessman named Frederic Malek, has 
been established to find and approve per- 
sons for these posts. 


The suspicion persists that the Presi- 


dent does not want any more new con- 
cepts. He already knows what he wants 
to do with his next four years in office 
and is trying to find the people to carry 
out his wishes.

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Liquor Sales At Nude Shows Could Mean Shutdoivn 
How Will U.S. High Court Ruling Affect Cheetah II?

Owners of the Cheetah H nightclub in 


Half Day are taking a wait and sec ap- 
proach lo Tuesday's U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that would allow state liquor con- 
trol agencies to close down estab- 
lishments which sell liquor as well as 
present nude shows 


Bill Hagood. who with Mark DcFoor 


owns and operates the club In Half 
Day and a similar club in Kcnosha, said 
yesterday he could not comment on how 
the high court's 6-3 decision would affect 
t h o topless/bottomless 
entertainment 


provided at the two clubs. 


"I have no reaction, no comment," 


said Hagood. "Wo feel, and our attorneys 
feel, that the ruling doesn't pertain to 
nude dancing. Our attorneys feel the rul- 
ing applies from a bunch of California 


cases and is based on sex acts on stage. 
And of course, we don't have that here." 


The court's decision, based on a chal- 


lenge to the California Department of Al- 
coholic Beverage Control (ABC) by local 
night club owners, has many 
inter- 


pretations. While It specifically pertains 
to ihows that feature live sex acts on 
stage it also appears that nude dancing, 
the kind the Cheetah features, may also 
be Included. 


Till: SUPKEME COUNT ruling rever- 


sed a three-judge federal panel in Los 
Angeles which ruled that such prohibi- 
tions by the ABC ucrc an uncon- 
stitutional infringement on freedom of 
speech. 


The ABC Imposed the prohibition in 


1970 
after authorities expressed concern 


with "the progression in a few years 


time from topless dancers to bottomless 
dancers" and various other forms of sex- 
ual activity" such as showing pornogra- 
phic films. 


The Cheetah has been the object of 


several legal battles in the past few 
years. Owners have spent more than 
$50,000 in legal fees to keep the Kenosha 
club in operation. They were threatened 
with the loss of their liquor license when 
the Kcnosha City Council objected to 
their show. The show was stopped and 
the club retained its license. 


A few months ago another club was 


opened in Half Day in Lake County. 
While there were no Immediate threats 
to close It down, law enforcement offi- 
cials were following the club's activities 
closely. 


Lake County State's Attorney Jack 


Hoogasian, who just won reelection to 
that post, has vowed to keep obscenity 
out of Lake County. While past court rul- 
ings have determined that nudity is not 
an obscenity, Hoogasian still takes a 
stern approach to the Cheetah's form of 
entertainment and has hinted he'd close 
down the club if he could. 


"I'LL USE EVEUV avenue of the law 


to protect our citizens. My duty is to the 
people. I'll fight to keep obscenity out of 
Lake County." 


Hoogasian complained the courts have 


confused law enforcement officials as to 
the carrying out of their duties, especial- 
ly when it relates to controversial mat- 
ters such as obscenity. The latest Su- 
preme Court decision is another of those 
verdicts which may make officials Inter- 
pret what it all means. 


Justice William H. Rehnquist, writing 


the majority opinion of the Supreme 
Court, said the California regulations 
were not in the context of "censoring a 
dramatic performance." 


"While we agree that at least some of 


the performances to which these regu- 
lations address themselves are within the 
limits of the constitutional protection of 
freedom of expression, the critical fact is 
that California has not forbidden these 
performances across the board," Rehn- 
quist wrote. 
fl 


"IT HAS MERELY proscribed such 


performances in establishments which it 
licenses to sell liquor by the drink." 


Rehnquist said the "broad sweep" of 


the 21st Amendment, which repealed 


Prohibition in 1933, "has been recognized 
as conferring something more than the 
normal state authority 
over 
public 


health, welfare and morals." 


Justices William J. Brennan Jr., Wil- 


liam 0. Douglas and Thurgood Marshall 
dissented. 


"Certainly a play which passes muster 


under the 1st Amendment is not made 
illegal because it is performed in a beer 
garden," said Douglas. 


In separate opinions, Marshall and 


Brennan said that by requiring the owner 
of a night club to forego the exercise of 
certain rights guaranteed by the 1st 
Amendment, California had imposed nn 
unconstitutional condition on granting li- 
quor licenses.

Charlw Slragusa. executive director of 


the 
Illinois 
Legislative 
Investigating 


Commission (ILIC) said yesterday he 
will ask the commission to approve the 
r.ickct probo at its Dec. 14 meeting. 


"We plan lo investigate organized 


prnititution, the recruitment of prosti- 
tutes and the relation IxjUvecn prostitu- 
tion and u-nereal disease," Siraguia 
s.ilil. 


Ho said the Investigation would be 


done throughout the state Including the 
motels and hotels along the "Mannheim 
Strip" which runt through several sub- 
urbs south of DCS Plainer 


Howard 0. Roos, chief investigator for 


the ILIC said other areas in the state 
that will be looked nt include East Du- 
buque and several southern 
Illinois 


towns. 


He said the Investigation will center 


on teenage runaway girls who arc re- 
cruilcd for syndicate associated prostitu- 
tion rings. 


"UK WANT TO find out how many 


teenage* girls arc involved In prostitution 
and the use of drugs among prostitutes 
who may join the rings to support their 
drug habit. We also want lo find out what 
kind of operations arc flourishing In Illi- 
nois." Roos said. 


The ILIC has indicated It believes the 


prostitution rings operate out of go-go 
liars and motels. Siragusa said, however, 
Ills agents won't know anything definite 
.ibout the syndicate operated prostitution 
rmcs until they start their investigation. 


Several of the suburban police chiefs 


whose towns have a large number of ho- 
tels, motels and go-go bars said their 
towns don't have a prostitution problem 
and Indicated if prostitutes work in their 
towns, they arc not part of any organized 
rings. 


Rosemont police chief Richard Drchobl 


said his department averages 8 to 12 pro- 
tltutlon arrests a year but denied there 
was any organized crime prostitution op- 
crating in Rosemont. 


HE SAID THERE arc no go-go bars in 


his town, but said there was a problem 
with tho number of hotels along Man- 
nhoim Road. 


"We have about n,500 rooms in Rose- 


mont, but most of the hotels have their 
iron security force which usually itops 
the problem Inside. We have a five-man 
hotel squad whose only job is to work the 
gambling to," Drchbl said. 


He added the hotel squad made a pros- 


titution arrest Tuesday night at one of 
the Rosemont hotels. 


"When the out of town guy calls the girl 


and asks her to come to his room its 
difficult for us to find out about it. Bar 
girls, and street walkers who solicit arc 
easier to arrest but we haven't experi- 
enced any problems with young girls," 
Drchobl said. 


He said he would welcome the ILIC to 


come lo Rosemont and investigate and 
said he would offer any assistance they 
needed. 


Schiller Park police chief Edward 


Borg also said there is no prostitution 
problem in his town. He said his depart- 
ment has made three arrests this year, 
but added they were Individuals and not 
associated with an organized prostitution 
ring. 


Hurg said the number of hotels in Ills

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Doctors Express Concern For Harry Truman's Recovery 


KANSAS CITY. Mo. (UPI) - Former 


President Harry S. Truman, 88, his heart 
weakened and his breathing impaired, 
lay seriously ill Wednesday. Doctors ex- 
pressed concern for his recovery but said 
he uas "slightly Improved" at mid-after- 
noon. 


The condition of the tough little "man 


of Independence" had deteriorated from 
"fair" to "serious" during the day, but 
at 3 p m. he was reported slightly im- 
proved and more comfortable. 


He was rushed to the hospital Tuesday 


night, suffering pulmonary congestion. 
He was given oxygen to help him 
breathe. His wife Bess was at his bedside 
In his sixth-floor room.

helped to breathe by "inhalation therapy

Mrs. Truman, 87, walked slowly and 


painfully to her husband's bedside. She 


leaned on a cane and her face showed 
the strain of suffering. But asked If the 
former First Lady was taking her hus- 
band's serious illness with her usual 
courage, an aide said, "You know darn 
well she is." 


THE MAIN DIFFERENCE between 


the "fair" report issued when Truman 
was admitted to the hospital and the 


"serious" condition Wednesday was the 
phrase "recovery uncertain," which Gra- 
ham said characterized Truman's status. 


"The lung congestion continues," Gra- 


ham's noon statement said. "Inhalation 
therapy treatments are being continued 
to improve the lung function. Antibiotic 
medications are being continued. 


"President Truman is conscious. He is 


not on intravenous feeding," Graham 
said. "An electrocardiogram and chest 
X-rays have confirmed the diagnosis." 


Under the hospital's diagnosis of 


"serious," Truman was "acutely ill with 
recovery uncertain. Vital signs may be 
unstable and not within normal limits." 


Nine years ago, Truman dedicated the 


hospital where he lay seriously ill 


Wednesday. "If you want to be sick in 
style, come to Research," he said then. 


For many, his illness brought to mind 


the words Truman — then vice president 
— said after he was sworn in as the na- 
tion's 33rd chief executive on April 12, 
1945, upon the death of President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, "Pray for me," he told 
newsmen on that day 27 years ago.

Once The Pride Of Portland, Bomb Shelter Now Useless

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) _ Once the 


pride of a city and the model for a na- 
tion, It now ills virtually empty and use- 
less In a southeast portion of Portland. 


A $857.000 self-contained bomb shelter, 


headquarters for what was once the most 
advanced Civil Defense program In the 
nation, now «|u useless, except for a 
short period each fall when used for po- 
lice training quarters. 


To the former director of Portland's 


civil defense, Jack Lowe, the Kelly Butte 
Bomb Shelter symbolizes the rise and 
fall of people's Interest In civil defense. 


Portland's civil defense started during 


World War II, died afterwards, and was 
reactivated again during the Korean con- 
flict. The activities were heavily encour- 
aged with money and advisers by the 
federal government. Lowe became direc- 
tor of Civil Defense In 1DSO and placed a 
new emphasis on the program by Insist- 
ing that It "go first class or not at all." 
The mayor and the majority of the For- 
Hand city council agreed. 


IN mi. WOItK began on the nation's 


first underground center and upon com- 
pletion In September, 1956. the city had a 
communications center housing every 
major office of the clly and In constant 
contact with state and national officials 
Folded Inside the buttc, the 65-by-lBsi 
foot, semi-circular building has 26-Inch 
steel-reinforced concrete walls, set on a 
, shock-absorbing base and has at least 30 
• feet of earth on every side enabling It to 
i withstand a 20-klloton nuclear blast.

Lowe said he stressed protection 


against the maximum disaster, the nu- 
clear attack.

frowned on evacuation plans, Lowe said, 
wanting people to stay put and hide In 
basements and corners of buildings. 


"The best way to save the lives of the 


people of Portland was to get out of the 
bull's eye." said Lowe. "It's against 
people's nature to put them In a hole and 
wait for a bomb to blow them up." Thus 
started a plan to stage an evacuation 
practice for metropolitan Portland. 


WITH FULL cooperation from the 


mayor, city council and downtown busi- 
nessmen, Lowe and other civil defense 
men put together an ambitious plan to 
evacuate 1.000 blocks of downtown Por- 
tland of virtually everyone and every- 


thing. This called for re-wiring every 
traffic light in the area to permit a con- 
tinuous flow of traffic and alerting people 
and businesses of procedures to follow. 


Then at 3:10 on a rainy afternoon, 


Sept. 27, 19S5, sirens began the air raid 
signal and the evacuation was on. At the 
end of the test time three hours later, 
101,074 people and 24.000 vehicles had left 
only policemen standing In downtown 
streets. Sixty miles outside of Portland 
roadblocks were set up telling visitors to 
delay entering the city. 


Possibly the highlight of the civil de- 


fense program, the evacuation, drew 
praise from almost everyone, including 
television networks who flocked Into the 
city to shoot documentaries. 


But in 1958, the federal government 


abolished the Federal Defense Agency 
and transferred the national CS program 
into the Pentagon. With military officials 
believing the only good defense was a 
stronger offense, federal encouragement 
became Increasingly smaller. 


Port landers began to feel that you 


couldn't run away from a nuclear attack. 
A survey of 10,000 homes by the Seventh- 
Day Advcntlst church in 1960 found that 
the majority had some kind of fallout 
shelter, whether a corner of the base- 
ment or a shelter In the backyard. 


OPPOSITION TO Portland's program 


still wasn't openly vocal, only a few city 
councilman questioning the running of 
the projects, until the Columbus Day 
storm of 1962. With raging winds knock- 
Ing out communications throughout the 
city, the councilman, In the absence of 


the mayor, seemingly Ignored Kelly 
Butte's undamaged shelters, took up 
headquarters in the basement of city 
hall, and were soon knocked out of con- 
tact with the rest of the city's agencies 
when the radio antenna was damaged by 
winds. By then it was too late and the 
city was in chaos. 


Compared to a nuclear attack, the Co- 


lumbus Day storm was a minor incident, 
says Lowe, who charged that city coun- 
cilman mismanaged the operation. Under 
stronger attack by coundlmcn, the pro- 
gram suffered a mortal blow when a tax 
levy for increased CD expenditures 
failed in November, 1962. The council 
then voted to end the program the follow- 
ing year and in 1963, Portland became 
the first major city in the nation to abol- 
ish its Civil Defense program. 


Oregon Recalls Bombings...

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - The Ore- 


gon coast Is known for many things; 
sandy beaches, scenic views, the wind 
and rain — but least of all for three 
bombing Incidents by the Japanese Im- 
perial Navy during World War II. 


An Invasion of Normandy it was not. It 


did, however, Involve the only killing of 
Americans on native soli by hostile ac- 
tion, and the first shelling of U.S. fortifi- 
cations from an enemy vessel since 1812. 


The dates: June 21, 1042, a Japanese 


submarine, the 1-25 fired 17 five-inch 
rounds at Fort Stevens at the mouth of 
the Columbia River on the north Oregon 
coast. Sept. 9 and 29, 1942, a seaplane 
dropped incendiary bombs In heavy for- 
ests about 10 miles cast of Brookings on 
the southern Oregon coast, and on May 
5, 1945, six persons were killed in east- 
ern Klamath County when a Japanese 
"balloon bomb" was touched off. 


THE ARMY believes there was a time- 


table connection between the shelling of 
Fort Stevens and the landing of Japanese 
forces on the Aleutian island of Attu nine 
days earlier. They also feel that heavy 
losses by the Japanese Navy in the Coral 
Sea and Midway battles in early June 
wrecked any plans for an invasion of the 
Pacific Northwest. 


Despite radar and trained observers 


using high-powered telescopes, the attack 
was a complete surprise. The orange- 
tinged flashes from the submarine's guns 
could bo scrn from Astoria, and the 
blasts heard across the Columbia In II- 
waco, Wash. Although the Army reported 
that nine shots were fired, years later 
the sub's captain, Meijl Tagnmi, said his 
crew pumped 17 rounds at the fort. 


No shots were returned, as the Army 


said a single-vessel attack would only be 
attempting to reveal the guns' location. 
The 1-25 remained in the area, slowly 


cruising beyond range of shore batteries 
until down the next day. 


The sub, one of about 10 equipped with 


a seaplane stored in a waterproof deck 
hangar, returned again to the coast on 
Sept. 9 that same year. An Imperial 
Navy pilot, 31-year-old Nobuo Fujlta, 
was dispatched from the 1-25 to make an 
early-morning run with incendiary 
bombs to the forests near Brooklngs. 


TIIK PLANE WAS sighted just before 


dawn by a U.S. Forest Service employe 
atop Mt. Emily. Poor visibility prevented 
identification but it was noted in Forest 
Service logs that It was a "seaplane." 


About noon, the lookout reported 


smoke miles away and left his perch to 
put out the blaze. Later that afternoon 
the radio In the Gold Beach ranger's of- 
fice crackled with, "that fire was started 
by a bomb." Pieces of the bomb frag- 
ments, Including the tall end of one were 
found the next day by the Forest Service. 
Two hundred men from G Company, 
174th Infantry of the New York National 
Guard were readied to put down any at- 
tempt at landings on the southern coast. 


Fujita made another bombing run on 


Sept. 29, and a third flight was canceled. 
No specific reasons, except perhaps re- 
taliation for the bombings of Japan's 
cities by Col. Jimmy Doollltlc, were giv- 
en for Fujita's bombings. 


THE MOST TIIAGIC bombings by the 


Japanese occurred on May 5, 1945, in a 
remote area near Bly, some 54 miles 
cast of Klamath Falls.

Some 9,000 balloon bombs were

covered in Klamath County, although not 
many people heard of the bombs because 
the Western Defense Command informa- 
tion bulletins were banned from news- 
papers and radio and passed along only 
by word of mouth to prevent any feed- 
back on the bombings to the Japanese. 


The $200 million "balloon bomb" proj- 


ect was termed "Ineffective" by the 
Army, especially since it was designed to 
set West Coast forests ablaze. They land- 
ce landed Instead in timber-lands wet 
from heavy spring rains. 


When Rev. Mitchell heard a child say 


he had found a parachute with "this fun- 
ny looking thing attached to it" his 
shouts to the others were lost on the re- 
sulting explosion. Although it was never 
determined how the bomb was triggered, 
five children and Mrs. Mitchell were 
killed in the blast. 


OREGONIANS HAVE marked the 


places and times of each bombing with 
monuments. A marker was placed where 
one of the shells landed near Fort Ste- 
vens, and the Japanese seaplane pilot, 
Fujita, now a Tokyo businessman, re- 
turned to Brookings in 1962 with his fam- 
ily and presented the city with his fami- 
ly's ancestral samurai sword.

crs 


A scull lxi.it \a generally from 11 to Id 


feet long and about 40 inches wide at the 
bc.im. It rides low in the water, and tlm 
deck is imullj painted with a dull finish 


The boat is propelled with a single oar 


or sculling paddle which juts from the 
stern The oar, which is generally hand- 
made by the sculler from ash, Is 10 to 12 
feet In length, and is moved from side to 
side in rhythmic manner by the sculler 
who sits low In the rear of the craft 


The boat moves along in much the 


same manner as do gondolas in the can- 
als of Venice The sculler gets as close to 
the ducks as, possible and then shoots as 
the ducks arc flushed 


"THE IDEA of sculling is to move un- 


noticed toward the ducks and keep the 
smallest part of the silhouette toward the 
main flock," Gcrhardt said "An ideal 
day has a little wind to keep the river 
choppy, which makes Inaudible any noise 
the oar makes as it Is moved back and 
forth In the water." 


Sculling is a river form of hunting

"Sculling works under a real 'hunting' 


principle of 'if the ducks won't come to 
jou, you have to go to them'," said Jack 
Stiles, Savanna, ranger at Mississippi 
Palisades State Park "I've been sculling 
the Mississippi River for the past 30 
jcnrs and find it much more enjoyable 
than hunting from a blind. 


"The only disadvantage to sculling Is 


that you have to be a better shot. Blind 
hunters do their shooting while standing, 
but In n scull boat you have to be able to 
shoot while silting or kneeling " 


There arc different ways to scull Some 


hunters watch for a flock to land and 
scull to thqm Others set out decoys and 
wait upstream for flocks to sit down m

INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (UPI) — Har- 


ry S Truman's keen sense of history ex- 
tends to family matters, which he finds 
both Interesting and useful, 


Truman believes his maternal grand- 


father, Solomon Young, on overland 
freightmovcr In the early days of the 
West, helped him win election to the 
presidency nearly a hundred years later. 


"He took a wagon train of supplies to 


Utah," Truman recalled once, "and 
when ho got there the Army captain who 
hod ordered them refused to accept 
them. My grandfather would have gone 
broke except for Drigham Young, who 
found him a storehouse and arranged 
credit. 


"I told this story In Sale Lake City dur- 


ing the 1918 campaign, and you know, I 
carried Republican Utah." 


Truaman's personal "American his- 


tory" antedates the Revolution. Robert 
Tyler, a maternal great-great-grand- 
father, cut his way, In ITGn, through the 


wilderness that later became Kentucky, 
and served as a captain In the Revolu- 
tionary War. 


A more remote ancestor, seven gener- 


ations back, was Capt. Alexander Doni- 
phan, n merchant who moved to Virginia 
from Plymouth, England, in 1672. 


THUMAN'S FOUK grandparents mi- 


grated from Kentucky to Missouri more 
than a century ago and were among the 
earliest settlers near Wcstport Landing, 
the riverfront town which became Kan- 
sas City. 


The Kentucky Youngs and the Ken- 


tucky Trumnns apparently were substan- 
tial folk. Records in Shelby County Ken- 
tucky show that Solomon Young, Tru- 
man's grandfather, sold an EDO-acre farm 
before setting off for Missouri in 1(H2. 


In Harry Truman's boyhood days, the 


family operated a 300-acre farm, a siz- 
eable acreage in that day, of fertile land 
near Grandvicw, Mo., about 15 miles 
from Kansas City. 


His father, John Anderson Truman, 


.was a cattle, horse and mule trader after 
the family moved to Independence in 
1890, but he has always considered him- 
self primarily a farmer. Later, the fami- 
ly returned to the farm. 


IIAHIIY, TUB oldest son, took a turn 


as bank clerk, construction timekeeper 
and businessman before entering politics, 
but like his father ho clung to his farm 
background and identified himself with 
farm folk. 


"Now, I'm just a retired farmer," ho 


said on his return to Independence after 
leaving the White House. 


Truman recalls that his mother used to 


boast that her oldest son could "plow the 
stralghtcst farrow of corn in Missouri." 
He seems to hold the tribute as proudly 
as those that came later, from other 
chiefs of state to the president of the 
United States.

Walker has declared Hint the new 
g o v e r n o r will begin planning 
promptly after 
taking office in 


January to implement flood control 
plans on the Upper Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed. 


We find that commendable. How- 


ever we are puzzled by the state- 
ment of Walker's press secretary, 
Norton Kay, that Walker has no 
plans as yet because he doesn't 
know what Gov. Richard B. Ogilvio 
has done on the flood plan to date. 


With the echoes of campaign rhe- 


toric hardly 
faded 
away, Kay 


seems to be saying that Walker did 
not know what he was 
talking 


about when he charged the in- 
cumbent governor with lack of 
proper action on the flood plan. 


During his campaign — and par- 


ticularly following the disastrous 
flooding along the watershed in 
AiiRUSt — Walker was very vo- 
cal about what the Ogilvic adminis- 
tration had done and had not done 
about flooding. 


The plan to prevent such floods, 


he said, had been available for 
months. Funds for construction of 
a badly needed water retention ba- 
sin in Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
he said, were available and needed 


only to be released by Ogilvic to 
get the project under way. 


The revelation that the governor- 


elect doesn't really know what the 
incumbent had done casts doubt on 
the validity 
of 
his 
campaign 


charges. 


His promise to the voters for 


prompt action on Salt Creek flood 
control, however, was clear and 
unequivocal. We will expect his ad- 
ministration to deliver on that 
promise promptly. 


In the meantime, we will hope 


that other claims made by Walker 
during the campaign — that he will 
eliminate more than $500 million in 
waste from the state budget; that 
he will abolish patronage in the ex- 
ecutive branch of government — 
were based on more thorough 
knowledge of what has been donu 
in the Ogilvic administration. 


Kay also indicated that Walker 


may seek additional money for the 
project from the legislature. That 
is well and good, iC the money is 
needed. 


But the taxpayers in the Salt 


Creek Watershed have been prom- 
ised prompt relief. Above all, it is 
up to Gov.-elcct Walker to see that 
they get it before they arc sub- 
jected to a repetition of the past 
floods.

Communications Boon? 


Tired of battling through that 


traffic maze at O'Hnre to catch a 
plane to New York, Los Angeles or 
Schcncctady? Well, the folks at our 
sister airport in Los Angeles have 
one solution. 


They've Installed their own pri- 


vate radio system in the pavement 
to try to make the trip to the air- 
port as uncomplicated as the thou- 
snnd-mllc plane flight Itself. 


A sign near the airport says, 


"Airport Traffic Information, 530 
on your dial, 7a.m. toll p.m." 


And, if you turn on your radio, 


you'll hcnr reports of traffic nnd 
parking conditions. In fact, 
they 


can tell you specifically what traf- 
fic conditions arc at any one of 
their numerous terminals. 


The broadcasts originate from 


the control tower, where a tele- 


vision camera monitors airport car 
traffic. Then the broadcast is con- 
veyed through a cable buried in the 
pavement near the airport. Turn 
on your radio, and you're guided 
(or so we're told) quickly, con- 
veniently and safely to a close-in 
parking lot. 


Wouldn't it be a wonderful idea 


at O'Hare? While traffic is stopped 
for miles ahead, a reassuring voice 
could tell you that traffic, indeed, 
is stopped for miles ahead. 


In fact, it's easy to imagine a sul- 


try voice — Ms. O'Hare, perhaps 
— telling us that there's no parking 
spots available within a ten-mile 
radius of the world's busiest air- 
port. 


Aren't modern communications 


wonderful? 


Rocketing Away Waste 


There's seldom a silver lining 


without a dark cloud behind it. 


Not the least of the problems as- 


sociated with atomic energy, which 
we once thought would solve man- 
kind's energy needs for all time, is 
how to dispose of highly dangerous 
atomic waste. 


The method currently used today 


Is the deep underground burial of 
radioactive 
by-products 
ranging 


from depleted uranium cores to 
contaminated gloves. But the ra- 
dioactivity may take hundreds or 


thousands of years to decompose to 
safe levels, and critics worry about 
what would happen if a burial site 
were fractured by an earthquake. 


A German engineer has come up

It would be costly, he admits, but 


so is burial. The beauty port is that 
the radioactivity of the wastes 
could be utilized, under the right 
circumstances, to power the rock- 
ets that carry them.

Costly Dog Mess 


We read with great interest the letter 


in your Thursday editorial page from 
Thomas J. Stlrton of Arlington Heights. 
Mr. Stirton voiced his disgust with those 
dog owners that allow their pets to mess 
up other peoples' property. He suggested 
that the village adopt the Park Ridge or- 
dinance No. 71-37. While not fully aware 
of the Park Ridge ordinance we must 
hasten to point out to all our village resi- 
dents that there is an ordinance "on the 
books" pertaining to just this problem. 
They read as follows: 


— Section 16-213 Dog Nuisances prohib- 


ited. It shall be unlawful for any owner 
of any dog to permit such dog to defecate 
an any street, sidewalk, alley, or public 
place in the Village, or on any private 
property, other than that of the dog own- 
er. Such defecation Is hereby declared to 
be a nuisance. 


— Section 16-214 Owner to abate dog 


nuisances. If any dog shall defecate in 
violation of section 16-213 the owner or 
person having control of said dog shall 
immediately clean and remove the said 
defecation. 


For any ordinance to be effective it 


must be enforced. As In all laws only the 
person witnessing the violation may sign 
the complaint. The fine for violations of 
these ordinances range from not less 
than |5 to not more than $300 for each 
offense. 


We do have posters with the ordinance 


printed on them available and will be 
happy to supply them to any one request- 
ing them.

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White Motors Executive Looks For Bountiful Year

NEW YORK (UPI) - Businesses may 


not bo sugarcoating, or spiking, their 
season's greetings as much this Christ- 
inas. 


For tho first time In 20 years of sur- 


veying, "Incentive Marketing," a trade 
magazine, gays Christmas business giv- 
ing Is expected to decline for a second 
consecutive year. The magazine has kept 
tabs on business gift expenditures since 
1953. 


The 1972 figure is estimated at $382 


million, IA per cent less than 1971. This 
year's total Is the lowest since 1967, but 
considerably higher than the survey first 
found In 1933. That was $250 million. 


Tho decline In Yule giving comes amid 


an economic upswing. This may Indicate 
a time lag In the effect of rising profits. 
But maybo not. The magazine noted a 
growing desire to cut back on business 
glfU on tho ground that they represent 
an unjustifiable drain on profits. 


For many, this has been a losing 


struggle. Despite the move toward small- 
er gift UsU, Inflation has kept tho ex- 
penditures of most companies practically 
unchanged. 


THE MOST POPULAR gift Is liquor, 


Russell R. Brown, chairman of National 
Distilling Co., said in an interview. Half- 
gallon plastic containers of bourbon ore 
selling heavily because they arc dramati- 
cally lighter than glass containers. 


Commenting on the liquor Industry's 


customary end-of-year boom, Brown re- 
ported: "Our over-all sales for October 
and November show or. Increase of 10 
per cent over last year." 


Some firms seem more Inclined toward 


such gifts as food packages, glassware or 
sporting goods. 


For the employe, Christmas still 


means an office party, a gift, or a cash 
bonus from the boss. A survey of 142 
firms taken by Prentice, Hall, Inc. 
showed that just about the same number 
of plants, offices and bonks give gifts to 
their employes as those giving cash. 


Roughly 54 per cent of plants, offices 


and banks do not give their employes ci- 
ther a gift or a bonus, according to the 
study. Firms planning to implement 
bonus allotments this year must consider 
Phase II regulations: a bonus must not 
raise an employe's 1972 wages more than 
5.5 per cent over last year's. 


Only 3.5 per cent of firms surveyed re- 


port any change in bonus allocations, but 
all were upward revisions. 


Ingersoll To Chair Parley 


More money in farmers' pockets and a 


rosy outlook for the trucking industry are 
boosting the sales outlook for White Mo- 
tors Corp. for 1973. This was the pre- 
diction of White Motors chairman and 
chief executive officer S. E. Knudsen at 
a regional marketing last week in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


If Knudscn's predictions hold true, the 


company is headed for several boom 
sales years. He discussed the outlook for 
farm equipment and truck sales at a 
press conference in the Arlington Park 
Towers on Tuesday. 


"EARLIER THIS year we were think- 


ing in terms of 152,000 units being sold by 
the industry In the U.S.," said Knudsen 
of domestic farm tractor sales for 1973. 
"Now we expect sales of 155,000 units, 
which would represent a 15 per cent in- 
crease over tractor sales in 1971 and be 
the best sales year since 1968 when 
157,942 units were sold," he said. North 
American tractor industry sales are fore- 
cast this year at 175,000 units, compared 
to 150,000 units in 1971. 


Knudsen attribute the farmers' willing- 


ness to spend more for farm equipment 
to increased export of farm commodities 
and the opening of new markets in East- 
ern Europe and the Far East. 


"Latest figures for the third quarter of 


this year indicate U.S. net income for 
farmers for 1972 will hit $18.8 billion, or 
$500 million more than earlier antici- 
pated, a 10 per cent increase over 1971 
farm income of $10,9 billion," said the 


James H. Ingcrsoll, vice president-In- 


ternational of Borg-Warner Corp., has 
been named chairman of the 1973 World 
Trade Conference.

The confer- 
ence is jointly sponsored by the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and Industry 
and the International Trade Club of Chi- 
cago. 


"International executives must be on 


their toes to reap any benefits and min- 
imize any adverse effects from these 
changes, and the program of the 1973 
World Trade Conference has been devel- 
oped to provide vital and practical infor- 
mation and guidelines for world trade In 
the 1970s and 1980s," Ingcrsoll said. 


Ingcrsoll was managing director of 


Borg-Warner (Australia) from I960 to 
1968 and served as director of the U.S. 
Agency for International Development in 
the Philippines while on leave of absence 
from 19C2 to 1965. He previously was 
president of Borg-Wnrncr's Ingcrsoll 
Products Division.

White Motor executive. In Canada, grain 
prices have readied a 25-year peak and 
the farmers are expecting almost a total 
sellout of their commercial grain stocks 
before the 1973 harvest. 


For those who think of tractor farm 


equipment as standard yellow or red or 
green utility models, Knudsen offers 
some interesting revelations. It seems 
that more and more farmers want stereo 
equipment, air conditioning and other ex- 
tras in their tractors. 


TRUCK OWNERS and operators arc 


getting pretty classy, too. "You used to 
think of truck drivers as the people who 
only stopped at a diner and drove a stan- 
dard model unit," Knudsen said. "Today, 
these guys have maybe $56,000 tied up in 
the tractors and they stop at places 
where there are swimming pools, accom- 
modations for their wives and other ex- 


tras." Special trim, air conditioning, hi-fi 
equipment and television are extras pur- 
chased by many truck owners and oper- 
ators. 


"In the heavy duty truck market, 


which represents the largest share of 
White Motor Corp.'s business, domestic 
registrations of trucks should hit a 
record 154,000 units this year, a 23 per 
cent gain over 1971," said Knudsen. He 
predicts yearly gains of 7 to 8 per cent 
for the rest of the 1970s In this market. A 
new industry record for truck sales, 
about 2.5 million units, will be set this 
year, he said. This is a half million more 
units than in 1971. 


The boom in truck sales has strained 


the production capacity of White Motors, 
he said. Most plants are at full produc- 
tion levels now, and a shortage of heavy 
duty truck motors is prevalent among 
manufacturers, he said. 


ACCORDING TO Knudsen's financial 


philosophy, "There's no greater sin than 
letting a market go by." So the company 
Is boosting its production capacity until 
the demand for new heavy duty trucks 
can be met. 


As White Motor beefs up production, 


the firm is phasing out unprofitable deal- 
erships. There are now 1,400 dealers for 
the firm throughout the United States. 


Knudsen also is aiming at a practical 


approach to long-range planning and 
marketing of farm equipment. "Little by 
little, the farm equipment industry has 
got to become more sophisticated," he 
said. Instead of allowing the number of 


models to grow like topsy as in the post, 
the firm is designing more units with 
common parts. White Farm Equipment 
Co. in the United States and Whitc-Cock- 
shutt Farm Equipment Division in Cana- 
da manufacture Minneapolis-MoUne and 
Oliver equipment. 


"In the farm equipment industry, the 


marketing philosophy used to involve 
building up the dealer inventories, then 
trying to sell these units. Now we run 
factory based on retail sales records," 
Knudsen said. "Gauging production this 
way is more realistic." 


KNUDSEN IS A graduate of the Mas- 


sachusetts Institute of Technology. He 
joined the staff of Pontiac Division of 
General Motors In 1939. He served in sev- 
eral GM management positions until his 
appointment as general manager of Pon- 
tiac Division in 1956, when he was elect- 
ed a GM vice president.

•lies that were convenient for the four 
ichooU Involved nnd their fans. 


FLsk pointed out that no school was re- 


quired to participate. "That helped get It 
passed." he said. He added the Bcrnic

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The Doctor Says 
Is Hypnosis A Solution To Sex Problems? Not By Itself 


Dear Dr. Lamb - Do you believe in 


hypnosis if you new) help with a sex 
problem like having to adjust to life 
without sex? Please answer as I need 
help. 


Hear Header — Basically, hypnosis is 


a (ool that the doctor can use to help 
manage medical problems. For difficulty 
In one's sex life of the nature which you 
flcicribc, It b probably wise to see a psy- 
chiatrist. If he wants to use hypnosis in 
the process of analyzing your problem, 
(hat Is fine. I am afraid that hypnosis by 
Itself, however, will not solve the basic 
problems and that these need to be ex- 
plored to achieve the results you desire. 


The piychiatrht would no doubt like to 


know why you have to live without sex 
and explore this problem with you. Hyp- 
nosis, without going into these problems 
and your basic attitudes, merely Is a su- 


perficial approach and could cause- more 
harm than good. I want to emphasize 
that this is not a recommendation 
against hypnosis, but rather a recom- 
mendation to use it properly, If it is in- 
dicated at all. I would like to caution you 
against seeing someone who will do hyp- 
nosis who is not trained to handle the 
total problem in Its proper professional 
setting. 


l)<-ar Dr. Lamb — I feel compelled to 


write after reading your recent articles 
on low blood sugar. This disorder has 
colored much of my life. One doctor re- 
moved my appendix in hopes of reducing 
chronic stomach discomfort and the ap- 
pendix was healthy. I have been hospital- 
ized four times and consulted with two 
psychiatrists, and have been subjected to 
sleep treatments as well. 


My most traumatic experience oc- 


curred 10 years ago after I had bscn 11 
years In religious teaching in the Order 
of Franciscan Monks. I had my most 
serious bouts of what I now know was 
low blood sugar and was hospitalized. 
My worst experiences occurred when I 
ate too little or the wrong things. 


One doctor tested me for low blood 


sugar but only did a three-hour test, 
maintaining that it wasn't necessary to 
do a longer sugar tolerance test. As you 
'would know, the findings were in the nor- 
mal range. Later I went to an excellent 
clinic and they gave me a sugar toler- 
ance test for a much longer period and 
the low blood sugar was significant dur- 
ing the fourth hour. I wanted to write 
and suggest that anybody who has this 
problem and Is tested for it should be 
wary of a short test. They should have 


one that is at least four hours long. 


To make a long story short, after my 


diagnosis and proper arrangement of my 
eating habits, I am through with years of 
sedative type medicines and pill popping. 
I am beginning to feel like a human 
being again. I am in love with living and 
my job. I even like myself and look for- 
ward to the next half century with great 
anticipation. 


Dear Header — Thank you for sharing 


your experience with others. It is true 
that most cases of low blood sugar or 
hypoglycemia require at least a four- 
hour and sometimes a six-hour test. Of. 
course, if a serious episode of low blood 
sugar occurs early in the test, it is not 
necessary to continue the procedure. 


Although many cases of low blood sug- 


ar arc caused by living habits, including 
improper diet, there are rare cases 


caused by other problems. To detect 
these sometimes longer tests are needed. 
Low blood sugar and many other prob- 
lems that people experience are often re- 
lated to some of their living habits par- 
ticularly diet and can frequently be cor- 
rected. When this is true, this is a much 
b e t t e r approach than administering 
medicines and not correcting the under- 
lying problem. Many of the people who 
have a dietary problem do very well on a 
diet which restricts the amount of sugar 
and sweets in the diet and starchy foods 
with an increase in the portion of their 
diet from proteins and some fat. More 
frequent small meals often help some in- 
dividuals too. 
[ 


Not all cases of low blood sugar are 


caused by diet. Some people can't absorb 
food properly from the digestive tract. 
Emotional factors contribute to the cause 


in some instances. Prolonged fasting and 
physical exhaustion can also be a cause. 
One should not assume the problem is 
low blood sugar without a proper medi- 
cal evaluation.

produce of such a malodorous proceed- 
ing " 


"If new racing schedules arc awarded 


for the 1971 racing season in an unimpea- 
chable proceeding, the Chicago Tribune 
Charities will lie pleased to conduct char- 
ity meets during the ID73 racing season," 
he said.

US. Attorney James II. Thompson 


charged in the statement that between 
IWI and I9G7 Kerncr acted on •)$ acpa- 
rate pieces of legislation in a manner 
that benefited favored racing groups. 


THOMPSON CIIAItGKI) in addition 


that every appointment Kerncr made to 
the Illinois Racing Hoard between lOiil 
and 1968 was done to furtlxir the alleged 
conspiracy. 


The statement also charged that Her- 


ncr and Isaacs intervened with both the 
Illinois Racing Board and the now 
defunct Illinois Harness Racing Commis- 
sion In order to assure prime racing 
dates for certain associations.

AMONG INDIVIDUALS who benefited 


from the favoritism, Thompson charged, 
were William S. Miller, racing board 
chairman under Kerncr, and Mrs. Marje 
Everett, former owner of Washington 
Park and Arlington Park race tracks. 


Miller, a principal stockholder in two 


racing associations, was indicted last De- 
cember with Kerner and Isaacs, but has 
since agreed to testify for the govern- 
ment in the conspiracy trial. Mrs. Ever- 
ett was also expected to be a government 
witness at the Kerncr trial. 


Thompson filed his statement In re- 


sponse to an order by U.S. District Court 
Judge Robert L. Taylor for a list of spe- 
cific actions by Kerner in connection 
with the alleged conspiracy. Taylor will 
preside at the trial of Kerncr and Isaacs, 
scheduled to begin early next month.

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Why Does A Vietnam GI Fall Back On Drugs? He's Bored 


by TOM TIEDE 


DA NANG, Vietnam — His Identity Is 


unimportant. He is a soldier with the 
196th Light Infantry Brigade. Twenty 
years old. Private first class. From the 
West Coast of the United States. 


Ho is lounging in a civilian hut. 
Ho is high on heroin. 
"Oh." he says, "dig It." 
Ho is smoking the stuff. It is sprinkled 


on a reefer of marijuana. "Just a pinch" 
from a tiny glass vial. He drags, lets the 
butt smoke curl into his nostrils, inhales,

holds It, then relaxes. 


His shoulders shake. 
Head falls back. 
"Oh," he says louder, "dig It!" 
IN THE PAST decade there have been 


approximately 2.5 million American sol- 
diers serving in Vietnam. At present few- 
er than 70,000 of them remain. For the 
most part they have been and ore de- 
cent, exceedingly likeable chaps. Not in 
love with the military, none too hot on 
the proceedings in Southeast Asia — but 
undeniably good types. 


Occasionally, however, too frequently 


as of late, some of the GIs have been like 
this man here In the Da Nang hut. One 
hesitates to call him a GI. That term 
should be saved for use with respect and 
affection. 


This man, dig it, is a jerk. 
The guy is a mess-up. He is a problem 


in the making. He Is a goofus, a wise 
ass, a chronic complolncr and heavy 
weight. He's the kind of fellow who 
makes the headlines by fragging his fel- 
low man. 


"I thought about killing my L.T. (lieu- 


tenant) once. He gave mo this Article 15 
for not shaving. I mean, check it out For 
not shaving. Like this was Fort Hood or 
something. Man, I could drop him. A clip 
In the gut, you know? Man." 


THE PBOBLEM with this man Is not 


really narcotics. Thousands of soldiers 


here have gotten Into cocain and skag, 
hundreds of thousands have used mari- 
juana. The exact figures are unknown, 
but a few years back the Pentagon esti- 
mated about 20-30,000 "drug abusers," 
perhaps 4 to 5 per cent of the soldiers in 
Vietnam (In 1970 here, 65 GIs died of 
drug overdose). Rep. Seymour Halpern, 
D-N.Y., has said the real statistics are 
much higher. But whatever the sum, the 
people involved have not necessarily 
been wicked, malicious cruds. 


Many hard abusers have been just 


dopes. Lt. Bob Brigham, who runs a 
drug rehabilitation center for the re- 
maining First Air Calvary Brigade, says 
his enrollees have not been so much bad 
as bored: "It's a social problem. The 
men don't want to be here. There's not 
that much for them to do here. They go 
around looking for something exciting 
and, unfortunately, they wind up on the 
stuff." 


Nor have all the stuff-users been prob- 


lems. The preponderance of drug use 
here Is the light-heavy marijuana varie- 
ty. Entire companies of soldiers have fa- 
vored the weed ("I don't know anybody 
in my unit," says Sp. 4 John Travis of 
the Calvary's 3rd Brigade, "who hasn't 
at least tried it"). Yet the units have not 
suffered from inordinate Inefficiencies. 
As n matter of fact, says one nameless 
colonel, "Give me a pothcad over a jui- 
cer any day. Booze is so bad here we 
have to hold regular meetings of Alcohol- 


ics Anonymous." 


"THIS ISN'T TO say the drugs are 


good. But it is to argue that, for the jerk 
in the Da Nang unit, and many of the 
other soldiers uho make bad news from 
Vietnam, drugs simply aren't the funda- 
mental problem. 


Their problem, often, Is life. 
They blame the world for their defi- 


ciencies. They con't cope so they con- 
demn. "Man," says the jerk, who, in 


cidentally, volunteered for his Vietnam 
tour, "Man, they send you over here, 
whatdathey eipect? Like, it's real hell 
here. You gotta stay loose somehow. I 
mean, I never asked for skag. Like, they 
almost force it on you. Dig It They fig- 
ure If you get high and all that then you 
won't give no trouble. Dig it." 


The man is petting a small kitten. 
"Like, nobody understands. All they 


want is to bust your butt. They like It 
when they can hang somebody. I've been 
busted five times." 


He pushes the kitten off a table. 
"What I'd like to do is frag a general. 


Wcke, four stars man." 


He leans over. 
Groans. 
Then vomits all over his shoes.

and apartment units, rose to 6,671 from 
only 5,411 in October, 1971 


The significant difference occurred in 


multiple permits which increased from 
2,839 to 4,346 a gain of 53 per cent. 


The contrary was true in single family 


activity where a 9 per cent decrease was 
noted with only 2,325 reported in October, 
1972 compared to 2,572 in the month of 
October last year. 


Single family permits issued during the 


first 10 months of 1972 totaled 21,583, an 
increase of 10 per cent from the 21,054 
registered in the same period of 1971. 


Year to date apartment volume at the 


end of October, 1972 stood at 26,450, a 
decline of 11 per cent from the 29,767 
recorded for the first 10 months of last 
year. 


Permits for all new housing for the 


first 10 months of 1972 totaled 47,504 
units, 7 per cent below the 51,355 permits 
reported during the comparable months 
of 1971

Would you like to do a better Job of 


laundering your clothes without using 
phosphate detergents? Use soap and 
softened water, says Mary Purchase of 
Cornell University. The noted home econ- 
omist was a featured speaker at the Cth 
international water quality symposium, 
cosponsorcd In Washington, D.C. by the 
national quality water committee. She of- 
fered these hints for getting the cleanest 
wash: 


1. Instead of using a non-phosphate de- 


tergent, use soap and softened water. 
Washing soda, which Is the most com- 
mon substitute for phosphate detergents, 
Is not satisfactory. It tends to remove 
dirt from one pan of the laundry' and 
settle It on another. It also forms a pre- 
cipitate that makes dark fabrics look 
streaked or faded and stiffens the fabric. 
Remember that soap with hard water 


will not do a satisfactory job either, be- 
cause It forms curd loaded with dirt 


2. Use hotter water. It always gets 


clothes cleaner except In cases where 
stains may be set by hot water. 


3. Use the recommended amount of 


soap. In softened water, you need less. 


4. Follow tho recommended size load 


for your washer. 


5. Sort the clothes, separating white 


from colored. 


6. Don't let your clothes get overly 


soiled. Pro-treat heavily soiled spots. 


The Water Conditioning Foundation 


points out that the best way to soften 
water Is with equipment that conditions 
the water before it enters the piping sys- 
tem. To determine whether equipment 
you're thinking of buying is a quality 
product, look for the Foundation's Gold 
Seal.

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Many Factors To Weigh Before A Wife Goes To Work 


Whatever the reason behind a wife's 


decision to seek a paying Job, It's a good 
Idea to talk the matter over with the en- 
tire family. Just to make sure everyone 
understands what's Involved and the 
changes that may have to be made. 


So advises Penny Scott, family finan- 


cial consultant for Oak Park Federal 
Savings and Loan Association, Chicago. 


"In these da>s of rising prices, when 


It's hard to make ends meet. It's not un- 
usual for the wife to go to work to bring 
In a second Income," she said. "A wife 
may seek a job for other reasons. She 
may want to help save up money for a 
vacation, or for the children's education, 
or for a down payment on a house. 


"IN ADDITION, she may want to seek 


personal fulfillment through a worth- 
while job, or to resume a career that was 
Interrupted when she married and start- 
ed raising a family, or to fill a vacuum 
In her life, especially if her children arc 
well along In school or college, or when 
they've married and left home. Money 
alone may not be her sole objective." 


While the Idea of an extra Income 


may seem attractive to the entire family, 
the net contribution from a working 
wife's job may not be as great as sup- 
posed. In fact, a national magazine 
recently calculated that cytra costs and 
hidden cypcnscs could cat up 70 per cent 
of that contribution. 


Take the case of a family with a hus- 


band, wife, and preschool child where 
the husband earns $14,400 and the wife 
gets a job for $9,200, giving her a base 
pay of $177 a week. 


Sho loses $23 withheld for federal In- 


come tax, and another $5 for a typical 
state tax, plus $9 for social security. An- 
other $2 weekly goes for group health 


and life Insurance plans. That leaves $130 
a week. 


The wife also has to pay $25 a week for 


child care, $15 a week for housekeeping 
help $to a week for lunches and coffee 
breaks, and $3 a week for bus fare. 


In addition, the wife spends $15 a week 


for the cosU of a new wardrobe, mqre 
frequent trips to the hairdresser, ready- 
prepared or convenience foods, a once- 
a-ucck meal eaten out with the family, 
use of a commercial laundry, more dry 
cleaning, and a dishwasher because she 
no longer has time to do the dishes by 
hand. 


ALL OF THESE costs make the $177 a 


week dwindle to $70, or $3,640 a year. 
Then at tax time, because her withhold- 
ing has been calculated on $9,200 while 
the husband's has been calculated on 
$14,400, the family finds it owes an addi- 
tional $818 in federal income taxes calcu- 
lated on the total family income of 
$2.1,600. 


So that $818 subtracted from $3,640 


leaves $2,822 or about $34.27 per week, 
which is approximately 30 per cent of the 
$177 per week the wife started with. 


"The figures may vary In Individual 


cases, but they indicate what may be ex- 
pected," Miss Scott said. 


A wife who decides to take a job 


.should, first of all, consider the Impact 
on the family. Will this mean a shift in 
responsibilities and chores to be done? 
Who will do the shopping and when? If 
there are small children in the family, 
will there be someone at home when the 
children return from school each day? 
Will others in the family have to pitch in 
to sec that the house is kept up? Will 
there be a change in meal hours, and 
who will cook? 


"With the right kind of family coopera- 


tion, these questions can be answered 
with no trouble," Miss Scott says. 


The point is, they should be considered 


in advance, so they won't come as un- 
pleasant surprises once the wife starts 
her job." 


ANOTHER MAJOR area to consider is 


that of the hidden or added expenses that 
go along with the working wife's job 
Many a wife thinks only of the income a 
job will bring, and not of the extra costs 
it may involve. Here are some of these 
costs that the Oak Park Federal con- 
sultant suggests you consider: 


—Transportation. If the wife uses pub- 


lic transportation, there arc the fares to 
be considered. In some cases, she may 
need a second car. Even If she goes in a 
car pool, she may have to contribute to- 
ward gas expenses, 


—Meals at work. "If the wife "brown 


bags it" (takes a lunch from home), she 
can reduce these away-from-home meal 
costs. Some wives may have to consider 
the expenses of cafeteria or restaurant 
meals at work. 


—Clothing. For some wives, a new 


wardrobe may be needed to look their 
best on the job. For others, special cloth- 
ing, such as a uniform, may mean extra 
expenses. 


—Dues, membership, and license ex- 


penses. Some jobs involve such costs. 
The wife should determine these in ad- 
vance. 


—Grooming. While every wife likes to 


look her best whether she's at a paying 
job or not, most women who work spend 
more for cosmetics, beauty parlor visits, 
and other grooming aids, Miss Scott said. 


—Added household expenses. Tills can 


be the biggest cost trap. The working 


wife may have to pay for others to do the 
work that she did hcrsedf when she was 
a full-time homemaker. She may have to 
pay for a cleaning woman once or twice 
a week, commercial laundry service, and 
day care or a babysitter for the children. 


IN ADDITION, there may be days 


when the wife is late or too tired to make 
a meal at home, in which case the family 
will cat out at extra expense. Or the fam- 
ily may pay more for convenience foods 
which need little preparation at home. 


—Payroll deductions. What should in- 


terest the working wife most of all is not 
how much the job pays, but what the 
take-home pay will be after deductions 
for state and federal income taxes, social 
security, and, In some cases, company 
benefit plans such as hospital insurance. 


"In line with this, the entire family 


should consider what effect the wife's in- 
come will be on the family's Income tax 
status," Miss Scott notes. "It could be 
that the extra Income will put the com- 
bined husband-and-wife joint income in a 
higher bracket and mean higher taxes, 
which could cancel out most of the wife's 
gains." 


Once all of the above questions have 


been answered, the next most important 
thing to do is determine how the wife's 
income will be used. This should be a 
family decision, just as the decision 
about the allocation of the husband's in- 
come is. 


"There may be difficulties if the wife 


insists on using the income from her job 
solely for herself, particularly since her 
employment may be causing other mem- 
bers of the family to make adjustments, 
if not sacrifices," Miss Scott says. 


Just as with the husband's income, a 


certain portion of the wife's income 


should be put into a savings account. 
Perhaps most of it should, if the purpose 
is to save for a vacation, a new car, edu- 
cation, or another long-range goal. 


"Beyond this, husband and wife should 


keep a careful check on the income and 


expenses once the wife starts her job," 
according to the Oak Park Federal ex- 
pert. "All these factors combined can go 
a long way toward making the wife's job 
a contribution to happier family living 
rather than a drain." 


Keep The Outdoors Out 


Would you think of trying to heat the 


great outdoors? Of course not! It would 
be a waste «f your heat and money, 
right? Well, this may come as a surprise 
to you, but you are probably doing just 
that, right now. 


To help conserve America's energy re- 


sources and save money this winter, here 
are some hints to prepare your home for 
a "Heat-In." 


Try to keep from opening and closing 


outside doors unnecessarily. Each time a 
door is opened, heat escapes, and your 
furnace has to work overtime to com- 
pensate for the lost heat. 


Use the sun to its best advantage. It is 


warm and free — so open up window 
blinds, shades and curtains and let its 
beneficent rays warm up your home. 


If you have a fireplace, bo sure tho 


damper is closed when you are not using 
it. 


Replace your furnace 
filter sev- 


eral times during the winter. If the filter 
is clogged, the furnace may operate all 
day long — especially during the coldest 
weather, and still not be able to perform 
adequately. 


Keep heat outlets free from obstruc- 


tions. If you cover a radiator or block off 
a heat duct, the heat from that source is 
cut off and the room temperature will 
drop. 


If there are some rooms in your home 


that are not in use regularly this winter, 
turn off the registers and radiators in 
those rooms and keep the doors closed. 
There is no purpose in heating an unused 
room. 


If your basement, attic or garage is 


not heated, keep the door closed so that 
the heat from the rest of the house does 
not escape. 


These few simple steps are easy to fol- 


low and will lead you to a warmer, more 
pleasant winter. Remember, don't wait 
for the cold wave, start now!

rial to keep heat from passing through it. 


The higher the It-Value, tlio moro heat 


the Insulation will keep inside In winter 
and outside in summer. 


MAKE SURE your homo has the right 


amount of Insulation in walls, ceilings 
and floors. It takes at least twice as 
much electricity (or any other fuel) to 
heat an uninsulated home. 


The electric Industry's "The All-Weath- 


er Comfort Standard" for electrically 
hc.itcd and air conditioned homes sug- 
gests R-19 in ceilings, R-ll In walls and 
R-ll In floors over vented crawl spaces 
and unhcatcd basements. Insulation con 
pay for Itself In reducing heating and 
cooling bills. 


Weatherstrip and caulk around all win- 


dows and doors. If Uicy are leaking air, 
you may be increasing your heating bills 
by 15 to 3D per cent. 


Install storm windows or insulating 


glass. This will cut in half he amount of 
heat lost through the windows of your 
home. You can also cut heat loss through 
windows by drawing shades or draperies 
on cold days whpn the sun Isn't shining. 


Remember to close the 
fireplace 


damper tightly when you're not using It. 
A Rood chimney can draw olf up to 20 
per cent of the heated air in the house 
during each hour It Is not blocked. 


Don't spend money for heating space 


you're not using. Close the doors to your 
attic, basement, garage or oilier un- 
hcatcd parts of your house.

Spending the holiday season in a mod-

To help you avoid some of the holiday 


hang-ups that Christmas in an apartment 
may cause, here's some advice from 
Balrd & Warner, Inc., based on the prac- 
tices the firm follows in the thousands of 
apartments and condominiums it man- 
ages: 


Tipping: Never tip Individually. In- 


stead, your building manager should ar- 
range to collect tips from all residents, 
and then divide the collective pot among 
all the building employees. 


"This way, every employee gets a 


share, including people whom the resi- 
dent may never see, but whose work is 
important," advises William D. Sally, 
vice president of Baird & Warner and 
general manager of the firm's property 
management division. 


Some building managers suggest that 


the residents contribute whatever they 
feel proper; other managers may sug- 
gest a formula running from $25 to $100 
per apartment, scaled generally to the 
apartment's rent. 


Tipping the mailman, usually with $5, 


can also be handled by the management 
of the building. Or, if the mailmen indi- 
vidually fills your mailbox, you can leave 
an envelope marked to his attention in 
the box. 


Inviting employees for a drink: Don't 


do it, unless the employee is off duty. 
Inviting the employee to have a drink in 
your apartment may sound like holiday 
hospitality. But you're taking the em- 
ployee away from his work, and you may 
make him unfit to continue his work af- 
ter he leaves. 


Trees: The building itself may erect a 


tree in the lobby and, in some cases, in- 
clude displays to recognize the Jewish 
Hannukah as well. 
s 


As far as the tree in your apartment is 


concerned, Baird & Warner advises the 
following: 


1. Make sure the tree Is the right size, 


so you don't poke against the celling. Ar- 
tificial trees are preferred because they 
arc less of a fire hazard. 


2. Use approved wiring only for lights 


and other electrical displays. Frayed 
wiring can cause a fire, and is a lethal 
shock hazard on a metal tree. 


3. If you buy a natural Christmas tree, 


make sure the base of the trunk is cut at 
an angle and placed in an approved 
stand with a filled water basin to keep 
the tree, from drying out. 


As far as disposing of the tree after the 


holidays is concerned, wait for instruc- 
tions from the building manager. Don't 
stack your tree near the incinerator 
chute, or attempt to cut it up or stuff it 
into the chute or refuse can; this is a 
definite fire hazard. 


Packages: The receiving rooms of 


most new apartment buildings do away 
with most of the problems associated 
with delivery of packages to people who 
aren't home when the delivery is made. 


If packages in your apartment building 


are delivered to the door: Don't accept 
C O.D. packages for a neighbor who isn't 
home. 


Many times these are empty boxes 


brought by fake delivery men who take 
the money from you and advise you to 
collect from the neighbor to whom the 
package was addressed. You have no re- 
course if the neighbor won't pay. So 
don't accept the package in the first 
place. 


Decorations: If you hang decorations 


on your walls or on your front door, 
make sure that you don't ruin the paint 
or finish. 


Building managers don't want lo 


cramp your -holiday style, but you are 
liable for repairs If your decorations re- 
sult in holes, peeled paint, or other dam- 
age. 


Parties: Parties arc fun if you're giv- 


ing them or arc a guest, but in either 
case, be considerate of the next door 
neighbors. 


As far as holding your party in the par- 


ty or recreation room in your building, 
that's fine with most managers, but you 
should make reservations well in ad- 
vance. 


"To avoid hard feelings, our policy is 


to hold no parties in the party room on 
Christmas or New Year's," Sally said. 
"There's just no way you can keep peace 
among neighbors if you allow one to re- 
serve the room on the holiday itself and 
deny it to others." 


Security: Normal security precautions 


should be followed during the holiday 
season as at other times. These include 
demanding identification before admit- 
ting strangers to your apartment; never 
holding the vestibule door open for some- 
one you don't know; and reporting sus- 
picious persons to the management im- 
mediately. 


In addition, if you plan to be away for 


the holidays, be sure to notify the build- 
ing manager. He needs this information 
so he can keep an eye on packages and 
mall you receive. 


Disposal: When the holiday Is over, 


and you have the problem of disposing of ' 
gift wrappings, cartons, tinsel, packing 
straw, and other debris, try to keep your 
trail neat as you move the refuse from 
your apartment to the point of pick-up.

overheated; there arc cold spots In oth- 
ers. Even If completely uniform warmth 
were achieved, the temperature would be 
unsatisfactory because the activities of a 
household are too varied.

Most people like to keep bath- 
rooms warm at all times and the bed- 
rooms cool while sleeping. 


In Hie zoned home, the heat is provided 


by a central boiler, with hot water piped 
to radiation in each room In the con- 
ventional way. The difference is that 
each area has Its own thermostat, con- 
nected to a zone valve that controls the 
heat sent to that zone. When the zone 
thermostat calls for heat, it activates the 
zone valve. When the thermostat Is satis- 
fied, the zone valve cuts off the heat.

Waste Bag 
Sales Soar 


Early concerns that homcmakcrs who 


bought trash compactors would quite us- 
ing waste baskets and liner bags have 
proven unfounded. 


In fact, soles of at least one type of 


specialized waste collector, the Tear, 
Tote & Toss with built-in supply of plas- 
tic liners, arc well ahead of last year's 
figures, according to Republic Molding 
Corporation, Chicago, the manufacturer. 


Statistics by one maker of trash com- 


pactors may provide at least a partial 
explanation of why Tear Tote & Toss 
sales nrc soaring. 


These statistics reveal that only 55 per 


cent of the compactors now in use are 
located in the kitchen, with 19 per cent 
placed in utility rooms, 17 per cent In 
garages, and four per cent In other spots 
such as closets and covered patios.

the liomemakers who own compactors 
still face the problem of getting waste 
from where It usually originates to the 
point of disposal," according to Republic 
executives.

The last time you saw an elderly per- 


ion advertise a product on television 
chances are it was for a laxative or den- 
ture cleaner. It was probably not for diet 
pop, perfume or automobiles. 


The media shy away from older people 


except to present their ailments or di- 
lemmas. This country's accent is on 
youth by age, not by attitude. 


Dr. Eric Pfolffer, psychiatrist with the 


Duke University Medical School, thinks 
the mass media encourages the segre- 
gation of elderly people from the main- 
stream of life. 


"The media make very little use of the 


Images of older people," he explained, 
"except to make a point of the older per- 
son's strife. This discourages the young 
from contact with the elderly. 


•THE MASS MEDIA should Involve 


aged persons in their programming — in 
dramatic serials, advertising and in gen- 
eral news stories that show the range 
and scope of the positive activities older 


persons ore Involved hi. 


"Stories should be portrayed," Dr. 


Pfelffer continued, "to accurately reflect 
some of the excitements, intricacies and 
also the problems of the aging In our 
society. People forget that there are 
many older people who are succesful, 
happy and actively Involved." 


According to Dr. Pfelffer the American 


way of growing old successfully is to re- 
main actively involved in the life style 
carried on during the earlier part of 
one's life. 


"When retirement comes there is a re- 


duction in the amount of time spent at 


work. For Americans work is on ex- 
tremely important force. It provides 
identity, meaning and social associates. 
When retirement comes around and robs 
a person of his work it also robs him of 
his identity and much meaning of his 
life. 


"SO WE MUST provide opportunities 


for meaningful involvement for the ag- 
ing," Dr. Pfelffer said. "We must build a 
social structure that keeps the aging 
person valuable and Involved. We must 
help provide opportunities for meaningful 
leisure involvement and help the older 
people continue their income so they ore 


able to enjoy their leisure. 


"If we were clever in our social plan- 


ning," Dr. Pfeiffer continued, "we would 
probably move rather rapidly in the di- 
rection of more gradual retirement pol- 
icies that would bring with it increases in 
vacation time or leave time. This way 
people could get used to not working and 
learn how to fill their leisure time mean- 
ingfully." 


Dr. Pfeiffer added one more means of 


segregation imposed on the elderly. "In 
much of American society today the el- 
derly have been segregated in their living 
arrangements. The suburbs hold relative- 


ly few older persons while the downtown 
area houses many. We're finding young 
people growing up in our society today 
who have relatively little exposure to the 
three generation family. They don't see 
older people functioning in social and 
business settings, and it is the young 
people who lose out in this arrangement 


"A good arrangement is to have older 


parents live close enough for a visit or 
phone call rather than live with the fami- 
ly or very far away from them. Older 
members of the family should not be 
segregated from the rest of the family. 
They all can learn from one another."

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Collecting Coins 
New Coins Are Usually Criticised 


Practically every coin ever Issued In 


the United States has suffered public 
criticism relative to Its artistic merits. 
While a few comments are genuinely 
constructive, many stem from lack of un- 
derstanding. Fortunately, the designers 
and engravers of US. currency art are 
not necessarily bound by tho ancient 
rules of heraldry. 


The coinage laws do outline the areas 


within which a designer must confine his 
efforts. With few exceptions, however, 
theso laws do not specify the con- 
figuration of an obverse or reverse de- 
vice. Tho Kennedy half-dollar is one of 
those exceptions. 


The Kennedy profile on the obverse 


was determined by Treasury officials to 
bo an appropriate design to com- 
mcmorato the deceased president and 
through close collaboration with mem- 
bers of the Kennedy family, tho con- 
figuration was executed by Chief En- 
graver Gilroy Roberts. But the reverse 
device was something else. By law it had 
to consist of the likeness of on American 
eagle amply supported with the in- 
scriptions "United States of America," 
and of course, tho denomination. Other 
than those specific requirements, the en-

graver was free to pursue the method of 
presentation he considered suitable. 


IN THIS CASE, the natural desire to 


create his own concept did not manifest 
itself in Frank Gasparro's decision. As a 
matter of fact, it was somewhat of a post* 
Iwmous selection by the president him- 
self, since he had expressed many times 
his admiration for the Great Seal of the 
United States and in particular that of 
the Office of the President. Mr. Gasparro 
was aware of this and he elected to com- 


plement tho obverse with what ho felt 
would have been tho choice of President 
Kennedy. 


TIIEHE IS NO great mystery to the 


design. It Is a contemporary rendition of 
the Seal of the Office of the President of 
the United States, with some slight vari- 
ations in keeping with sections of the 
United States Code that prohibit the uso 
of tho seal for purposes other than those 
designated by the president. 


All of tho principal properties are in-

itiated although they do change slightly 
from the original. For instance, the cloud 
puffs hi the rays and the rays themselves 
are different. And the feather pattern is 
noticeably different than those hi the 
eagle's wings on either the Great Seal or 
the Presidential Seal. 


For those who may be looking at the 


back of a Kennedy coin for the first time, 
Mr. Gasparro's initials — FG — may be 
found at the apex of the eagle's left leg 
and the farthest left tall feather. Mr. 
Robert's famous GR will be located on 
the surface of the neck truncation imme- 
diately above the word "WE" of the mot- 
to.

Rablng tho reading ability to a large 


group of underachieving children by four 
>cars ami one month Is the spectacular 
achievement of an entire class of black 
Tth graders. 


In February, 19TO, they were reading 


at the average level of four years, three 
months. By May 1972 tho 160 pupils In- 
volved ucrc reading at on average level 
of eight years, four months, close to the 
national level. 


Benjamin Franklin Junior High where 


this wni accomplished Is a tough ghetto 
school in which pupils always hove been 
jcars behind their ago level, with tho 
gap widening as the children grew older. 


THE HENJAMIN Franklin class was 


taken over by one of 13 state-funded 
demonstration projects, and tho results 
at the San Francisco school wcro tho 
most successful 
Just how this was 


achieved, though, remains something of 
a mystery. 


"1 simply can't point to any single rea- 


son," says the project director, Marilyn 
Jones, whose staff is equipped with all 
available gadgets such as tape recorders 
and Instruments to measure eye move- 
ments. 


Ghetto children arc cynical 
about 


school, and these teachers made special 
effort to convince each youngster that 
they had confidence in him. 


When diagnosed individually, each pu- 


pil was found to have his own special 
problem. Some had trouble finding syl- 
lables, and others were hung up on word 
recognition. Some loved to work with 
teaching tapes, and others would have 
nothing to do with them. 


UNDER THE GUISE of English and 


social studies courses, the students really 
receive two hours of reading a day in- 
stead of the usual one. 


Almost no grammar was taught, and 


not much traditional English literature 


was read. Instead, the reading room is 
full of paperbacks, often by black au- 
thors. 


"What wo are trying to do is to get 


kids interested in reading," says Mrs. 
Jones. "We stress reading and writing 
for pleasure." 


Teachers at Benjamin Franklin give a 


lot of credit to the extra hour they get 
daily for preparation, and to the teacher 
aide assigned each instructor. Tho aides 
are neighborhood ladies, often without 
college training and paid as little as $2.59 
an hour. 


"Teaching is an isolated activity," 


says Mrs. Jones. 


"You 
close the door, never see an 


adult again, and never know If you arc 
doing right. The aide helps you relate to 
the children, and provides feedback." 


But the answer to "why" such great 


success at Benjamin Franklin — if there 
Is a single answer — remains elusive. 
Mrs. Jones concludes: "I don't think any 
one method works for every kid."

As paints are formulated to be easier 


and easier to apply and as the cost of 
labor gets higher and higher there is 
a natural tendency to put painting, espe- 
cially interior painting, well into the do- 
it-yourself category of home chores. 


But while no-drip, no-splash, dries-ln- 


an-hour type paints may have changed 
the chore itself, there is no change in 
what you have to do ahead of time. 
Painting has always been the easy part 
of the job. Now it's even easier. But what 
makes it both easy and successful is the 
kind of preparation you do in advance. 


Clear tho area before you do anything. 


Every small, movable item should be re- 
moved. This includes lamps, vases, 
chairs. Clear the table tops. If you can't 
move a large object completely out of 
the room, then move it to the center of 
the room. 


Everything remaining In the room 


should be covered. So should the floor. 
Drop cloths and plenty of newspapers 
will provide protection. Plastic drop 
cloths arc inexpensive and O.K. if you 
only paint occasionally. 


A COTTON DROP cloth, while more 


expensive, Is better in the long run. 
Paint does not dry quickly on the plastic 
since it is not absorbed. When it does dry 
it flakes off. 


With the room protected, check the 


surface to be painted. It should be clean. 
No paint will adhere to a dirty surface. 


Host of the time simply vacuuming or 
dusting will do. 


Kitchen walls tend to be greasy and 


should be washed with a detergent Any 
glossy surface should be lightly sanded 
or wiped down with the so-called liquid 
Sanders, chemicals which prepare the 
surface for painting. 


Examine the walls for cracks. Use 


spackling compound to fill hairline 
cracks. Plaster patch should be used for 
bigger cracks. Open the crack, clean out 
the loose material and make the opening 
wider at the bottom than at the surface. 
Moisten and apply the patching com- 
pound. Sand the area smooth when it has 
dried. Prime these spots with a thin coat 
of paint or shellac. 


Take down drapery, curtains, window 


shades, curtain rods. Remove switch 
plates and outlet covers. Don't try to 
paint around them. 


Apply masking tape to protect wood- 


work, doors and window frames, adjoin- 
ing surfaces of other colors. 


Get yourself a supply of rags to clean 


up spatters and drops. Have brushes and 
rollers clean and ready to use. Check 
ladders or stepstools, whatever you will 
stand on to reach high areas, to make 
certain they are safe and comfortable.

Attcnborough acknowledged hb guilt.

ships said. "Some Welsh perhaps? Scott- 
bh?

"No," 
Attenborough replied. "I'm

He recalls now the interviewer

A — No, your payments will stop for

Because you married, however, 
you ore no longer considered dependent 
upon your parents, and, therefore you 
aro not eligible to get monthly checks on 
your father's work record. 


Q — MY HUSBAND, who's 66 and en- 


rolled in Medicare, con't get monthly so- 
cial security checks because he's still 
working full Umo and earning too much. 
I'm 62 and not working. Can I get wife's 
payment on his worv record even though 
he isn't getting payments? 


A — No. Since your husband Is still 


working and Is not getting monthly 
checks you cannot got monthly payments 
as a wife. However, you may be elibiblo 
for payments on your own social security 
record If you have bad enough work 
over the years In jobs covered under so- 
cial security. Social Security offices are 
located at 770 Loo St., DCS Plainw and 
120 W. Eastman, Arlington Heights.

What can be more thrilling to a young- 


ster on Christmas morning than to tee a 
shiny new bicycle standing beside the 
tree? 


Since its invention by a German baron 


In 1816, the bicycle has enjoyed several 
peaks of popularity, with the biggest 
"bike boom" currently in progress. In 
1971 nearly 17 million bicycles were sold, 
and on estimated 75 million Americans 
owned bicycles. 
• . 


Such a tremendously popular com- 


modity can't possibly go wrong as a 
Christmas gift to a young son or daugh- 
ter — or can It? 


Unfortunately, 
the 
bicycle 
figures 


prominently in another set of statistics: 
accident injuries. From July to Septem- 
ber of this year, according to U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration data, 7,676 per- 
sons suffered Injuries from bicycles; 
that's 2,Kn injuries per month, second 
only to team sports. In fatal accidents 
Involving toys, blcylccs arc most often 
implicated. 


Parents cnn take the first step toward 


avoiding cycling accidents by selecting 
for their children bicycles that have been 


A PARTICULARLY 
dangerous foa- 


lure, according to Consumer Guide 
Bicycle Report, is the stick shift 
mounted on the center tube of boys' 
bikes. 


designed with safety in mind. Such mod- 
els also frequently are the best buys In 
terms of quality and durability. 


According to Consumer Guide, a peri- 


odical which reviews and rates consumer 
goods, the simple, conventional diamond 
frame bicycle with narrow tires is both 
safer and less expensive to buy and 
maintain than the "gimmicked bicycle 
with five speeds, elaborate stick shift, 
calipcr disc brakes and expanding hub 
brakes." Such gadgets arc simply "more 
things to get out of adjustment," the 
magazine reported. 


Two of the more popular features on 


children's bikes, highrise handlebars and 
banana scab, were termed "inherently 
dangerous" by Consumer Guide experts, 
and a local study of bicycle injuries by 
two pediatricians confirmed this finding. 


Drs. Harvey Kravitz of Prospect 


Heights and Frcdric Burg of Philadephia 
last summer monitored bicycle injuries 
treated in the emergency rooms of Lu- 
theran General Hospital, Park Ridge, 
and Skokic Valley Hospital, Skoklc. They 
found that the banana seat was "an Im- 
portant cause of bicycle spoke Injury." 


"This type of scat makes it very easy 


for two riders to ride the bicycle. Since 
the second rider's legs arc free, he is 
subject to the risk of foot and ankle In- 
jury" caused by his feet becoming 
caught In the spokes. 


Bicycle spokes were the cause of in- 


jury in 59 of the 64 children Kravitz and 
Burg studied, and 32 of the cases in- 
volved second riders, seven of whom 
rode on banana scats. 
. The severity of injuries sustained In 
such situations was emphasized by the 
doctors. The "knife-like" action of tho 
spokes, they said causes lacerations of 
the foot, which may also be crushed be- 
tween the wheel and frame. 


Tho National Safety Council also has 


noted the danger of the banana scat, 
which appears designed to carry two, but 
Is not. "Carrying more passengers than 
tho bicycle is designed and equipped for 
is dangerous and illegal," the Council 
warns. 


"Passengers obstruct the- driver's vi- 


sion (if they ride on tho handlebars or 
front fender), make balancing difficult, 
and increase the danger of getting part 
of the body or clothing caught in the 
spokes. Two on a bike also greatly In- 
creases stopping distances," according to 
the Council. 
. 
"•'-' 


IN TESTING the high-rise handlebars, 


Consumer Guide found that "tho steering 
tends to be much less.accurate than with 
conventional flat or turned-down bars." 
Moreover, models with high-rise handle- 
bars and small wheels are especially 
conducive to stunting, such as rearing up 
on the back wheel. The National Safety 
Council discourages such trick riding, 
noting that -IS per cent of bike accidents 
result from tho rider falling to the 


ground.. 


Another hazard of the "hot-rod" bi- 


cycles Is the gear shift lever mounted on 
the top tube. In this position it can cause 
serious injury If the child hits something 
and is thrown over the handlebars. The 
gears should, according to Consumer 
Guide, be mounted on the down tube. 


Although the "soupcd-up" bikes with 


tho high-rise handlebars have been popu- 
lar among youngsters — preferred by 32 
per cent of the boys in a National Safety 
Council study — there appears to be a 
trend toward more sophisticated bi- 
cycles. The Bicycle Institute of America 
reported that In 1971, 25 per cent of the 
bicycles sold were adult-type models, 
compared to 17 per cent in 1970 and only 
12 per cent In 1969. 


Part of the explanation undoubtedly 


lies in the upsurge in bicycling among 
adults, who arc taking to the back roads 
on sophisticated two-wheeled machines 
built for touring. 


And if the family wants to take up 


cycling as a sport and has long-distance 
riding in mind, then the hot-rod bike is 
out of the question for junior. They are 
totally inappropriate for such riding be- 
cause of their excessive weight, the Im- 
proper riding posture they necessitate 
and the unreliability of their parts. 


UALLMARKKS OF the better bicycle, 


according to Consumer Guide, are flat or 
turned-down handlebars, narrow pneu- 
matic tires and narrow spring or mat- 
tress saddle (seat). For young children, 
(2 to 5) the report recommends coaster 
brakes and training wheels. 


Consumer Guide's experts do not rec- 


ommend multiple-speed bicylces or call- 
per brakes for children under 10. The lat- 
ter ore impractical because most chil- 
dren in this age group do not have long 
enough fingers or a strong enough grasp 
to operate these levers. 


Bicycles should have fenders and chain 


guards, and these should not be re- 
moved. 


An important consideration Is whether 


the bike fits the child. When the child sits 
on the scat, he should be able to reach 
the handlebars easily, and his feet should 
hit the pedals at their lowest point, with 
his knees slightly bent. If he cannot do 
this, handlebars or seat may need adjust- 
ment, or the bike may simply bo too big 
or too small. 


In the case of a boy's bike, tho child 


should be able to stand on the ground 
and straddle tho top tube. If you expect 
to pass the bike on to younger children in 


• the future, you may want to buy one with 


convertible top tube, to change it from 
boy's to girl's bike, or vice versa. 


If your child has a bicycle on his 


Christmas list this year, careful selection 
of the most appropriate model con save 
you money on repairs and replacement 
— and could also save your child from 
Injury. 


Lighting Plays Its Part 


Trim Your Home For Christmas

Clirbtmas decorations have been in tho 


stores for weeks, tho town tree Is lighted, 
there are Santas on street corners. 


You may have your Christmas cards 


checked off. most of your Christmas 
shopping done — all but a couple of fun 
Items which take you into the exciting 
last-munltc hustle and bustle. You surely 
should have mallvd your out-of-town 
gifts. 


But you have lots of trapping to do, 


especially those gifts you've been hiding 
from prying eyes. There's the holiday 
baking — and the house to be decorated. 


Whatever your taste In decorations, 


from tho most modern to nostalgic old- 
fashioned; whether simplicity Is the key- 
note, or you go all out, lighting probably 
will play a part.. 


THERE'S THE TREE, or trees; per- 


haps electric candles shining a welcome 
In your windows (any real candle should 
be used only for a centerpiece or ar- 
rangement where there Is no danger of 
fire and the flame should be extinguished 
when there Is no one in the room). Then 
there Is the outdoor decoration which 
conveys your holiday greetings to friends 
and neighbors and passcrsby. 


It Is hero lighting comes into Its own. 


Whatever your taste, there are lights 
available to help you work out just about 
any arrangement, from a few twinkling 
miniature bulbs on a door wreath, or out- 
lining a bare-branch tree, or twined with 
rope greens around a stair rolling or 
lamp post — to spotlights playing on the 
most elaborate display. 


General Electric — which makes just 


about anything you could want in the 
way of Christmas lighting — has some 
Interesting suggestions on decorating 
with light, and some tips for safer, more 
attractive and trouble-free decorations. 


SIMPLE TO MAKE, and attractive on 


a doorway, Is a sparkling tree hung 
against * metallic foil background. A 
triangle of wood has curved coathongcr 
wires stretched from side to side. Light 
strings, using ice bulbs, are dipped or 
taped to tho wires and the space behind 
filled with greens. Pine roping, twined 
with bulbs, outlines door frame and any 
stair railings. 
- 


Also simple to make in the warmth of 


your workshop Is a giant lighted candle. 
An oblong wood frame provles the out- 
line. Bulbs are set inside the length of the 
frame. (Thcy ore covered with yellow 
translucent plastic. A flower pot-shaped 
base and candle flame arc cut from red 
translucent plastic. For daylight effect, 
the wholo thing can bo outlined with 
plastic plno garland or tinsel roping. 


For decorating evergreen trees, G.B. 


suggests four ways to place bulbs: at 
random (which Is most usual), In a tepee 
arrangmcnt, a spiral or In a contour 
drape. For the tcpcc, which can be used 
also with a lamp post of a polo instead of 
a tree, wires ore run from Up of tree to 
stakes in the ground circling the base. In 
splraUng lights, bulbs should be placed 
more closely than in other arrange- 
ments. Ono easy way is to overlap two 
strings. Close spacing of bulbs also is de- 
sirable when outlining the contours of a 
tree. 


RULE OF THUMB calls for a number 


of standard bulbs equal to three times 
the height times the width of the three. 
Using midget bulbs calls for twice as 
many. 


Especially effective are bulbs used on 


the bare branches of trees or shrubs 
which take on a sparkling, bey look. 


For small trees or shrubs, five lights 


for every foot of height gives a pleasing 
effect. For a larger tree, G.E. suggests a 
25-llght set for every five feet of tree 
height above 10 feet off tho ground. 


When translucent bulbs — ceramic or 


painted — are used Instead of trans- 
parent, more are needed for equal 
brightness. White or single color provide 
tho best effect. Midget bulbs can be used 
most effectively, particularly on smaller 
titos. Again, use at least twice as many 
as the standard size. 


IN 
FLOODLIGHTING evergreens 


avoid worm colors, which make foliage 
look brown. Use cool colors or white to 
intensify green. 


When floodlighting bore branch trees, 


light from below Is most effective. As an 
alternate, use a spotlight from one direc- 
tion, with a floodlight from the other side 
and farther away to fill in the shadows.

Identiiy Germ 
That Causes 
Infant Diarrhea 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A doctor at Cook 


County Hospital reported recently he has 
Identified a microbe which causes Infant 
diarrhea, a serious ailnent among new- 
born babies in the United States. 


Dr. Harvey S Kantor said the germ is 


a member of the E. coll group and has 
long been known to cause diarrhea In an- 
imals. 


Kantor, a scientist in the hospital's in- 


fectious diseases department, said the 
diarrhea-producing E. coli differs from 
other coil In that it produces toxin. 


"This presents the possibility that an 


anti-toxin can be developed from the 
germ for therapeutical use," he said. 


"For the first time it Is clearly docu- 


mented that this typo of diarrhea is 
caused by a toxin emitted from E. coll," 
Kantor said. 


Finding the toxin E. coli is a laborious 


task, In which a rabbit Is injected with 
the suspected toxin E. coll and observed 
for a reaction, he said. 


Kantor said a colleague, Dr. Sherwood 


Gorbach, who worked with him on de- 
tecting the germ, is trying to develop a 
quicker and simpler test to identify the 
germ.

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"I'm dipping dahlias" was the reply 


lo the plumber when he asked me what I 
was doing. 


"I've always thought you were sort of 


dippy" was his comeback. 


So who needs him? If he were a gar- 


dener and he found out that all his bulbs 
•ad tubers were shriveled and unusable 
In the spring, he wouldn't be so funny. 


Lots of people just dig up their bulbs in 


the fall, toss them Into a paper bag and 
forget them until spring. I've never been 
that lucky. 


Mine always mildew or rot unless I 


take precautions. After all, not everyone 
has Ideal storing conditions (cool — 50- 
Ish temperature and a dry spot as well). 


BULBS ARE expensive, and few of us 


can afford to lose dozens of them to mil- 
dew, rot, dehydration or thrips (those 
thread-like Insects) during the winter. 


Check your bulbs now to see If they are 


sound. If you have this risk problem, try 
dipping. 


Fill a large, old pot or the bottom por- 


tion of a double boiler with water and 
heat It on tho stove. Take a whole pack- 
age of paraffin and put It in a two-pound 
coffee can. The can will act as the top 
part of a double boiler and save your pot 
from wax mess. 


Melt the wax, but don't be in too much 


of n hurry to dip the tubers into the wax 
until It cools a bit. Besides avoiding 
burnt fingers, cooler wax covers better. 
Tho thicker the wax coating, tho easier it 
is to remove later. 


Coat the entire tuber and rootlets. You 


can dip glads, cannas, Amazon lilies, 
Peruvian daffodils, tuberous begonias or 
any summer or fall-flowering bulb that is 
stored indoors over winter.

Heat 
generated from bulbs will built up in a 
confined space, so keep them sell venti- 
lated. 


—CARE SHOULD be exercised to in- 


sure that sockets, inside or outside, art 
free fromsforelgn material which may 
conduct electricity. 


—Always use Insulated staples to fas- 


ten electrical cord or string sets to wood 
or hardboard, surfaces. Don't cut into 
wire!

It. 


"I used to hustle and bustle around 


right up to serving time," she admitted. 
"Then I found that by pre-planning and 
preparing recipes that could be made in 
advance, things went much better. My 
husband teases that now, at least, I can 
get to the table with my guests," she 
added. 


Thus as a main dish Gerry suggests 


either of two recipes that have been suc- 
cessful for her. They are simple yet ef- 
fective and devoid of any last-minute 
fuss. 


Gerry always enjoyed using a ham loaf 


recipe which she acquired from Arnold's 
mother but found It unsatisfactory for 
buffets as it crumbled when cut. She de- 
cided to bake the meat mixture in indi- 
vidual Fyrex custard cups. Not only was 
.this method successful from a serving 
standpoint, but the Individual "loaves" 
look attractive as well. 


"THE ADDITION of crushed RItz and 


graham crackers to the meat mixture 
gives this loaf a distinctive flavor, quite 
different from ham loaves made with 
bread or soda cracker crumbs," Gerry 
commented. "It can be served plain or 
with a mustard or horseradish sauce." 
As an accompaniment she suggests a po- 
tato casserole. 


Another favorite Is Dried Beef a la 


King, a dresscd-up version of creamed 
chipped beef. It consists of onion and 
green pepper, tomatoes, dried beef and 
hard cooked eggs combined in a rich 
cheeso sauce, and can be served over 
rice, toast, baked refrigerator biscuits or 
patty shells. 


"It is easy to double or triple this rec- 


ipe for a large group, and -it also makes 
a nice, quick family meal," Gerry said. 


Two colorful salads which incorporate 


holiday colors and complement these en- 
trees are a cucumber crown and a cran- 
berry candle salad. 


The Cranberry candle salad may be 


prepared in Individual juice cans to form 
candles, but Gerry prefers a mold for 
ease In serving a large group. 


Orange, red or yellow gelatine may be 


used as the congealing agent for a mix- 
ture of cranberry sauce, mayonnaise, 
diced apple or orange and chopped nuts. 
The salad has an interesting texture as 
well as appealing flavor. 


To top off the menu for this festive buf- 


fet, Gerry suggests fruit cake and Christ- 
mas cookies or a light dessert.

If you desire a dressing or stuffing for 


a holiday meal and one which can be 
baked separately as well as with a fowl, 
here's a recipe suggested by a reader 
uilh some of my own modifications. 


In a saucepan, boil turkey or chicken 


giblets and the neck until tender, adding 
enough water so that you'll have 2 cups 
broth. Remove giblets and chop along 
with neck meat removed from bones. 


In a larger pan melt & cup butter or 


margarine until bubbling. Toss in the 
chopped giblets and neck, 1 largo 
chopped onion, 3 stalks celery chopped, 
Vi teaspoon tarragon leaves, onion salt, 
salt and pepper to taste. Heat through 
until vegetables arc soft. 


Now gradually add the 2 cups of broth, 


1 can cream of mushroom soup (undi- 
luted) and Vi cup raw rice. Increase heat 
to medium and bring to boil, then hold at 
boiling for 5 minutes. 


In a large bowl tear into small pieces 1 


loaf of day-old bread. Remove the liquids 
from heat and pour into the bowl over 
the bread crumbs stirring until all the 
bread pieces are thoroughly moistened. 
Stuff bird or place dressing in a greased 
pan and bako 45 minutes in a pre-hcatcd 
350-degree oven. 


You can, of course, expand this recipe 


to suit your needs. If roasting a turkey 
which you want to stuff, allow about V4 
cup of dressing per pound. 


HERE'S AN interesting stuffing com- 


bination which was a family favorite. 
Mix lightly with a fork 2 cups dry bread 
crumbs and 2 cups crumbled dry corn- 
bread. Mi cup melted butter, % teaspoon 
salt, pepper to taste, and 1 tablespoon ot 
minced onion. 


Drain 1 pint of oysters reserving liquid. 


If oysters are small, use whole, if 
large, chop. Add to bread mixture. 


Moisten dressing to suit your desires 


with V4 cup or more of the oyster liquor 
and 1 teaspoon fresh lemon juice. Add a 
dash of mace and adjust seasonings with 
salt and pepper. 


Should you want a more savory dress- 


Ing you can increase the minced onion to 
Vi or % cup and add celery salt. This 
makes a little more than 4 cups of dress- 
Ing. 


FOR ROAST DUCK try this celery 


stuffing. In a saucepan put 2 tablespoons 
butter, ft cup chopped celery, 2 table- 
spoons minced onion, 2 • tablespoons 
chopped parsley. Saute until vegetables 
are tender, 3 to 5 minutes. 


In a bowl put 2 cups fine dry bread 


crumbs, a pinch of poultry seasoning % 
teaspoon celery seed, % teaspoon salt 
and pepper to taste. Add sauteed vege- 
tables, tossing gentle. Makes 3 cups.

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The View From The Cockpit 
Captain X Throws Book At Air Safety 


by DICK KLEINER 


LOS ANGELES — Stan Frcbcrg used 


to talk about those "sweaty palms" 
people had ai their airliner was about to 
take off. Well, sweaty palms may be only 
ball the story, vvhcn the public latches 
onto a new book, "Safety Last." 


It's o nonllctional look at the quality of 


airline safety, as told by a working pilot. 
When he wrote the book, he called him- 
self Captain X, and the picture of him on 
the dust jacket had him wearing a mask, 
so he couldn't be Identified 


Dut now he's shucked the mask and 


stands revealed as Brian Power-Waters, 
a commercial pilot for 18 years, now 
with Allegheny Airlines. He showed his 
dunning book to Allegheny's president, 
when It was in galley form. 


"Ho wasn't too happy about It," Pow- 


er-Waters says, "but ho took no dis- 
ciplinary action against me I'm a bit 
concerned about what could happen, be- 
cause I have four daughters under 10 
years old, and I have to fly to make a 
lUIng" 


Ills book points on accusing finger at 


virtually every phaio of commercial 
aviation, and you get the Impression that 
you're gambling with jour life every 
time jou take off. Power-Waters has bad 
things to say about tho FAA, about air. 
l i n o s , about maintenance practices, 
about Instrumentation — and, to be fair 
about it, even savs there arc some pilots 
who arc not so hot. 


UNDERSTAND \BLY, many airlines 


ore up In arms about the book, and one 
airline official, C R. (Red) Stubbcn, 
vice-president of flight for Continental, 
says, with blunt simplicity, "I think ho 
goes off half-cocked In many directions." 


About tho only point In Power-Waters' 


book with which Stubbcn agrees Is that 
tho greatest potential source of disaster 
Is mld-alr collisions 


"There were 35 mld-alr 
collisions 


In '63," Power-Waters savs. "We don't 
read about most of them because they 
generally Involve private planes \vith

only a couple of people killed. You don't 
read about minor accidents like that, ac- 
cidents that happen In Bangor, Maine, 
when >ou'rc In Los Angeles 


"I've had to take evasive action to 


avoid mid-air collisions perhaps every 
few months. Every pilot has tho same 
story. 


"Tho first thug that should be done is 


to lower celling for protected air space 
from 18,000 feet to 7,000 feet. That's no 
man's land, tho area where private 
plans are not required to file flight 
plans. 


STUBBCN AGREES, In principle. 
"Mld-alr collisions," ho says, "are tho 


greatest source of danger — the 'see-ond- 


be-secn' concept Is obsolete. 


"We in the airlines tend to forget that 


there's anybody else In the sky but us. 
There ore others, and we airline people 
have to recognize the fact that others are 
using air space, and are entitled to it. 
It's like the highways - the truckers 
would like It If there were only trucks on 
the road, but cars have a light to use the 
roads, too " 


Where Power-Waters says that the job 


being done by most people connected 
with commercial aviation Is slapdash, at 
best, Stubben disagrees vehemently. 


"I think," he says, "that pilots, airline 


people, traffic controllers and the rest 
arc doing a good job. The safety record 
could be Improved, of course, although it 
would be hard to Improve on the '70 
record, when there were only two fatali- 
ties " 


ONE OF POWER-Waters' prime points 


Is that some airlines put finishing a 
scheduled run ahead of safety. He says 
they force pilots to fly even though the 
pilots feel some maintenance work 
should be done on tho aircraft or that 
weather conditions warrant a delay. He 
cites many chilling instances of this, 
case histories of tragedy. 


Stubbcn disagrees with this, too. 
"For airlines," he says, "a safe oper- 


ation is the most economical operation. 
I've never known an airline to com- 
promise on safety." 


Power-Waters believes a great deal of 


Improvement could be done now on in- 
strumentation, on landing systems, on 
runways. Ho cites tho recent disaster in 
Sacramento, 
when a private plane 


crashed Into a crowded Ice cream parlor 
at the end of a runway. 


"People were shocked at that," he 


says, "but I know a dozen airports with 
obstacles at the end of runways. I think 
there should be a mile of cleared area at 
both ends of every runway, and the run- 
ways should also be cleared on the sides, 
so that there Is a cleared space a thou- 
sand feet wide." 


STUBBEN FEELS that things are con- 


stantly being done In this area of In- 
strumentation and equipment for safe 
landings, 


"They're working on better lighting," 


he says. "For example, high-Intensity, 
flashing white lights are now being In- 
stalled on all Continental planes." 


Both men are in agreement, however, 


on the fact that they and their families 
travel on commercial airlines 


"My family travels all the time," Stub- 


bcn says, "and I'm glad that they do — 
air travel Is the safest way to travel ever 
devised, and the new 747 is the best and 
safest 
airplane ever built. 
Airlines 


couldn't stay in business if we shirked 
our responsibilities — we've got moral 
responsibilities as well as economic 
ones." 


Power-Waters and his wife, a former 


stewardess, fly often for pleasure, too, 
and he has his own private plane. 


"This book of mine," he says, "is a 


selfish book — I want to live to enjoy my 
retirement, and I think I'd have a better 
chance to make It If safety factors are 
Improved. Besides, I love flying, even 
though I know what I know about it"

Sports Groups 
Oppose Double 
Park Fee Plan 


Representatives 
from 
local 
youth 


sports programs arc opposed to charging 
nonresidents of Elk Grove Park District 
double the fee charged resident youths to 
participate In the groups' athletic pro- 
grams. 


The nonresident fee charge was the 


only controversial point raised at a meet- 
ing of the Elk Grove Park District board 
and the representatives 


The meeting, held Tuesday night, was 


the first in a series planned by the park 
district. Park commissioners said it was 
hoped the meetings would result in the 
formation of a village sports federation 
that would vrve as an administrative 
agency for any Ullage sports program. 
The federation would be made up of rep- 
resentatives from the local youth sports 
associations and the park district. 


Representatives from Elk Grove Boys 


Football. Inc , Elk Grove Boys Baseball, 
Elk Grove Village Athletic Association, 
Queen of the Ilosary School and Elk 
Grove Hockey attended the meeting. The 
next meeting Is set for Jan. 16 


HOYS HAhRIIAU,, Athletic Associ- 


ation and Queen of tlio Rosary have to 
uie park district facilities for their 
games and are subject to park district 
regulations. Boys Football, Inc., has a 
private field, but expects to play about 
one-fourth of the homo games on park 
district fields Elk Grove Hockey occa- 
sionally uses the park district rink for 
practice 


Edward Mauser, park board president, 


said the board thought the sports groups 
should charge nonresident participants 
double the registration fees they charge 
>ouths who live in the park district. Tho 
additional fees would be paid to the park 
district. 


Comr. Lou Smith sold the park district 


was not lr>l"g to make money by charg- 
ing the double fee, but wanted to "dis- 
courage nonresidents" from participat- 
ing.

Robert Curtln, of Boys Baseball, said 


he was opposed to the idea of charging 
double fee for a nonresident, especially if 
the child was coming from an area 
where there was no sports program. 


Hauscr said tho board recommended 


the double fee charge because of the de- 
mand residents place on park facilities. 
He said that a recent survey taken by 
the park district showed that residents 
were overwhelmingly in favor of banning 
nonresidents from programs. 


Robert Bcaupre, of the Athletic Associ- 


ation, suggested "grandfather" clause: if 
a person had participated in the past, he 
would be allowed to continue at the regu- 
lar fee Any new person coming into the 
program would be charged the double 
fee. 


IIAUSEIt SAID THE board might con- 


sider charging less than the double fee, if 
each organization would submit nota- 
rized statement saying the group was not 
recruiting outside the park district 
boundaries. 


Several other points were raised by 


Hauscr that did not result in dls- 
agrccmcit. These were: 


—Authorization of concession stands on 


park district property. The park district 
will request a copy of any needed health 
permits before allowing the use of a 
stand. Tho park district will also reserve 
the right to determine placement of tho 
stand. 


—An accurate roster of all partici- 


pants, coaches and managers will bo 
submitted to tho park district. 


—Sufficient liability insurance should 


bo carried by all athletic groups. Jack 
Clacs, park director, asked that the park 
district be listed as a co-Insurer. 


—A listing of qualifications for all 


coaches and managers should be sub- 
mitted from each gmup. Hauscr said the 
district may attempt to draw up a gener- 
al policy guideline for qualifications. 


—Each athletic group should submit a 


list of age and weight classifications used 
In forming teams. 


—A statement should be submitted giv- 


ing the philosophy of the organization in 
regard to the degree of competition for 
the different teams.

George Jayne Killing 
Witness Describes Murder 


Zoning Law 
Would Allow 
Retail Sales 


Elk Grove Village businesses in the in- 


dustrial park will be able to sell their 
companies' products directly to the pub- 
lic If the proposed village zoning ordi- 
nance is passed. 


The ordinance, which was given a first 


reading at Tuesday's village board meet- 
ing, would allow firms in the industrial 
zoned areas to devote up to 5 per cent of 
their floor space to retail sales. Parkin? 
spaces also must be provided for retail 
customers 


The biggest plus for allowing retail 


sales in the industrial park is an ex- 
pected gain in sales tax, said Trustee Ed 
Kenna, chairman of the judiciary, plan- 
ning and zoning committee that recom- 
mended the zoning change. 


"Our largest single source of revenue 


is sales tax," he said. "Anything we can 
do to bolster sales tax without harming 
the Integrity of the zoning ordinance is to 
our advantage " 


HE SAID the change would mean a 


firm like Goodman Yarns Inc, 1830 Lunt 
Ave, which already has asked per- 
mission for retail sales, probably could 
get a retail outlet if it met certain re- 
quirements. 


"The proposal doesn't mean there will 


be restaurants and supermarkets in the 
industrial park," Kcnna said "We just 
want to make it (industrial park) an at- 
mosphere where busmen can feel com- 
fortable ... and we can have a non- 
chaotic grow Ui pattern " 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis has said if 


the ordinance is passed, industrial busi- 
nesses wishing to conduct retail sales 
will be required to submit an application 
at the village hall, 901 Wellington Ave 


The village has been studying revisions 


for the proposed zoning ordinance for 
three years. The proposal was designed 
as a comprehensive amendment to the 
present zoning ordinance. 


REGULATIONS in the proposed ordi- 


nance would tighten present zoning re- 
quirements, but they would not necessi- 
tate immediate changes on any present 
structure that did not meet the new stan- 
dards lion ever, existing buildings that 
are expanded, rebuilt more than 50 per 
cent or put to a major new use would be 
subject to the new ordinance along with 
future construction. 


Concerning residential zoning, a con- 


troversial provision in the ordinance 
bans home business occupations that in- 
volve a service performed on a person or 
to an object. The trustees did allow park- 
ing of commercial or recreational ve- 
hicles on residential property if they are 
parked on an approved hard surface 
storage area. 


The chief prosecution witness in the 


bail hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayne said 
in court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jayne for 10 years. 


Witness Mclvln Adams, the man Identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jayne warned him of leaving 
any witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any witnesses They've all got 
to go " 


The testimony came hi the third day of 


the bail hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jayne was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 


George Jayne, 


The hearing was continued until Dam. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvement In the murder before he was 
assured immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jayne In New Orleans in a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever it takes." 


HE SAID IT was after that time that 


ho recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 
in a car trunk, Adams testified 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him in my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jayne's property ) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $500 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—He was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jayne 
murder was accomplished. Both of tho

Little Joey and his father, Big Joe, 


cannot read or write; and Joe hopes his 
son will never know his secret. 


Joe's dream is that he will know how 


to read and write before his son enters 
school. 


With the help of the Hanover Park Lit- 


eracy Center, Joo is making great prog- 
ress. He is American born, owns his own 
home in Schaumburg Township, and has 
a good jab in the trucking industry. 


Jan Hansen, president and program 


chairman of the center, said 11 of the 
students now receiving instruction arc 
American born, one is from Spain, five 
from Mexico, two from Italy, five from 
Cuba and one from South America. 


Joe's problem is not unique, she said. 


Ho simply never learned to read or 
write. Born of immigrant parents he 
could speak English when they could not 
and was needed at home. So he missed a 
lot of school. 


IT HAPPENS often, said Mrs. Hansen. 


"But, what Joe did about it took n lot' of 
personal courage," said the teacher. 


"It takes a lot for a successful man 


making good money to come to us and 
say, 'I don't know how to read or write, 
please teach me,' " said Mrs. Hansen. 


But, Joe is just one of the stories and 


the kind of people who come to the liter- 
acy center for help, said Mrs. Hansen. 


The center was originally founded and 


financially supported as an outreach pro- 
gram of Christ United Presbyterian 
Church, Hanover Park. 


Today It serves the communities of 


Hanover Park, Streamwood, Schaum- 
burg, Carol Stream and Elgin and is pre- 
sently receiving 
financial assistance 


from various organizations, clubs and 
church organizations. 


The purpose of the center is to teach 


people to read, write and speak English. 
The program using the Laubach method 
takes the student from a zero level of 
competency to an eighth grade level or 
farther. 


IN ADDITION to the intensive tutoring 


there arc remedial reading classes for 
youngsters, but most of the tutoring is 
for adults. 


One of the students, Isabel Glade, was 


a teacher and social worker in Havana. 


"Now it is hard for me to find a simple 


Job here because I cannot fill out appli- 
cation 
for 
tests 
or forms quickly 


enough," said Mrs, Glade. 


ELECTRICAL WORK it just one of 
the dit«!l> that go into completion of 
Buffalo Grove High School. Cool 
cold weather has flowed tome con- 


struction operations, but other work- 
men will continue on through the win- 
ter. 
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She takes classes to improve her pro- 


nunciation. Her English is good, but now 
she is working to improve her grammar 
and speed. "I know I'm better because I 
had my first dream in English," said 
Mrs. Glade. 


"It is not enough to know the answers 


to questions unless you can write them 
down. But when you have to realize what 
Hie word is before you look for an an- 
swer, it's hard," said Mrs. Glade. 


"I will learn, because now that I am in 


this country I believe in doing, you know 
that proverb, when in Rome? That's 
what I will do," she said. 


Mrs. Glade and her mother, who was

also a teacher in Havana, both attend 
classes. 


AN UNOFFICIAL student is Mrs. 


Glade's three-year-old son. 


"He's so funny when the teacher tells 


Grandma the English word he tells the 
tacchcr the Spanish word," said the 
mother. 


Her son speaks both languages fluently 


with no accent.

Students are given a weekly lesson 


ranging from one to two hours. Lessons

ey by Marion Jayne for his testimony in 
the case, although Mrs. Jayne did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his involvement in the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Ncfeld, an cx-Markham, 
111, policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigficr- 
man in the murder. He said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD, currently serving a 


3 U) 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he introduced two con- 
spirators in the case, Mclvin Adams and 


Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Ncfeld's testimony last night came af- 


ter an all-day session. But the details of 
the murder itself came from the driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted immun- 


ity, testified that on tho evening of Oct. 
28, 1970 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jayne home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jayne, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jayne house with .30 cal rifle, 
up to the Jayne house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jayne house, "I seen him 
crouch down by the basement window . . 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 


fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward tho 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also said Barnes told him, "Tho 


old lady (Marion Jayne) was in the way. 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he 
h e a r d Mrs. Jayne say, 
"George, 


George." "He didn't look like he was 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him," 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 


In his testimony yesterday, Adams 


said he received $30,000 for the murder 
and that he gave $12,500 to Barnes, keep- 
ing the rest for himself. Adams said he 
received the money on two occasions 
from LaPlaca.

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Panel Supports

To Halt Flooding

Representatives of five communities In 


(he Buffalo Creek watershed rejected the 
Idea of forming a subdhtrlct of the soil 
and water conservation district at a 
steering committee meeting Tuesday, 


The committee, formed to explore the 


subdlstrlet proposal, instead endorsed n 
voluntary organization of watershed 
communities to control storm water 
flooding and water retention. 


"Basically we came to an agreement 


wo would pursue the subdistrict only as a 
last resort, because It didn't appear too 
many people were In favor of It," said 
Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt. 


THE SUHDISTltlCT proposal has been 


under study since September, when Buf- 
falo Grove officials suggested it as one 
possible solution to flooding In the Buf- 
falo Creek watershed. Since then there 
have been three meetings with represen- 
tatives of Wheeling. Buffalo Grove, Long 
Grove, Kildecr and Lake Zurich. 


Several of the watershed communities 


objected to the formation of the subdistr- 
ict because they did not want to create 
another taxing body. All of the commu- 
nities, however, favored a cooperative ef- 
fort In solving flooding problems. 


Buffalo Grovo Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said the recommcndatons of the 
steering committee will be presented to 
the larger watershed committee for ap- 
proval In early January. 


THESE IIECOMMENDAT10NS include 


the creation of a permanent watershed 
committee that would meet at least once 
a year to discuss various flooding prob- 
lem* related to Buffalo Creek. "This 
would also serve as a vehicle to ex- 
change other Ideas, but Initially would be 
just to talk about flood control," Larson 
explained. 


According to Larson, the first rcponsl- 


blllty of the permanent committee would 
be to review the flood plain and storm 
water retention ordinances of each of the 
watershed communities. He said the 
committee would formulate flood control 


guidelines to be adopted by all of the 
communities involved. 


"We would provide uniform storm wa- 


ter control guidelines which would be 
adopted In ordinance form by all the 
communities," Larson said. "This would 
take the place of the subdistrict." 


Larson said the steering committee 


also recommended making village staff 
available to other members of the water- 
shed in an advisory capacity. Moreover, 
the committee will request that the Lake 
County Board adopt a flood plain and 
water retention ordinance. 


THE STEEIUNG committee agreed 


that each of the watershed communities 
should receive the minutes of the Lake 
County and North Cook County soil and 
water conservation districts. Larson ex- 
plained this would provide the individual 
villages with a way to keep track of con- 
struction In other areas of the watershed. 


Each of the communities was also 


asked to consider passing a sedimenta- 
tion control ordinance. Larson explained 
that top soil washed away by rains often 
gathers in retention basins and storm 
sewers, thus reducing their flood control 
capacity. 


He said individual villages could pass 


an ordinance requiring sediment reten- 
tion basins that wou.clprovcnt the loss of 
this topsoll.

PASSOLT SAID Ul.t while each of tho 


proposals was dlscusiicd in length, the 
steering committee was unanimously in 
favor of tho voluntary actions. 


Ho added that he was personally hap- 


pier with the voluntary committee than 
with the subdistrict proposal. "I wasn't 
overly fond of Uic idea of another taxing 
body," he said. "We have plenty of them 
now that should be able to do the work." 


Larson, however, said that tho sub- 


district proposal has not been dropped 
entirely. "The subdistrict Is not dead, but 
It has been put into a dormant state. It 
was generally felt that if voluntary ac- 
tion will not help, WQ will at that time 
reconsider a subdistrict."

It's Sunday after- 
noon in Heritage Park. • 


This scene once was the dream of the 


Wheeling Park District when the present 
25-acre retention basin was first pro- 
posed. The dream, however, went sour 
when tho basin turned out to be unusable 
for recreation purposes. Now it sits In 
the middle of Heritage Pork, a gaping 
hole in the park district's dreams. 


These dreams recently were revived 


when the park district began planning its 
$700,000 park improvements referendum. 
As site plans for the park developed, a 
plan to improve the retention basin be- 
came tho pet project of several park and 
village officials. 


THE PLAN now under consideration 


would raise several hundred thousand 
dollars from outside sources for improve- 
ments on the Heritage Park retention ba- 
sin. Park Supt. Dave Phillips said nego- 
tiations to raise this money from the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD), 
the village, private industry and the fed- 
eral government have been progressing 
favorably. 


Phillips said that If the money is 


raised it will be used to excavate the ba- 
sin, landscape- the area, provide boating 
ramps and stock the lake with fish. 


He explained that the improvements to 


the retention basin will significantly af- 
fect the final development of Heritage 
Park. Ho said the park often is flooded 
after heavy rains, making it unusable for 


recreation. 


Phillips estimated that the park dis- 


trict lost use of the land for approximate- 
ly two weeks this past summer. "We had 
ball diamonds under six inches of water 
tliis summer," he said. 


Improvements to the basin are ex- 


pected to alleviate the flooding problem. 
Tills will enhance the proposed plans for 
increasing the recreation facilities at 
Heritage Park. 


WITH MONEY raised by the referen- 


dum, the park district is planning to in- 
stall lighted tennis courts, a handball 
court, basketball courts, a tot lot, bicycle 
paths, park walks and landscaping. 


Phillips explained that the tennis 


courts and handball court were first pro- 
posed in tho 1964 park referendum. They 
were not Installed however, because ex- 
tensive grading and seeding at Jack Lon- 
don High School cost more than antici- 
pated. 


As a result, both projects head th« list 


of priority items to be constructed. 


OTHEIl proposed improvements to be 


financed with referendum funds would 
improve the services and tho facilities of 
the park district. Plans now call for the 
construction of a new malntainance ga- 
rage on the west side of the retention 
basin. Phillips explained that the two-car 
garage attached to the park's community 
building is too small. 


Once the new garage Is built, the park 


district plans to convert the old garage 
into a meeting room and use the old 
meeting room for additional office space 


and storage. The district also plans to 
install a locker and shower room at the 
Heritage Park community building. 


A new parking area will provide better 


access to the park facilities, and a limit- 
ed use road will make maintenance of 
the 66-acre park easier. 


Phillips estimated that Heritage Park 


presently is 30 to 40 per cent developed. 
If plans for the park improvements 
prove a reality, Phillips said the park 
site would be developed to its full poten- 
tial.

German Immigrants probably didn't 


know what they were starting when they 
brought the Christmas tree custom to the 
United States in the Iflth century. 


This month many American families 


will be decorating a Christmas tree to 
mark the arrival of the holiday season. 


The Christmas tree ranks right along 


side Christmas cookies, candycnncs, pre- 
sents and Christmas stockings hanging 
by the fireplace as traditions observed 
by most American families. 


While some families have, opted for the 


artificial trees, most still prefer the con- 
ical trees with their piney scents. And 
annual Christmas tree sales have bo- 
come a multi-million dollar business with 
many church, civic and community 
groups recognUing it as a means to build 
up coffers. 


The Christmas tree lots start .springing 


up immediately after Thanksgiving but 
much of the advance work is done as 
early as August. 


DEPENDING ON who you talk to, 


trees arc cut down in Michigan and Wis- 
consin any timu from late August to mid- 
Noveml>er for shipment to Christmas 
tree wholesalers who in turn deliver 
them to area lots. 


"After the first two or three frosts the 


.sap has set and there is no problem of 
the tree shedding its needles or turning 
brown," said a spokesman for Joseph 
Navilio and Co, a Chicago wholesale 
firm. Early cutting also eliminates the 
possibility of a heavy snow making it im- 
possible to get to Uie trees. 


But some organizations arc satisfied 


with the trees they get from wholesalers 
and find they can Increase their profit 
margin if they cut down their own trees. 


A group of Palatine Jaycecs journeyed 


to .1 tree farm near Madison, Wis , about 
seven weeks ago and tagged trees they 
wanted to buy. The farm then cut down 
the trees and shipped them to the Jay- 
cees close to the time of the sale so they 
umilil still be relatively fresh.

Arlington Heights Jaycees were even 


more enterprising. On Oct. 27 and 2!! 
they went to a tree farm in Newaygo, 
Mich., where they picked out trees and 
cut them down themselves. Arrange- 
ments were made to have the trees ship- 
ped in late November. 


Cutting down trees a month ahead of 


time won't cause them to dry out if they 
arc kept outside and out of the sun and 
wind, said Brian Scliue of the Arlington 
Heights Jaycecs. 


SOME CHRISTMAS tree sellers get 


around the. problem of browning trees by 
spray painting the tree green. 


Selection of a Christmas tree is as 


much a family project as decorating it. 
Area tree farms where families can cut 
down their own trees are more popular 
than ever this year, according to Dorothy 
Orndorff, owner of a tree farm in Pala- 
tine Township. 


Many newly married couples and fami- 


lies witli young children are cutting down 
their own trees, as well as the elderly 
couples who come every year and walk 
through the fields hand-in-hand looking 


for a tree, said Mrs. Orndorff. 


Long-needled 
pines, especially 
the 


scotch pine, are the most popular trees 
this year. Requests for old-fashioned bal- 
sams, the original Christmas tree, have 
also increased. 


Balsams are difficult to find and usual- 


ly mucli more expensive than scotch 
pines. Scliue said balsams cost more be- 
cause they take longer to grow and are 
more difficult to grow. If the lead bud on 
tho balsam is cut improperly the tree 
will die and even when it's cut properly 
it doesn't spiral as much as a pine and 
therefore you don't get as full a tree, 
Schuc said. 


Most pines being cut this year are nine 


or ten years old. The first two years the 
trees spend in a nursery and the third 
year they arc replanted in a covered 
field. The fourth year they are placed in 
an open field where shearing of the lead 
buds and spraying for bugs takes place 
regularly. 


EVERYONE SEEMS to have a differ- 


ent solution for keeping the tree fresh 
once in the house. The solutions range 


from putting aspirin in the water to a 
special commercial solution. The most 
consistent advice received was to recut 
the tree trunk on an angle to reopen it so 
it can take up water and check the water 
level daily. 


Christmas trees that arc not cared for 


properly present a fire hazard. 


Fire safety rules pertaining to Christ- 


mas trees arc: 


—Secure the tree firmly in its stand 


and keep it away from all sources of 
heat. 


—Make sure electrical circuits are not 


overloaded. 


—Check extension cords and tree lights 


for frayed wires, loose connections and 
broken sockets. 


—Make sure lighting equipment car- 


ries 
the 
Underwriters' 
Laboratories 


(UL) label. 


—Don't locate a tree where it might 


block an escape. 


—Avoid locating a tree near draperies 


which could easily spread a fire. 


—Don't leave Christmas tree lights on 


when no one is home.

Village Formally Opposes 
Bill To Change Elections 


The Wheeling Village Board has di- 


rected the village attorney to prepare a 
resolution opposing pending state legisla- 
tion that would substantially change elec- 
tion procedures. 


On the recommendation of Village 


Clerk Evelyn Dlens, the board voted to 
oppose the bill because it would take all 
election authority away from local offi- 
cials. 


The village board is the second Wheel- 


ing agency to express opposition to Sen- 
ate Bill 1569. The Wheeling Park District 
board passed a similar resolution last 
month, stating that the bill would be det- 
rimental to the operation of Its elections. 


IK THE bill passes, it would establish 


only two election days each year. All 
state, county and local elections, as well 
as special rcferendums, would have to be 
on one of these two election days. 


Moreover, the bill would give the coun- 


ty full authority over all elections, In- 
eluding rcferendums held by special in- 


terest taxing bodies. The county would 
then charge the other governmental 
agencies for a portion of the cost of the 
elections. 


Local officials presently ore respon- 


sible for the mechanics of local elections 
and special refercndums. 


In asking the village board to pass the 


resolution, Mrs. Dicns said she felt cer- 
tain aspects of the bill wotild be benefi- 
cial to the voter. She said standardized 
election procedures governing polling 
hours, polling places and days of election 
would reduce confusion about elections in 
general.

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Witness Describes Murder 


The chief prosecution witness In (he 


bail hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jaync said 
In court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jaync for 10 years. 


Witness Melvin Adams, the man identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car. 
said Silas Jaync warned him of leaving 
any witnesses (o the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any witnesses. They've all got 
to go." 


The testimony came in the third day of 


the bail hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jaync was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jaync. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvcmcnt In the murder before he was 
assured Immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jaync In New Orleans In a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever it takes." 


UK SAID IT was after that time that 


he recruited Julius Barnes to lie the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jaync to him alive, tied up 
In n car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


Cut him in my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jaync's property.) 


lie also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $300 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—lie was to arrange (wo other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jaync 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victims were wltncsseos who had testi- 
fied against Silas in an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—He had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marion Jayne for his testimony in 
the case, although Mrs. Jaync did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his Involvement In the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Nefcld, an ex-Markham, 
III. policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- • 
man in the murder. Ho said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD. currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder In the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he introduced two con- 
spirators in the case, Mclvln Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, hut he said he did not 


Introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Nef eld's testimony last night came af- 


ter an oil-day session. But the details of 
the murder Itself came from the driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted immun- 


ity, testified that on tho evening of Oct. 
28, 1970 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jayne home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jaync, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jayne house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jaync house, "I seen him 
crouch down by the basement window . . 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes ns saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also said Barnes told him, "The 


old lady (Marion Jaync) was in the way. 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he 
li e a r d Mrs. Jaync say, "George, 
George." "He didn't look like ho was 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him," 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 


Four Possible Sites For New School 


A lift of four possible sites for the new 


school facility to house students at Mary- 
villc Academy has been drawn up by the 
Hivcr Trails Dist. 26 school board. 


The list is expected to be submitted to 


the Illinois Capital Development Board 
(ICDB) this week for consideration. 


The board has refused to reveal the ac- 


tual location of the proposed sites. How- 
ever, several months ago, Supt. Thomas 
Warden mentioned that at least two sites 
were under consideration at the time: a 
four-acre site near the River Trails Park 
District building on Burning Bush Lane, 
and a parcel of land owned by the North- 


ern Illinois Gas Co. In the Dist. 20 area. 
At the time, Warden mentioned the latter 
site ns a "remote" possibility, however, 
since "it would require negotiations and 
condemnation of the land." 


THE ICim has the final word on the 


sclccton of a site for the new school. 
However, the ICDB leaves It to the 
school district to suggest a list of sites, 
from which the building commission 
chooses. The school district and the 
building commission have joint approval 
on the selection of an architect. "Nor- 
mally, we would go along with the dis-

Understanding between two Russians 


and eight Americans hinged on one inter- 
preter at a dinner in Arlington Heights 
Tuesday. 


Bill Fiernian, a Harvard graduate stu- 


dent, stood in the middle of the group as 
everyone tried to explain their way of 
life at once. 


"Slow down," said Ficrman in English, 


then in Russina. "I have only two ears 
and one mouth." 


Everyone laughed and Uicn took turns 


telling about themselves. 


The Russians came to the United 


States because they wanted to sec it with 
their own eyes. 


"We arc for friendlier relations," said 


one of the Russians through the inter- 
preter. The dinner was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. Narup. 


The Norups arc members of the Inter- 


national Visitors Center of Chicago, a 
private organization, which makes it pos- 
sible for foreign visitors to visit Ameri- 
can families. 


RELATIONS WERE very friendly dur- 


ing the two-hour dinner. Ficrman, how- 
ever, may have got indigestion out of the 
affair. 


"I sometimes get to tho point where I 


forget which language I'm supposed to 
be talking In and try to speak in both 
languages at once," said Ficrman. Ho 
was glad to have Uic help of Ed Swick 
and Paul Nitz, Russian teachers 


"We have been welcomed very warm- 
ly," said Alcxei Okhlupin, a metallurgist, 
as translated by Ficrman. "We've read a 
lot about the United States and the way 
of life here." 


The Americans in the group had ob- 


viously read a lot about the Russian way 
of life and were anxious to know about 
life under a communist form of govern- 
ment. The Russians seemed very satis- 
ifed with their homeland. 


"We have a very progressive structure 


of government, which has great poten- 
tial," said Alexei through Fierman. "But 
lets not talk of politics. In the day we 
talk of politics at night we talk of music 
and entertainment."

The retirement age for women is 45 to SO 
and for men from 50 to 55 depending on 
the type of job, said the Russians. 


When asked if the taxes were high in 


Russia, Ficrman translated, "Everything 
is relative, but we receive more than we 
pay in taxes in services in Russia like 
free medical care and education." 


WHEN FIERMAN left the group for a 


moment, the rush of conversation left 
with him. The Americans and Russians 
could only grin at each other. One of the 
Russians gestured toward a chess board, 
but none of the Americans would take up 
the challenge. 


Though many of the guests spoke some 


Spanish or French, none spoke Russian. 


"Enrollment in Russian classes has 


been dropping off lately," said Swick, 
who teaches at Prospect High School. 
"The novelty and fashionablcncss of tak- 
ing the language seems to have worn 
off." 


The Russians spent about $700 for the 


two-week trip to the United States which 
includes visits to New York, Washington, 
Chicago and a few mid-western univer- 
sities. So far, nothing about American 
life bos been a surprise to the visitors.

room units; single-family, duplex or row- 
type homes. No more than 50 units can 
be in any one complex.

INDEPENDENCE. Mo. (UPI) - Har- 


ry S Truman's keen sense of history ex- 
tends to family matters, which he finds 
both Interesting and useful. 


Truman believes his maternal grand- • 


fntlior, Solomon Young, an overland 
frclghtmovcr In the early days of the 
West, helped him win election to the 
presidency nearly a hundred years later. 


"He took a wagon train of supplies to 


Utah," Truman recalled once, 
"and 


when he got there the Army captain who 
had ordered them refused to accept 
them. My grandfather would have gone 
broke except for Brlgham Young, who 
found him a storehouse and arranged 
credit. 


"I told this story In Sale Lake City dur- 


ing the 1910 campaign, and you know, I 
carried Republican Utah." 


Truaman's personal "American his- 


tory" antedates the Revolution. Robert 
Tyler, a maternal great-great-grand- 
father, cut his way, In 1TG9, through the 


wilderness that later became Kentucky, 
and served as a captain in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 


A more remote ancestor, seven gener- 


ations back, was Capt. Alexander Doni- 
phan, a merchant who moved to Virginia 
from Plymouth, England, in 1672.

Panel Endorses Volunteer 
Unit To Control Flooding 


by LYNN ASINOP 


Representatives of five communities in 


Ihc Buffalo Creek watershed rejected the 
idea of forming a subdlstrict of the soil 
and walcr conservation district at a 
steering committee meeting Tuesday. 


The committee, formed lo explore the 


subdlstrict proposal, Instead endorsed a 
voluntary 
organization 
of watershed 


communities to control storm water 
flooding and water retention. 


"Basically we came to an agreement 


we would pursue the subdistrict only as a 
last resort, became it didn't appear too 
many people were in favor of It," said 
Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt. 


THE SUBDISTIIICT proposal has been 


under study since September, when Buf- 
falo Grove officials suggested it as one 
possible solution to flooding in the Buf- 
falo Creek watershed. Since then there 
have been three meetings with represen- 
tative* of Wheeling. Buffalo Grove, Long 
Grove. Klldecr and Lake Zurich. 


Several of the watershed communities 


objected to the formation of the subdistr- 
ict because they did not want to create 
another taxing body. All of the commu- 
nities, however, favored a cooperative ef- 
fort In solving flooding problems. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said the rccommcndatons of the 
steering committee will be presented to 


the larger watershed committee for ap- 
proval In early January. 


THESE RECOMMENDATIONS Include 


the creation of a permanent watershed 
committee that would meet at least once 
a year to discuss various flooding prob- 
lems related to Buffalo Creek. "This 
would also serve 0s a vehicle to ex- 
change other Ideas, but initially would be 
just to talk about flood control," Larson 
explained. 


According lo Larson, the first reponsi- 


blllty of the permanent committee would 
be to review the flood plain and storm 
water retention ordinances of each of the 
watershed communities. He said the 
committee would formulate flood control 
guidelines to bo adopted by all of the 
communities involved. 


"We would provide uniform storm wa- 


ter control guidelines which would be 
adopted In ordinance form by all the 
communities," Larson said. "This would 
take the place of the subdlstrict." 


Larson said the steering committee 


also recommended making village staff 
available to other members of the water- 
shed In on advisory capacity. Moreover, 
the committee will request that the Lake 
County Board adopt a flood plain and 
water retention ordinance. 


THE STEERING committee agreed 


that each of the watershed communities 
should receive the minutes of the Lake 


County and North Cook County soil and 
water conservation districts. Larson ex- 
plained this would provide the Individual 
villages with a way to keep track of con- 
struction in other areas of the watershed. 


Each of the communities was also 


asked to consider passing a sedimenta- 
tion control ordinance. Larson explained 
that top soil washed away by rains often 
gathers In retention basins and storm 
sewers, thus reducing their flood control 
capacity. 


He said individual villages could pass 


an ordinance requiring sediment reten- 
tion basins that wou.d prevent the loss of 
this topsoll. 


PASSOLT SAID that while each of the 


proposals was discussed in length, the 
steering committee was unanimously in 
favor of the voluntary actions. 


He added that he was personally hap- 


pier with the voluntary committee than 
with the subdistrict proposal. "I wasn't 
overly fond of the Idea of another taxing 
body," he said. "We have plenty of them 
now that should be able to do the work." 


Larson, however, said that the sub- 


district proposal has not been dropped 
entirely. "The subdlstrict is not dead, but 
it has been put into a dormant state. It 
was generally felt that If voluntary ac- 
tion will not help, we will at that time 
reconsider a subdistrict." 


Park-Village Spat Over Bills Brewing?

Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son contends the park district owes Ihc 
village tlO.GillI.75, but park officials dis- 
agree. 


The park board and village trustees 


planned a joint meeting last night to 
discuss the Kiue. 


Because the pnrk district was unable 


to collect lax monies for the first 23 
months after its creation Sept. 20, 1%9, 
Larson said, the village agreed to pay its 
bills for the remainder of the fiscal year. 
The understanding, he said, was that the 
money — which according lo village 
records eventually amounted to about 
$26,000 — later would be repaid. Tho 
agreement never was put In writing. 


WILLIAM KIDDLE, who has been 


president of the park board since Its- in- 
ception, denies that the park board owes 
the village anything. 


"I have no Idea where Larson got his 


figure." Kiddle said. "That amount may 
have been put Into the village tax levy 
before the park district was created, but 
we did not spend It." 


Kiddle said the park district authorized 


the expenditure of only $C,193 87 from a 
(Lit of bills given him by Larson. He said 
he has verified this payment with park 
district records, but that Ihc remaining 
items were unauthorized — including 
checks to former Village Mgr. Richard 
Decker. 


Explaining the sequence of events that 


led to Ihc disagreement. Kiddle said it 
was brought to the attention of the park 
board at a meeting July 25,1070, that the 
village still was paying park district bills 
although the village's fiscal year had 
ended the previous April 1. 


About this time. Kiddle said, the late 


George Moscr offered to donate $12,000 to 


tho village for community tennis courts. 
(Larson says that according to minutes 
of a village board meeting, the amount 
of tho donation was set at $0,200 and that 
Moscr also agreed to Improve the build- 
Ing now known as the Moscr Preschool 
Center.) 


AFTER going over the bills paid by 


the village between May 1 and July 15, a 
joint meeting of tho park board and the 
village trustees was conducted July 30. 
Kiddle said at that meeting, chaired by 
former Village Prcs. Donald Thompson, 
that both agencies agreed that the park 
district owed the village the $6,193.87. 


Kiddle said he made a motion at the 


meeting that the park district would re- 
pay Die $6,193.87 on two conditions: 


—That Moscr would renovate the build- 


ing to the park board's specifications. 


—That the rest of the $12,000 would go 


to settle Ihc debt. ,. 


Everyone present gave general agree- 


ment to the motion, Kiddle said, but, 
again there was no written contract be- 
tween the two bodies. Later, Kiddle said, 
the park board officially passed the mo- 
lion and sent a copy of the statement to 
the village board. 


Larson said he has been unable to de- 


termine if the village ever collected any 
money from Moscr. The Moscr family 
did improve the preschool building, but 
Kiddle did not know how much the reno- 
vation cost. 


KIDDLE said he intends to ask for a 


full accounting of the money the village 
was supposed to receive from Moscr, at 
Ihc next village board meeting. He added 
that the park district docs not intend to 
pay the money Larson contends it owes. 


"In the first place, we have no desire 


to pay It," Kiddle said. "Secondly, we 
couldn't give them the money even if we 


wanted to."

Kiddle added that ho Is disturbed that 


the disagreement has held up the state 
audit of park district records. Ho sold the 
district has been given a 60-day exten- 
sion and ho hopes the Issue will be set- 
tled by then. 


"I will make a motion at the next park 


board meeting that we send a letter to 
the village stating that we feel the debt 
has been paid in full," Kiddle said. "If 
we're charged for a second audit, I think 
I will just send the bill to the village."

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The Murder Of George Jayne Described By Witness 


The chief prosecution witness in the 


ball hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayno said 
in court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Ja>nc for 10 years. 


Witness Mchln Adams, the man Identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jaync warned him of leaving 
any witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
don'l want any witnesses. They've all got 
logo." 


The testimony came in the third day of 


the ball hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jaync was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jaync 


The hearing was continued until 9 n m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to tho court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvement In the murder before he was 


assured immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jaync in New Orleans in a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever it takes." 


HE SAID IT was after that time that 


he recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 


in a car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him In my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jaync's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $500 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—He was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jaync 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victims were wltnesscos who had testi- 
fied against Silas in an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—lie had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marlon Jayne for his testimony in 
the case, although Mrs. Jaync did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his Involvement in the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Nefcld, an cx-Morkham, 


111. policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man in the murder. He said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD, currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he Introduced two con- 
spirators in the case, Melvin Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
Introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Ncfeld's testimony last night came af-

hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jaync house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jaync house, "I seen him 


crouch down by the basement window .. 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him."

Smoke poured through the hallways of

one of tho most common winter flro calls 
— a short circuit In the furnace blower. 


Area fire chiefs agree that annual 


check ups for home furnaces arc a must 
in preventing the blower trouble. 


"They (furnncci) are working triple 


MANY WINTER firot aro causad by 
faulty hosting systems, and fire offi- 
cials urge persons to chock their fur- 
naces and heaters to assure they are 
working properly. 


time during weather like this and if there 
is something wrong mechanically, it can 
causo a fire," Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter warned. 


Damage from furnace fires is usually 


restricted to smoke damage, according 
to Palatine Fire Chief Orvlllo Helms. For 
a while after tho motor starts smoking, 
tho bbwcr may continue to force the 
warm air-throughout the house, carrying 
the thick black smoke with it, Helms 
said. 


Private homeowners have to arrange 


the furnace Inspections themselves, and 
the sooner it's done., the better. Helms 
said that he had just gotten his furnace 
checker recently through an arrangement 
ho has with a company that routinely 
comes out and inspects it every year. 


CAPTAIN RAY STARK of tho Arling- 


ton Heights Fire Department urged 
homeowners to contact a competent, 
well-known contractor for the furnaco 
and chimney inspections. 


"Be wary of unscrupulous people" who 


may go door-to-door offering to do the 
inspections, Stark warned. 


Filters in the furnaces can get so dirty 


that the furnace may back fire or break- 
down, too, Chief Winter said. 


"The filter should be checked as often 


as possible — Ideally every day," Winter 
advised. 


Furnaces aren't the only winter cul- 


prits. As homeowners fire up for the cold 
weather, they bring out the space heat- 
ers and strike up the fireplaces. Without 
care, both arc potential causes for a 
serious fire. 


Spacchcatcrs, for example, should nev- 


er be placed near flammable Items or 
left unattended, according to Winter. 


"If people leave tho house, they 


should have the heater turned off," the 
Buffalo Grove chief sold. 


Rolling Meadows Lt. Ted Locscli had 


another troublemaker in mind. 
, 


"It's not unusual for the major portion 


of calls of winter fires to be caused by 
safety valves sticking on heating units, 
or by self-installed space heaters. If they 
are not installed properly, they can start 
fires very easily," ho said. 


OTHER WINTER problem areas, and 


ways to prevent them from causing fires, 
according to Stark, are: 


—Improper use of extension cords. Use 


the proper weight cord for lights and 
heaters, such as car heaters and battery 
chargers. 


—Don't overload electrical circuits by 


putting too much Christmas lighting on 
one circuit. Low gauge wire can heat up 
and cause a fire. 


—Be sure a battery charger is working 


properly and will shut off when the bat- 
tery is charged. 


—Fireplaces: Many people build too 


big a fire. Some fireplaces aro improper- 
ly constructed and may not have enough 
insulation between brick and wood. Be 
sure the fire is out before retiring for tho 
evening. 


Be certain that tho damper is working. 


Use screens to keep stray sparks inside

The Christmas tree lots start springing 


tip immediately after Thanksgiving but 
much of the advance work Is done as 
e.irly as August

trees arc cut down in Michigan and Wis- 
consin any time from laic August to mid- 
November for shipment to Christmas 
tree wholesalers who In turn deliver 
them to area lots. 


"Alter the first two or three frosts the 


sap has set and Uicrc Is no problem of 
the tree shedding its needles or turning 
brown," said a .spokesman for Joseph 
Navlllo and Co., a Chicago wholesale 
firm. Early cutting also eliminates the 
possibility of a heavy snow making it Im- 
possible to get to the trees.

more enterprising. On Oct. 27 and 28 
they went to a tree farm In Ncwaygo, 
Mich., where they picked out trees and 
cut them down themselves. Arrange- 
ments were made to have the trees ship- 
ped In late N'ovcmbcr. 


Cutting down trees a month ahead of 


lime won't cause them to dry out if they 
are kept outside and out of the sun and 
wind, said Brian Schue of the Arlington 
Heights Jaycces.

Long-needled 
pines,

scotch pine, arc the most popular trees 
this year. Requests for old-fashioned bal- 
sams, the original Christmas tree, have 
also increased. 


Balsams arc difficult to find and usual- 


ly much more expensive than 
scotch 


pines Schuc said balsams cost more be- 
cause they take longer to grow and arc 
more difficult lo grow. If the load bud on 
the balsam Is cut improperly the tree 
will die and even when it's cut properly 
it doesn't spiral as much as a pine and 
therefore you don't get as full a tree, 
Scliue said. 


Most pines being cut this year are nine 


or ten years old. The first two jears'the 
trees spend in n nursery and the third 
year they are replanted in a covered 
field. The fourth year they are placed in 
an open field where shearing of the lead 
buds ami spraying for hugs takes place 
regularly.

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Russians Visit Arlington Hgts. Family

Understanding between two Russians 


and eight Americans hinged on one inter- 
preter at a dinner in Arlington Heights 
Tuesday. 


Bill Fierman, a Harvard graduate stu- 


dent, stood in the middle of the group as 
everyone tried to explain their way of 
life at once. 


"Slow down," said Fierraan in English, 


then in Russlna. "I have only two ears 
and one mouth." 


Everyone laughed and then took turns 


telling about themselves. 


The Russians came to the United 


States because they wanted to see it with 
their own eyes. 


"We are for friendlier relations," said 


one of the Russians through the inter- 
preter. The dinner was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. Narup. 


The Narups are members of the Inter- 


national Visitors Center of Chicago, a 
private organization, which makes it pos- 
sible for foreign visitors to visit Ameri- 
can families. 


ItELATIONS WERE very friendly dur- 


ing the two-hour dinner. Fierman, how- 
ever, may have got indigestion out of the 
affair. 


"I sometimes get to the point where I 


forget which language I'm supposed to 
be talking in and try to speak in both 
languages at once," said Ficrman. He 
was glad to have the help of Ed Swick 
and Paul Nitz, Russian teachers in 
School Dist. 214 — at least he didn't have 
to handle all seven Russians and 25 
guests at once. 


First everyone took turns telling about 


their occupation. One of the Russians 
was a journalist, another was a metal- 
urgist. Fierman had no trouble making 
the translations. But once it got to the 
American professions, the going was a 
little tougher. 


"How do you translate CPA," Ficrman 


asked rhetorically. 


Again everyone laughed and Ficrman 


tried to explain what an American Certi- 
fied Public Accountant (CPA) docs. 


Americans wanted to know about Rus- 


sian working conditions, and wore sur- 
prised to hear that most people in Russia 
work about 40 hours a week and get a 
pension of about a third of their income. 
The retirement age for women is 45 to SO 
and for men from 50 to 55 depending on 
the type of job, said the Russians.

Fire District 
Meet Dec. 12 


A special meeting of the Rolling Mead- 


ows Fire District trustees will be held 
Tuesday, Dec. 12, at 7:30 p.m. to act on 
an ordinance to dissolve the district. 


The action is necessary before the end 


of the year in order to complete plans to 
transfer fire protection service from the 
district to the city. The transfer, author- 
ized by a' referendum vote in August, will 
take effect Jan. 1. 


Official dissolution of the fire district 


will be one of the last remaining prelimi- 
nary steps to be completed prior to the 
annexation. Since the city already has 
approved an ordinance to 'provide fire 
protection service for the city, an ordi- 
nance providing for the creation of a city 
fire department will probably be the last 
action to be taken before the annexation. 


The meeting will probably be the lost 


session for the fire district trustees, 
whose jobs will be dissolved.

"We have been welcomed very warm- 


ly," said Alexei Okhlupin, a metalurgist, 
as translated by Fierman. "We've read a 
lot about the United States and the way 
of life here." 


The Americans in the group had ob- 


viously read a lot about the Russian way 
of life and were anxious to know about 
life under a communist form of govern- 
ment The Russians seemed very satis- 
ifcd with their homeland. 


"We have a very progressive structure 


of government, which has great poten- 
tial," said Alexei through Fierman. "But 
lets not talk of politics. In the day we 
talk of politics at night we talk of music 
and entertainment."

Officials Agree 
On Police Patrol 
Of Sports Arena 


City and park district officials In Roll- 


Ing Meadows have agreed to institute im- 
mediately a plan to have city police pro- 
\ide security within the sports complex 
on Friday and Saturday evenings, 


Park district officials had requested 


the program as a means of providing In- 
creased security at the sports complex 
during the hockey season when crowds of 
teenagers and children at the sports 
complex arc especially large. The police 
program was also seen by district offi- 
cials as a way of curtailing the number 
of incidents which occur when groups of 
teenagers congregate at the complex. 


The plan was adopted at a meeting 


Tuesday of the city's license, police, and 
health committee. Specifics of the plan 
call for the assignment of an off-duty pa- 
trolman to patrol the sports complex con- 
ccssinary and warming areas from 7 to 
II pm. on Fridays and Saturdays. The 
patrolman will be paid on a time and 
one-half basis by the park district. 


IF AN OFF-DUTY officer is not avail- 


able on weekends, Police Chief Lewis 
Case said he would assign a beat car to 
make frequent stops at the sports com- 
plex to provide a measure of control. He 
said the department's juvenile officer 
would also be assigned to check the com- 
plex on tho designated nights. 


The program will begin this Friday 


and continue through May 19,1073. 


"We'vo very happy and we think this 


is a tremendous agreement," park dis- 
trict commissioner Ray Ncwcrantz said 
of tho arrangement. "This is what we've 
always wanted because having police 
protection Is the best kind of security." 


Case said he was happy with the ar- 


rangement, too, since it will help in- 
crcovs security nl the complex. He said 
the police arc very willing to work with 
the park district because "we're dealing 
wltti youth and with citizens and they de- 
serve the protection " 


Before the plan was agreed to, there 


wan some discussion as to the feasibility 
and cost of the arrangement requested 
by the district. Case had said the limited 
security program as proposed could not 
bo handled adequately on the terms sug- 
gested by the district. He said the de- 
partment was shorthanded because some 
patrolmen arc now engaged in special 
training programs. It might not always 
be possible to provide an off-duty patrol- 
man, he added. 


UK NOTED THAT although the dis- 


trict said It could afford up to $2,000 for 
the program, additional costs of fringe 
benefits for patrolmen had to be Included 
in the program's expense. 


LPH committee member Aid. Thomas 


Scanlan told the park district officials 
they had "n serious obligation" to pro- 
vide round-the-clock protection within the 
park district facilities He said the city 
police have been providing security on 
park grounds all along at no cost to the 
district, but that the district should now 
"somehow give consideration to paying 
half the cost of n policeman to get 24- 
hour police protection." 


Scanlan was referring to a program 


that had been discussed between the dis- 
trict and the city in which the district 
would pay half the yearly salary and ex- 


pense of a patrolman in return for total 
police-supervised security at the parks. 


New-erantz agreed with Scanlan but 


when told that such a program would 
cost almost $10,000, he said the district 
could not afford the proposal. 


"I don't know where we would get 


that," he said. "We're trying to reduce 
our budget as it Is and now we're also 
faced with the possibility of frozen assets 
for the next three years (if the state pas- 
ses a proposal to freeze tax revenues)." 


- PAIIK DIRECTOR Steve Person said 
(he district had paid $3,000 last year to a 
private security firm but added the pro- 
tection had not been adequate. He re- 
pented that the police department's work 
for the district had been "excellent" but 
the $10,000 figure could not be met. 


Scanlan then recommended that the 


district accept immediate police protec- 
tion and work out the expense matters at 
a later time. 


"Somehow you've got to come up with 


some funds for this because this Is one of 
your prime responsibilities," he added. 


Aid. Fredrick Jacobson said the pro- 


gram could probably be carried out for 
the rest of the remaining fiscal year 
(ending April 30, 1973) without a con- 
tract. But ho added It is "imperative" 
that a contract arrangement be prepared 
before the next budget is completed. "Wo 
need to hammer out tho nuts and bolts of 
dollars," he said. 


Tho committee ahd the district then 


agreed to tho proposed arrangement with 
the understanding that City Ally. Donald 
Roso and district officials would meet 
immediately to prepare the necessary le- 
gal papers authorizing the police as 
agents of the park district. 


Open-Meeting 
Law Violated 
Twice Here? 


A violation of the state's open macUng 


laws may have occurred again in Rolling 
Meadows Tuesday during n session of the 
city's license, police, and health com- 
mittee. The possible violoton involves a 
10-mlnulc executive session called by the 
committee to discuss "personnel" mat- 
ters. 


The closed session was requested by 


Aid. Thomas Scanlan following a dis- 
cussion with park district officials on n 
plan to have city police patrol the sports 
complex on Friday and Saturday nights. 
Scanlan asked for the closed-door devia- 
tion to discuss with committee members 
(Aid. William Ahrcns and Aid. James 
Huddlcston) and Police Chief Lewis Case 
whether the police department had suf- 
ficient personnel to carry out the pro- 
gram.

rant a closed session, according to the 
1D67 Illinois "Right to Know" law and n

Yule Trees—From Farm To Suburbs 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


•German Immigrants probably didn't 
know what they were starting when they 
brought the Christmas tree custom to the 
United States in the 19th century. 


This month many American families 


will be decorating a Christmas tree to 
mark the arrival of the holiday season. 


The Christmas tree ranks right along 


side Christmas cookies, candycanes, pre- 
sents and Christmas stockings hanging 
by the fireplace as traditions observed 
by most American families. 


While some families have opted for the 


artificial trees, most still prefer the con- 
ical trees with their pincy scents. And 
annual Christmas tree sales have be- 
come a multi-million dollar business with 
many church, civic and community 
groups recognizing It as a means to build 
up coffers. 


The Christmas tree lots start springing 


up immediately after Thanksgiving but 
much of the advance work is done as 
early as August. 


DEPENDING ON who you talk to, 


trees arc cut down in Michigan and Wis- 
consin any time from late August to mid- 
November for shipment to Christmas 
tree wholesalers who In turn deliver 
them to area lots. 


"After the first two or three frosts the 


sap has set and there is no problem of 
the tree shedding its needles or turning 
brown," said a spokesman for Joseph 
Navilio and Co., a Chicago wholesale 
firm. Early cutting also eliminates the 
possibility of a heavy snow making it im- 
possible to get to the trees. 


But some organizations arc satisfied 


with the trees they get from wholesalers 
and find they can increase their profit 


margin If they cut down their own trees. 


A group of Palatine Jaycces journeyed 


to a tree farm near Madison, Wls., about - 
seven weeks ago and tagged trees they 
wanted to buy. The farm then cut down 
the trees and shipped them to the Jay- 
cces close to the time of the sale so they 
would still be relatively fresh. 


Arlington Heights Jaycees were even 


more enterprising. On Oct. 27 and 28 
they went to n tree farm in Newaygo, 
Mich., whore they picked out trees and 
cut them down themselves. Arrange- 
ments were made to hove the trees ship- 
ped in late November. 


Cutting down trees a month ahead of 


time won't cause them to dry out if they 
are kept outside and out of the sun and 
wind, said Brian Schue of tho Arlington 
Heights Jaycees. 


SOME CHRISTMAS tree sellers get 


around tho problem of browning trees by 
spray painting the tree green. 


Selection of a Christmas tree is as 


much a family project as decorating it. 
Area tree farms where families can cut 
down their own trees are more popular 
than ever this year, according to Dorothy 
Orndorff, owner of a tree farm in Pala- 
tlno Township. 


Many newly married couples and fami- 


lies with young children are cutting down 
their own trees, as well as the elderly 
couples who como every year and walk 
through the fields hand-ln-hand looking 
for a tree, said Mrs. Orndorff. 


Long-needled pines, especially 
the 


scotch pine, arc the most popular trees 
this year. Requests for old-fashioned bal- 
sams, the original Christmas tree, have 
also increased. 


Balsams arc difficult to find and usual- 


ly much more expensive than scotch 
pines. Schue said balsams cost more be- 
cause they take longer to grow and arc 
more difficult to grow. If the lead bud on 
the balsam Is cut improperly the tree 
will die and even when it's cut properly 
it doesn't spiral as much as a pine and 
therefore you don't get as full a tree, 
Schue said. 


Most pines being cut this year are nine 


or ten years old. The first two years the 
trees spend hi a nursery and the third 
year they are replanted In a covered 
field. The fourth year they are placed in 
an open field where shearing of the lead 
buds and spraying for bugs takes place 
regularly. 


EVERYONE SEEMS to have a differ- 


ent solution for keeping the tree fresh 
once In the house. The solutions range 
from putting aspirin hi the water to a 
special commercial solution. The most 
consistent advice received was to rccut 
the tree trunk on an angle to reopen it so 
It can take up water and check the water 
level dally. 


Christmas trees that are not cared for 


properly present a fire hazard. 


Fire safety rules pertaining to Christ- 


mas trees are: 


—Secure the tree firmly in its stand 


and keep It away from all sources of 
heat.

—Don't leave Christmas tree lights on 


when no one is home.

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The Murder Of George Jayne Described By Witness 


The chief prosecution witness In the 


bail bearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayno said 
In court ycitcrday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jayno for 10 years 


Witness Mclvln Adams, the man identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jayne warned him of leaving 
any witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any witnesses. They've all got 
to go." 


The testimony came In the third day of 


the ball hearings and came ns part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jayne was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jayne. 


The hearing was continued until 9am. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


Slate's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his In- 
volvement In tho murder before he was 


assured Immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jayne In New Orleans in a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever It takes." 


HE SAID IT was after that time that 


he recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 


In a car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him in my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jaync's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $300 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—He was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jayne 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victims were wltnessccs who had testi- 
fied against Silas In an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—He had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marion Jayne for his testimony In 
the case, although Mrs. Jayne did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his Involvement in the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Ncfeld, an cx-Markham, 


111. policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man In the murder. He said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder In the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD. currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he Introduced two con- 
spirators In the case, Mclvin Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Nefeld's testimony last night came af- 


ter an all-day session. But the details of 
the murder itself came from the driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted Immun- 


ity, testified that on tho evening of Oct. 


Joseph 
LaPlaca 


28,1970 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jayne home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jayne, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jayne house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jayne house, "I seen him 


crouch down by the basement window .. 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of tunes, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also sou! Barnes told him, "The. 


old lady (Marion Jayne) was in the way. 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he 
h e a r d Mrs. Jayne say, "George, 
George." "He didn't look like he was 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him," 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 


In his testimony yesterday, Adams 


said he received $30,000 for the murder 
and that he gave $12,500 to Barnes, keep- 
ing the rest for himself. Adams said he 
received tho money on two occasions 
from LaPlaca. 


Home Fires—A Danger In Winter

Smoke poured through the hallways of 


Countryside Apartments in Palatine yes- 
terday morning. And when firemen ar- 
rived, they discovered another case of 
one of the most common winter fire calls 
— a short circuit In the furnace blower. 


Area fire chiefs agree that annual 


check ups for homo furnaces arc a must 
in preventing tho blower trouble. 


"They (furnaces) arc working triple 


time during weather like this and if there 
Is something wrong mechanically, It can 
cause a fire," Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter warned. 


Damage from furnace fires is usually 


restricted to smoke damage, according 
to Palatine Fire Chief Orvlllo Helms. For 
a while after the motor starts smoking, 
tho blower may continue to force tho 
warm air throughout the house, carrying 
the thick black smoke with it, Helms 
said. 


Private homeowners have to arrange 


the furnace Inspections themselves, and 
the sooner It's clone, the better. Helms 


MANY WINTER firoi aro caused by 
faulty heating systems, and firo offi- 
cial! urgo porions to chock fhoir fur- 
nacoi and hoatari (o assure thoy aro 
working properly. 
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said that he had Just gotten his furnace 
checker recently through an arrangement 
ho has with a company that routinely 
comes out and inspects It every year. 


CAPTAIN HAY STARK of the Arling- 


ton Heights Fire Department urged 
homeowners to contact a competent, 
well-known contractor for the furnace 
and chimney inspections. 


"Be wary of unscrupulous people" who 


may go door-tc-door offering to do the 
inspections, Stark warned.

Furnaces aren't the only winter cul- 


prits. As homeowners fire up for the cold 
weather, they bring out the space heat- 
ers and strike up tho fireplaces. Without 
care, both arc potential causes for a 
serious fire. 


Spacchcatcrs, for example, should nev- 


er be placed near flammable Items or 
left unattended, according to Winter. 


"If people leave the house, they 


should have the heater, turned off," the 
Buffalo Grove chief said. 


Rolling Meadows Lt. Ted Locsch had 


another troublemaker In mind. 


"It's not unusual for the major portion 


of calls of winter fires to be caused by 
.safety valves sticking on heating units, 
or by self-installed space heaters. If they 
arc not Installed properly, they can start 
fires very easily," he said.

Be certain that the damper is working.

25 Students Want 
To Join Staff 
Of Pump House 


Nearly 25 high school students in- 


dicatcd yesterday they wanled to join the 
staff of the Mount Prospect Pump House 
Hotline, currently In need of volunteers. 


The students, from Prospect High 


School in Mount Prospect and Forest 
View High School in Arlington Heights, 
attended a meeting called by Mount 
Prospect Mayor Robert Tclchcrt. Last 
week Mlko Mechan, supervisor of tho 
hotline, Indicated the Pump House would 
have to close If It didn't get more volun- 
teers by Jan. IS. The telephone crisis In- 
tervention center Is operated by the 
Mount Prospect Community Action Plan 
(CAP). 


"If people in Mount Prospect want a 


hotline they have to operate It," Tclchcrt 
told the students. "If you think we should 
have a hotline, get together and opcralo 
it. If you don't think so, let It go down 
the drain and close the door." 


Currently the hotline has five volun- 


teers lo answer telephones. 


TEICIIERT. WHO is also involved In 


the restructuring of the CAP organiza- 
tion, told students they could "make the 
hotline whatever they wanted It to be." 
He said the Pump House will soon be 
moved Into a four-room apartment on the 
second floor of a building recently pur- 
chased by tho village. Currently the 
Pump House is located In a village 
pumping station at 112 Highland Avc. 


The ICE House, a CAP counseling cen- 


ter. Is also being moved to the building 
at 10fM10 E. Northwest Hwy., and next 
to the Mount Prospect Village Hall. 


"There are advantages to moving the 


Pump House," Tclchcrt said. "Tho build- 
Ing is not In a residential area, so nobody 
will be around to complain if there arc 
people dropping In and out. It can be a 
drop-in center plus a hotline if you want 
it to be. You won't be hassled by police; 
the hotline hasn't in the past and it won't 
be now. Out they uill be next door in 
case you need them." 


TKICIIKHT TOLD the students he 


would also like senior citizens, middle- 
aged people and couples to sign up as 
volunteers. He said he was surprised that 
none of the students had previously

revenue bonds, would be to keep "basic 
open space" in a flood plain area. This 
would prevent any additional flooding 
burden on the area. 


OTHEK OPEN land In that area, in- 


eluding the Rob Roy Driving Range, Is 
recommended for development with "low 
(gross) density on a planned unit devel- 
opment basis in order to preserve the 
flood plain, to avoid poor soil areas and 
to minimize costs of utilities." 


A recent plan by Kcnroy, Inc. for a 


544-unit planned unit development on a 
portion of the 38-ocrc driving range was 
turned down by the village board. The 
project would have had a density of 14.3 
units an acre, as computed on the whole 
parcel. However, some board members 
feared that the Kcnroy development 
would lead to similar development of tho 
golf course. Both properties arc on the 
north side of Euclid Avenue. 


In his proposal for a neighborhood 


shopping center at the northwest corner 
of Euclid Avenue and River Road Mur- 
phy points out that a 12,000-pcrson mar- 
ket area would exist for tho center. He 
further urged that a branch library and 
medical offices be established as part of 
the center. 


Owners of a ID-acre site at that inter- 


section, however, arc seeking approval 
for 
n 192-unlt 'luxury multi-family 


planned unit development and have a 
public hearing on their plans scheduled 
for Dec. 15. 


In his latest report, Murphy failed to 


repeat his recommendations that the air- 
port bo purchased and the forest pre- 
serve section be annexed. 


HE MERELY WROTE. "The airport 


represents 
one of the community's 


primary assets toward the attraction of 
top-quality industrial, research and office 
uses. It is essential to the general eco- 
nomic welfare of the area to provide for 
the continued operation of tho airport." 


Other recommendations that Murphy 


has included in tho report arc: 


—Discouragement of the use of both 


Camp McDonald and Kensington roads 
as major arterial roads, but rather the 
directing of them towards use of residen- 
tial collector streets. He said this can be 
done through landscaping, lower speed 
limits, and stop signs. 


—Annexation of the Northern Illinois 


Gas Co. site, cast of Rand Road, as a 
planned unit development. He would 
have the flood plain area used as a water 
retention and park area, the eastern por- 
tion kept for lower density residential 
use, and the western end being used for 
middle residential density and office use. 


—Development of a major community 


recreational area on the vacant land 
bounded by Wolf and Kensington roads, 
Euclid Avenue and the Soo Line R.R. 
tracks. If this Is Impossible, his second 
choice was low density residential. 


The scope of his study covered the 


area bounded by Main Streot-Elmhurst 
Road, Central Road, the Illinois Tri-Statc 
Toll way, and Hintz Road.

A New Blood Program Alternative 


While several Northwest suburban 


communities arc weighing participation 
in a local blood replacement program, 
Mount Prospect bos been given an al- 
ternative In the Red'Cross's American 
National Program. 


Mount Prospect officials had been con- 


sidering joining the North Suburban 
Blood Center, located in nearby Glen- 
view, and were ready to make a decision 
when it was decided to Invite the Red 
Cross representatives to speak on their 
program. 


The local blood center recently has en- 


rolled Elk Grove Village and Arlington 
Heights in Its program and has made 
presentations in Schaumburg, Hoffman 
Estates, Buffalo Grove, DCS Plaincs and 
Rolling Meadows. 


Both groups offer a free blood replace- 


ment program in which all members of 
the community and certain of their rela- 
tives are covered if four per cent of the 
population donates blood annually. Under 
both systems blood processing costs 
would remain a hospital charge but law 
now requires Illinois insurance carriers 
to cover these costs. 


THERE DO APPEAR, however, to be 


some differences in the two programs. 


Under the Red Cross plan, blood can 


be obtained from wherever needed 


across the country. This guarantees ade- 
quate supplies of rarer blood types which 
are not always as plentifully donated, 
said John Ayres of the Red Cross Tues- 
day when he spoke before the Mount 
Prospect Village Board. He stressed they 
were a national organization with all the 
benefits that implies (like organizational, 
research and lower cost equipment pur- 
chasing power). 


The North Suburban Blood Center is a 


local group which serves only this imme- 
diate area and some of Chicago with sur- 
pluses. 


Each prgram recommends that a vol- 


unteer committee be set up to help or- 
ganize citizens to give blood. But the Red 
Cross will help set up the program and 
have someone working closely with the 
community chairman, while North Sub- 
urban system Indicated It would be more 
of the community's responsibility to set 
up the program and even suggest that 
the village have a staff person run the 
program. 


DR. EARL E. SUCKOW, of the North 


Suburban system, when ho spoke to the 
board several weeks ago said that if the 
community failed to reach their quota, 
community coverage would end. Ayres of 
the Red Cross said if their goal isn't met 
they would work with the community 


harder during the next drive to make it 
more successful. "It is up to us to sec 
that you get the job done," he said. 


Ayres stressed that his group one day 


hopes to have a universal system in op- 
eration to insure that everyone can get 
needed blood. 


Mayor Robert D. Tcichert has asked 


both groups to submit sample contracts 
to the board. The board will make a deci- 
sion after viewing contracts. 


The impetus behind recent drives by 


both groups (North Suburban system Is 
only about a year old) is legislation 
passed this year which will hi effect ban 
the use of purchased blood after July 1, 
1973. The law requires that all purchased 
blood be labeled as such and doctors have 
indicated they will not use such blood be- 
cause of the fear of malpractice suits 
and the lack of sufficient Insurance to 
cover them. 


Ponder Raise In 1973 Tax 
Levy For Life Safety Code 


A raise in the 1973 tax levy for Illinois 


Life Safety code work from two to five 
cents Is being considered by the River 
Trails Dist 26 School Board. 


The board is considering the raise as 


one of several ways to pay for necessary 
life safety repairs code and remodeling 
in buildings throughout the district. 


It has been estimated by architect 


Wayne Fritch of K. E. Unteed & Associ- 
ates, in his comprehensive building re- 


port that the safety code repairs will cost 
the district about $140,000. At present, 
the two-cent tax levy yields only about 
$14,400, a year according to district 
treasurer Jean Meistcr. 


If the district were to continue under 


the present two-cent levy "it would take 
about 10 or 11 years for the life safety 
(word) to bo completed," said Assistant 
Supt. James Rctzlaff. Under a five-cent

Generally, It (the require- 
ment) Li written so that you have the 
lime to do It. But we're running out of 
lime now," he said "The two-cent levy 
doesn't even come close to giving us the 
total monies (needed)." 


Other methods being considered by the 


board as wa)s of financing the safety 
code repair* are either shifting money 
from the building or education funds, or 
issuing bonds. "The building fund Is al- 
ready In trouble." according to Supt. 
Thomas Warden. Domcl said of the pro- 
posal to borrow from the education fund: 
"You can only borrow from the educa- 
tion fund for so long before you start to 


jeopardize students' education." 


Issuing bonds to pay for the repairs 


would provide the money faster than 
raising the levy since the tax cannot be 
levied until September, 1973 and not col- 
lected until the spring, 1974, However, 
the interest rate on the bond could also 
be quite costly. 


Neither a raise through a tax levy or a 


bund issue would be subject to a voter 
referendum since five cents is the max- 
imum amount allowed by the state for 
life safety. All that is required is approv- 
al from the state Office of Public In- 
struction that the work meets the life 
safety code, said Warden. 


At present, the administration is In the 


process of getting more information 
about projected interest on the issuance 
of bonds as well as if there could be any 
inflationary cost involved in the archi- 
tect's estimate should the work be put off 
until the tax levy money can be raised.

Murder Of George Jayne 
Is Described By Witness 


The chief prosecution witness In the 


ball hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jaync said 
In court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jaync for 10 years. 


Witness Mclvln Adams, tire man identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jaync warned him of leaving 
any witnesses la the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any witnesses. They've all got 
t<> go " 


The testimony came in the third day of 


the ball hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho xvay George Jaync was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jaync. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
skies will make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvement in the murder before he was 
injured Immunity from prosecution. He 
said ho had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jaync in New Orleans in a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever It takes." 


UK SAID IT was after that time that 


he recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jaync to him alive, tied up 
In a car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him In my sights and bury him right 
here." (on Silas Jaync's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—Ho got an additional $300 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—He was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jayne 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victims were witnesses who had testi- 
fied against Silas in an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—He had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marion Jayne for his testimony In 
the case, although Mrs. Jaync did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his Involvement in the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Ncfcld, an cx-Markham, 
III. policeman, who originally recruited 


him for the murder. "I thought I'm ci- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man in the murder. Ho said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired far sound by police. 


HDU'IN NEFELD. currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty pica to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he introduced two con- 
spirators in the case, Mclvin Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
Introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Ncfcld's testimony last night came af- 


ter an all-day session. But the details of 
the murder itself came from I he driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted Immun- 


ity, testified that on tho evening of Oct. 
28, 1970 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jayne home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jaync, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jaync house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jayne house, "I seen him 
crouch down by the basement window .. 
. I .seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 
and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also said Barnes told him, "The 


old lady (Marion Jaync) was in the way. 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he 
h e a r d Mrs. Jaync say, 
"George, 


George." "He didn't look like ho was 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him," 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 


In his testimony yesterday, Adams 


said he received $30,000 for the murder 
and that he gave $12,500 to Barnes, keep- 
ing the rest for himself. Adams said he 
received tho money on two occasions 
from LaPlaca.

Winter Danger 
Time For Fires

Smoke poured through the hallways of 


Countryside Apartments In Palatine yes- 
terday morning. And when firemen ar- 
rived, they discovered another case of 
one of the most common winter fire calls 
— a short circuit in the furnace blower. 


Area fire chiefs agree that annual 


check ups for home furnaces are a must 
in preventing the blower trouble. 


"They (furnaces) arc working triple 


time during weather like this and if there 
is something wrong mechanically, it can 
cause a fire," Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter warned. 


Damage from furnace fires is usually 


restricted to smoke damage, according 
to Palatine Fire Chief Orvillo Helms. For 
a while after the motor starts smoking, 
the blower may continue to force the 
warm air throughout the house, carrying 
the thick black smoke with it, Holms 
said. 


Private homeowners have to arrange 


the furnace inspections themselves, and 
the sooner it's done, the better. Helms 
said that he had just gotten his furnace 
checker recently through an arrangement 
he has with a company that routinely 
comes out and inspects it every year. 


CAPTAIN RAY STARK of the Arling-

Understanding between two Russians 


and eight Americans hinged on one inter- 
preter at a dinner in Arlington Heights 
Tuesday. 
, 


Bill Fierman, a Harvard graduate stu- 


dent, stood in the middle of the group as 
everyone tried to explain their way of 
life at once. 


"Slow down," said Fierman in English, 


then in Russina. "I have only two cars 
and one mouth." 


Everyone laughed and then took turns 


telling about themselves. 


The Russians came to the United 


States because they wanted to sec it with 
their own eyes. 


"We arc for friendlier relations," said 


one of the Russians through the Inter- 
preter. The dinner was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. Narup. 


The Narups are members of the Inter- 


national Visitors Center of Chicago, a 
private organization, which makes it pos- 
sible for foreign visitors to visit Ameri- 
can families. 


RELATIONS WERE very friendly dur- 


ing the two-hour dinner. Fierman, how- 
ever, may have got indigestion out of the 
affair. 


"I sometimes get to the point where I 


forget which language I'm supposed to 


be talking in and try to speak in both 
languages at once," said Fiermnn. He 
was glad to have tho help of Ed Swick 
and Paul Nitz, Russian teachers in 
School Dist. 214 — at least he didn't have 
to handle all seven Russians and 25 
guests at once. 


First everyone took turns telling about 


their occupation. One of the Russians 
was a journalist, another was a metal- 
iirglst. Fierman had no trouble making 
the translations. But once it got to the 
American professions, the going was a 
little tougher. 


"How do you translate CPA," Fierman 


asked rhetorically. 


Again everyone laughed and Fierman 


tried to explain what an American Certi- 
fied Public Accountant (CPA) does. 


Americans wanted to know about Rus- 


sian working conditions, and were sur- 
prised to hear that most people in Russia 
work about 40 hours a week and get a 
pension of about a third of their income. 
The retirement age for women is 45 to 50 
and for men from 50 to 55 depending on 
the type of job, said the Russians. 


When asked if the taxes were high in 


Russia, Fierman translated, "Everything 
is relative, but we receive more than we 
pay In taxes in services in Russia like 
free medical care and education." 


Fire. Ambulance Calls 


WHEN FIERMAN left the group for a 


moment, the rush of conversation left 
with him. The Americans and Russians 
could only grin at each other. One of the 
Russians gestured toward a chess board, 
but none of the Americans would take up 
the challenge. 


Though many of the guests spoke some 


Spanish or French, none spoke Russian. 


"Enrollment in Russian classes has 


been dropping off lately," said Swick, 
who teaches at Prospect High School. 
"The novelty and fashionableness of tak- 
ing the language seems to have worn 
off." 


The Russians spent about $700 for the 


two-week trip to the United States which 
includes visits to New York, Washington, 
Chicago and a few mid-western univer- 
sities. So far, nothing about American 
life has been a surprise to the visitors. 


"We have been welcomed very warm- 


ly," said Alexci Okhlupin, a mctalurgist, 
as translated by Fierman. "We've read a 
lot about the United States and the way 
of life here." 


The Americans in the group had ob- 


viously read a lot about the Russian way 
of life and were anxious to know about 
life under a communist form of govern- 
ment. The Russians seemed very satis- 
ifed with their homeland. 


"We have a very progressive structure 


of government, which has great poten- 
tial," said Alexci through Fierman. "But 
lets not talk of politics. In the day we 
talk of politics at night we talk of music 
and entertainment."

Central Phone Co. 
Gels Local Franchise 


In a close vote, Central Telephone Co. 


managed to get a franchise agreement 
with Mount Prospect this week. 


Under the agreement Central is given 


the right to erect and maintain telephone 
lines along village streets for an annual 
fee of $3,600. The company services most 
of the northeast section of the village, 
including the area annexed last year. 


The franchise was awarded in a three-

MANY WINTER fires are caused by 
faulty heating systems, and fire offi- 
cials urge persons to check their fur- 
naces and heaters to assure they are- 
working properly. 


homeowners to contact a competent, 
well-known contractor for the furnace 
and chimney inspections. 


"Be wary of unscrupulous people" who 


may go door-to-door offering to do tha 
inspections, Stark warned. 


Filters in the furnaces can get so dirty 


that the furnace may back fire or break- 
down, too, Chief Winter said. 


"The filter should be checked as often 


as possible — ideally every day," Winter 
advised. 


Furnaces aren't the only winter cul- 


prits. As homeowners fire up for the cold 
weather, they bring out the space heat- 
ers and strike up the fireplaces. Without 
care, both are potential causes for a 
serious fire. 


Spacchcaters, for example, should nev- 


er be placed near flammable items or 
left unattended, according to Winter. 


"If people leave tho house, they 


should have the heater turned off," tho 
Buffalo Grove chief said. 


Rolling Meadows Lt. Ted Loesch had 


another troublemaker in mind. 


"It's not unusual for the major portion 


of calls of winter fires to be caused by 
safety valves sticking on heating units, 
or by self-installed space heaters. If they 
arc not installed properly, they can start 
fires very easily," he said. 


OTHER WINTER problem areas, and 


ways to prevent them from causing fires, 
according to Stark, are: 


—Improper use of extension cords. Uso 


the proper weight cord for lights and 
heaters, such as car heaters and battery 
chargers. 


—Don't overload electrical circuits by 


putting too much Christmas lighting on 
one circuit. Low gouge wire can beat up 
and cause a fire. 


—Be sure a battery charger is working 


properly and will shut off when the bat- 
tery is charged. 


—Fireplaces: Many people build too 


big a fire. Some fireplaces aro improper- 
ly constructed and may not have enough 
insulation between brick and wood. Be 
sure the fire is out before retiring for the 
evening. 


Bo certain that the damper is working. 


Use screens to keep stray sparks inside 
the fireplace. And have the chimney 
checked by a reputable firm. 


—Christmas trees. Fireproof the tree 


either commercially or with the follow- 
ing mixture: 10 ounces borax powder, 8 
ounces boric acid ponder, and 1 gallon of 
water. Mix thoroughly and saturate tree 
with mixture. Check a sample to see that 
It will not burn and continue checking It 
periodically, as the treatment is not per- 
manent. May also be used to fireproof 
ornaments. 


EARLIER this week, a $6,000 fire in 


Palatine resulted from a crack between 
the hearth and the fireplace in a borne. 
Hot ashes leaked through to the wooden 
floor joists and set several walls on fire. 
Nearly $5,000 of that damage was caused 
to the structure of the home, with $1,000 
in contents destroyed. 


It took firemen almost three hours to 


extinguish tho blaze and clean up at the 
scene, 1531 N. King George Ct.

Utility Tax Refund Is 
Found Hard To Make 


The village board finance committee 


last night found that giving school and 
park districts a utility tax refund is eas- 
ier said than done. 


Though it now appears Districts 25, 21, 


S3, 214 and the Arlington Heights Park 
District will get back the utility tax mon- 
ey they have paid to the village, it is not 
clear yet when or how the transfer will 
take place 


The utility tax, implemented nearly 


two >cars ago, is a five per cent village 
tax levied on gas, electrical and tele- 
phone service Local school districts, 
park districts and other agencies which 
arc run by tax dollars contend that the 
tax Is unfair because it taxes residents 
SON oral limes — once as a resident then 
many times as supporters of other taxing 
bodies. 


All three trustees on the finance com- 


mittee agreed that refunds would be In 
order, but were cquall) unsure which vil- 
lage accounts legally could be tapped to 
come up with the needed $33,000. 


THE I'ltOlll.K.M stems from the statu- 


tory restraints against one taxing body 
giving its money to another taxing dis- 
trict. 


Trustee Frank Palmaticr had proposed 


using some of the village's Federal reve- 
nue sharing money to rebate $6,000 to the 
park district. He further suggested using 
state income tax monies to repay the 
various school districts 


But an intricate opinion by Village 


Atty. Jack Slcgcl indicated that there are 
other legal requirements which must be 
satisfied in the transfer of any funds. 


Sicgcl told the trustees that he did not 


believe federal revenue sharing guide- 
lines permitted the village to "reim- 
burse" the park district per se. However, 
ho sold that money equal to the amount 
of utility (ox collected probably could be 
given to the park district if the payments 
were "viewed as payments for specific 
services to be rendered in the future." 


As to using state income lax money to 


rebate school districts, the major prob- 
lem is budgetary. 


THE APPROXIMATELY $750,000 that 


Arlington Heights receives in state In- 
come taxes has already been allocated in 
the current budget and the trustees were 
not sure whether it would violate the vil- 
lage's appropriation ordinance to use 
some of this money to repay the school 
districts. 


As a result both park and school dis- 


tricts may have to wait until the start of 
the next fiscal year in May before they 
see any refund checks. 


But the hangup now is much more a 


bookkeeping than a policy problem, at 
least for the finance committee, and re- 
lief is in sight from a measure which 
school and park districts regard as un- 
fair double taxation.

German immigrants probably didn't 


know what they were starting when they 
brought the Christmas tree custom to the 
United States In the 19th century. 


This month many American families 


will be decorating a Christmas tree to 
mark the arrival of the holiday season. 


The Christmas tree ranks right along 


side Christmas cookies, candycancs, pre- 
sents and .Christmas stockings hanging 
by the fireplace as traditions observed 
by most American families. 


While some families have, opted for the 


artificial trees, most still prefer the con- 
ical trees with their plncy scents. And 
annual Christmas tree sales have be- 
come a multi-million dollar business with 
many church, civic and community 
groups recognizing It as a means to build 
up coffers. 


The Christmas tree lots start springing 


up immediately after Thanksgiving but 
much of the advance work is done as 


early as August. 


DEPENDING ON who you talk to, 


trees are cut down In Michigan and Wis- 
consin any time, from late August to raid- 
November for shipment to Christmas 
tree wholesalers who in turn deliver 
them to area lots. 


"After the first two or three frosts the 


sap has set and there is no problem of 
the tree shedding its needles or turning 
brown," said a spokesman for Joseph 
Navillo and Co, a Chicago wholesale 
firm. Early cutting also eliminates the 
possibility of a heavy snow making it im- 
possible to get to the trees. 


But some organizations arc satisfied 


with the trees they get from wholesalers 
and find they can increase their profit 
margin if they cut down their own trees. 


A group of Palatine Jaycecs journeyed 


to a tree farm near Madison, Wis , about 
seven weeks ago and tagged trees they 
wanted to buy. The form then cut down

time won't cause them to dry out if they 
arc kept outside and out of the sun and 
wind, said Brian Schue of the Arlington 
Heights Jaycecs. 


SOME CHRISTMAS tree sellers get 


around the problem of browning trees by 
spray painting the tree green. 


Selection of a Christmas tree is as 


much a family project as decorating it. 
Area tree farms where families can cut 
down their own trees are more popular 
than ever this year, according to Dorothy 
Orndorff, owner of a tree farm in Pala- 
tine Township. 


Many newly married couples and fami- 


lies with young children arc cutting down 
their own trees, as well as the elderly 
couples who como every year and walk 
through the fields hand-ln-hand looking 
for a tree, said Mrs. Orndorff. 


Long-needled pines, especially the 


scotch pine, are the most popular trees 
this year. Requests far old-fashioned bal- 
sams, the original Christmas tree, have 
also increased. 


Balsams arc difficult to find and usual- 


ly much more expensive than scotch 
pines. Schue said balsams cost more be- 
cause they take longer to grow and are 
more difficult to grow. If the lead bud on 
the balsam is cut improperly the tree 
will die and even when It's cut properly 
it doesn't spiral as much as a pine and 


therefore you don't get as full a tree, 
Schue said. 


Most pines being cut this year arc nine 


or ten years old. The first two years the 
trees spend in a nursery and the third 
year they arc replanted in a covered 
field. The fourth year they are placed in 
an open field where shearing of the lead 
buds and spraying for bugs takes place 
regularly. 


EVERYONE SEEMS to have a differ- 


ent solution for keeping the tree fresh 
once in the house. The solutions range 
from putting aspirin in the water to a 
special commercial solution. The most 
consistent advice received was to recut 
the tree trunk on an angle to reopen it so 
It can take up water and check the water 
level daily. 


Christmas trees that are not cared for 


properly present a fire hazard. 


Fire safety rules pertaining to Christ- 


mas trees are: 


—Secure the tree firmly in its stand 


and keep it away from all sources of 
heat.

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Witness Describes Murder Of Jayne 


The chief prosecution witness In the 


hnll hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayne said 
In court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Jayne for 10 years. 


Witness Mclvlo Adams, the man Identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jayne warned him of leaving 
nny witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
ilon't want any witnesses. They've all got 
logo." 


The testimony came In the third day of 


the ball hearings and came 01 part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jayne was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jayne. 


The hearing was continued until 9 a.m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
.ildei ulll make stipulations to the court 
and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
\olvement In the murder before he was 
assured Immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jayne In New Orleans In a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever It takes." 


UK SAID IT was after that time that 


lie recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
Herman. 


Sllai had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 
in .1 car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


Kct him In my sights, nnd bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jayne's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of tho 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $300 and occa-

from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
nnd from Edwin Ncfcld, an cx-Markham, 
III. policeman, who originally recruited 
him for the murder. "I thought I'm ei- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
s.ild. 


—Adams aKo testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man In the murder. Ho said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


KDWIN NEFELD, currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however ho 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
c.iuso of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge.

Private Bus Line As 
Apartment Link Asked 


A proposal to operate a private bus 


line in Arlington Heights that would con- 
nect large apartment complexes with tho 
train station has been proposed by a Buf- 
falo Grove man. 


Claude G. Lulsada, 381 Springsidc Ln., 


has suggested running minibuses be- 
tween the larger apartment complexes 
and the train station during the rush 
hours and from the apartments to area 
shopping centers during the off hours. 


A roundtrip to the depot would cost an 


estimated $1.50 daily, or $15 a month. 


During the non-rush hours, the buses 


would travel to the Randhurst, North- 
point and Woodficld shopping centers, as 
well as the Arlington Heights central 
business district.

Home Fires—A Danger In Winter 
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by JULIA DAUEIl 


Smoke poured through Uic hallways of 


Countryside Apartments In Palatine >cs- 
lorday morning. And when firemen ar- 
rived, they dLicmerwl another case of 
one of the most common ulnter fire calls 
— a short circuit In the furnace blower. 


Area fire chiefs agree that annual 


check ups for home furnaces arc a must 
In preventing tho blower trouble. 


"They (furnaces) arc working triple 


time during weather like this and If there 
Li something wrong mechanically, it can 
cause a fire," Buffalo Grme Fire Chief 
Wayne Winter warned. 


Damage from furnace fires Is usually 


restricted to smoke damage, according 
to Palatine Fire Chief OrUllc- Helm*. For 
a while after the motor starts smoking, 
the blower may continue to force the 
warm air throughout the house, carrjlng 
the thick black smoke with It, Helms 
said. 


Private homeowners have to arrange 


tho furnace Inspections themselves, and 
the sooner it's done, the better. Helms 
said that he had Jmt gotten his furnace 
checker recently through an arrangement 
ho has with a company that routinely 
comw out and Inspects it every jcar. 


MANY WINTER firot are caused by 
faulty heating tyilomj, and firo offi- 
cials urge persons to chock thoir fur- 
nacoi and hoatort to assure thoy aro 
working properly. 


CAPTAIN HAY STAKK of the Arling- 


ton Heights Fire Department urged 
homeowners to contact a competent, 
well-known contractor for the furnace 
and chimney Inspections. 


"Be wary of unscrupulous people" who 


may go door-to-door offering to do the 
inspections, Stark warned. 


Filters in the furnaces can get «o dirty 


that the furnace may back fire or break- 
down, too, Chief Winter said. 


"The filter should be checked as often 


m possible — Ideally every day," Winter 
advised. 


Furnaces aren't the only winter cul- 


prits. As homeowners fire up for the cold 
weather, they bring out the space heat- 
ers and strike up the fireplaces. Without 
care, both are potential causes for a 
serious fire. 


Spacehcatcrs, for example, should nev- 


er be placed near flammable Items or 
left unattended, according to Winter. 


"If people leave the house, they 


should have the heater turned off," the 
Buffalo Grove chief said. 


Rolling Meadows Lt. Ted Locsch had

safety valves sticking on heating units, 
or by self-Installed space heaters. If they 
are not Installed properly, they can start 
fires very easily," he said. 


OTHER WINTER problem areas, and 


ways to prevent them from causing fires, 
according to Stark, are: 


—Improper use of extension cords. Use 


the proper weight cord for lights and 
heaters, such as car heaters and battery 
chargers. 


—Don't overload electrical circuits by 


putting too much Christmas lighting on 
one circuit. Low gauge wire can heat up 
and cause a fire. 


—Be sure a battery charger is working 


properly and will shut off when the bat- 
tery is charged. 


—Fireplaces: Many people build too 


big a fire. Some fireplaces are improper- 
ly constructed and may not have enough 
insulation between brick and wood. Be 
sure the fire is out before retiring for the 
evening. 


Be certain that the damper is working. 


Use screens to keep stray sparks inside 
the fireplace. And have the chimney 
checked by a reputable firm. 


—Christmas trees. Fireproof the tree 


cither commercially or with the follow- 
ing mixture: 10 ounces borax powder, 8 
ounces boric acid powder, and 1 gallon of 
water. Mix thoroughly and saturate tree 
with mixture. Check a sample to see that 
it will not bum and continue checking it 
periodically, as the treatment is not per- 
manent. May also be used to fireproof 
ornaments. 


EARLIER this week, a $6,000 fire in 


Palatine resulted from a crack between 
the hearth and the fireplace in a home. 
Hot ashes leaked through to the wooden 
floor joists and set several walls on fire. 
Nearly $5,000 of that damage was caused 
to the structure of the home, with $1,000 
in contents destroyed.

Russians Visit Arlington Hgts. Family 


by CINDY TEW 


Understanding between two Russians 


and eight Americans hinged on one inter- 
preter at a dinner In Arlington Heights 
Tuesday. 


Bill Flerman, a Harvard graduate stu- 


dent, stood in the middle of the group as 
everyone tried to explain their way of 
life at once. 


"Slow down," said Ficrman in English, 


then in Russina. "I have only two ears 
and one mouth." 


Everyone laughed and then took turns 


telling about themselves. 


The Russians came to the United 


States because they wanted to see it with 
their own eyes. 


"We are for friendlier relations," said 


one of the Russians through the inter- 
preter. The dinner was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. William J. N'arup. 


The Narups are members of the Inter- 


national Visitors Center of Chicago, a 
private organization, which makes it pos- 
sible for foreign visitors to visit Ameri- 
can families. 


RELATIONS WERE very friendly dur- 


ing the two-hour dinner. Fierman, how- 
ever, may have got Indigestion out of the 
affair. 


"I sometimes get to the point where I 


forget which language I'm supposed to 
be talking In and try to speak in both 
languages at once," said Ficrman. He 


was glad to have the help of Ed Swick 
and Paul Nitz, Russian teachers 
in 


School Dist. 214 — at least he didn't have 
to handle-all seven Russians and 23 
guests at once. 


First everyone took turns telling about 


their occupation. One of the Russians 
was a journalist, another was a metal- 
urgist. Fierman had no trouble making 
the translations. But once it got to the 
American professions, the going was a 
little tougher. 


"How do you translate CPA," Fierman 


asked rhetorically. 


Again everyone laughed and Ficrman 


tried to explain what an American Certi- 
fied Public Accountant (CPA) does. 


Americans wanted to know about Rus- 


sian working conditions, and were sur- 
prised to hear that most people in Russia 
work about 40 hours a week and get a 
pension of about a third of their income. 
The retirement age for women is 45 to 50 
and for men from 50 to 55 depending on 
the type of job, said the Russians. 


When asked if the taxes were high In 


Russia, Fierman translated, "Everything 
is relative, but we receive more than we 
pay in taxes in services in Russia like 
free medical care and education." 


WHEN FIERMAN left the group for a 


moment, the rush of conversation left 
with him. The Americans and Russians 
could only grin at each other. One of the 


Russians gestured toward a chess board, 
but none of the Americans would take up 
the challenge. 


Though many of the guests spoke some 


Spanish or French, none spoke Russian. 


"Enrollment in Russian classes has 


been dropping off lately," said Swick, 
who teaches at Prospect High School. 
"The novelty and fashionablencss of tak- 
ing the language seems to have worn 
off" 


The Russians spent about $700 for the 


two-week trip to the United States which 
includes visits to New York, Washington, 
Chicago and a few mid-western univer- 
sities So far, nothing about American 
life has been a surprise to the visitors. 


"We have been welcomed very warm- 


ly," said Alcxei Okhlupin, a metallurgist, 
as translated by Fierman. "We've read a 
lot about the United States and the way 
of life here." 


The Americans in the group had ob- 


viously read a lot about the Russian way 
of life and were anxious to know about 
life under a communist form of govern- 
ment. The Russians seemed very satis- 
ifed with their homeland. 


"We have a very progressive structure 


of government, which has great poten- 
tial," said Alexei through Fierman. "But 
lets not talk of politics. In the day we 
talk of politics at night we talk of music 
and entertainment." 


New Sign Regulations OKd By Board 


New sign regulations aimed at tighter 


control on gas stations and strip shop- 
ping centers have been passed by the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board. 


The ordinances prohibit the use of pen- 


ants or banners at gas stations as well 
as the display of gasoline prices on free- 
standing A-frame signs. 


They also make it unlawful to erect 


more than one ground sign in front of a 
building or buildings which share a com- 
mon wall, such as small stores in a strip 
shopping center. 


The ordinance is designed to prevent 


small stores which arc identified by a 
wall sign from erecting a second free- 
standing sign along the street. 


Gasoline prices now will have to be 


displayed on permanent signs attached 
to the service station wall, or to one of 
the station's free-standing signs. 


Signs advertising special offers at ser- 


vice stations must be similarly dis- 
played. 


The ordinance permits one free-stand- 


ing sign to display an oil company name 
or trademark, with wall signs limited to 
those which identify a brand or station 


motto 


In cases of corner stations, one sign on 


each of the intersecting streets is per- 
mitted. 


The ordinance amendments also pose 


new regulations on temporary signs, real 
estate signs, political and promotiolal 
signs.

ever, several months ago, Supt. Thomas 
Warden mentioned that at least two sites 
were under consideration at the time: a 
four-acre site near the River Trails Park 
District building on Burning Bush Lane, 
and a parcel of land owned by the North- 
ern Illinois Gas Co. in the Dist. 26 area. 
At the time, Warden mentioned the latter 
site as a "remote" possibility, however, 
since "it would require negotiations and 
condemnation of the land." 


TUB ICDB has the final word on the 


sclccton of a site for the new school. 
However, the ICDB leaves it to the 
school district to suggest a list of sites, 
from which the building commission 
chooses. The school district and the 
building commission have joint approval 
on the selection of an architect. "Nor- 
mally, we would go along with the dis- 
trict's recommendation in alt cases un- 
less the architect was not qualified," 
said Ray Morris, project coordinator for 
ICDB. 


Both Morris and Roland Killian, anoth- 


er building commission representative, 
visited Dist. 26 last week to assess 
whether an emergency situation existed 
to warrant the construction of a new 
school facility. 


Dist. 26 has requested the emergency 


status under a law passed by the Legisla- 
ture last year. The law provides that a 
school district can request state funds for 
school buildings when a nonpubllc school 
closes resulting in an increased enroll- 
ment of 5 per cent or more to a public 
school district. 


Such an emergency occurred In Dist. 


in 1968 when Catholic Charities an- 
nounced it could no longer afford to edu- 
cate the Maryville children, who are 
wards of the state. 


DIST. 26 sent the letter asking for ap- 


proval of the emergency status Monday. 
"I'm assuming the letter will be signed 
very shortly," said Morris. 


Morris said he is trying to arrange 


things so that the approval of the new 
building can be signed before the actual 
cost of the project is determined. Accord- 
ing to Warden, the cost could come close 
to $1 million. 


The 
educational 
specifications, 
in- 


cluding the number of students to be 
served and the type of facilities needed, 
arc expected to be submitted this week. 
However, until a site and architect are 
decided upon, the full cost of the project 
remains unknown. 


"This being an emergency, we're try- 


ing to get it set up so we can have a little 
leeway on the amount of money," Morris 
explained. "I'm trying to get it released 
before the cost is determined."

PAUT OF THE increase was $8,523 15

"After the 
Initial stripping of top soil... we experi- 
enced a running silt subsoil, almost like 
quicksand. We had no choice but to ex- 
cavate deeper than we contemplated," 
Bowcn's letter said. 


"Possibly had we obtained soil borings 


prior to designing this lot we would have 
placed quantities for this same amount 
of dollars. Either way we would have 
had to spend the same amount," the let- 
ter states. 


The original engineering estimate In- 


cluded a $4,000 error in computation be- 
cause of an underestimate in base, 
binder and surface area. 


"We did complete the parking lot on 


schedule. We did keep the mayor fully 
Informed," Bowen stated. 


"I knew about that (the cost in- 


crease)," Mayor Herbert Bchrel said at 
his press conference Tuesday. 


"I hate to sec anybody's check held up, 


especially for that amount. They have to 
borrow money to pay their employes," 
the mayor said. 


"Things got so confused at the (coun- 


cil) meeting that I had to hold it off the 
register," Behrel said.

Mrs. 
Ruth Anderson, mathematics 


teacher at Maine East High School in 
Park Ridge, will discuss the cultural val- 
ues survey conducted last spring at 
Maine East The survey began with a 
questionnaire on dress codes, student 
smoking, discipline, an open campus, 
teacher evaluation and homework, which 
was submitted to parents, teachers and 
students. 


Glen Helms, chairman of the coordi- 


nating council, said the council is using 


cultural values as a theme (or dis- 
cussions this year. The council hopes to 
improve the attitudes of youth towards 
society and the attitude of community nt- 
tltudcs toward youth. 


The survey, released to the public this 


summer, shows how opinions differ 
among parents, teachers and students on 
various issues that affect education. 


THE INSTITUTE for Education Re- 


search, which authored the survey, 
makes some conclusions about commu- 
nication across the generation gap based 
on the results of the survey. 


Direct conflict is found between par- 


ents and students in such areas as dis- 
cipline, dress codes and smoking, ac- 


cording to the survey. All groups agreed 
that drug abuse is a problem among stu- 
dents and that the schools have a respon- 
sibility to provide drug education pro- 
grams. 


Helms said the council may develop 


some projects on youth and community 
attitude based on the Maine East survey. 


Also on the agenda today are reports 


from Campus Life, a religious youth 
group, the Maine Township Hot Line, 
Place for People youth group in Des 
Plalncs, the Des Plaines Police Depart- 
ment and the Des Plaines Youth Com- 
mission.

Liquor Sales At Nude Shows Could Mean Shutdown 
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How Will U.S. High Court Ruling Affect Cheetah II?

Owners of the Cheetah II nightclub In 


Half Day arc taking a wait and sec ap- 
proach to Tuesday's U S Supreme Court 
ruling that would allow state liquor con- 
trol agcnclei to close down estab- 
lishments which sell liquor as well as 
present nude shows 


Bill Hanood. who with Mark DcFoor 


owns and operates the club In Halt 
Day and a similar club In Kcnosha, wld 
>estcrday he could not comment on how 
the high court's 6-3 decision would affect 
t h c 
loplcss'bottomless 
entertainment 


provided at the two clubs. 


"I have no reaction, no comment," 


said Hagood. "We feel, and our attorneys 
feel, that the ruling doesn't pertain to 
nude dancing Our attorneys feel the rul- 


ing applies from a bunch of California 
cases and Is based on sex acts on stage. 
And of course, we don't have that here." 


The court's decision, based on a chal- 


lenge to the California Department of Al- 
coholic Beverage Control (ABC) by local 
night club owners, has many inter- 
pretations. While it specifically pertains 
to shows that feature live sex acts on 
stage it also appears that nude dancing, 
the kind the Cheetah features, may also 
be Included. 


THE SUPREME COURT ruling rever- 


sed a three-Judge federal panel In Los 
Angeles which ruled that such prohibi- 
tions by the ABC were an uncon- 
stitutional infringement on freedom of 
speech. 


The ABC Imposed the prohibition In 


1970 after authorities expressed concern 
with "the progression in a few years 
time from topless dancers to bottomless 
dancers" and various other forms of sex- 
ual activity" such as showing pornogra- 
phic films. 


The Cheetah has been the object of 


several legal battles In the past few 
years. Owners have spent more than 
$50,000 in legal fees to keep the Kenosha 
club in operation. They were threatened 
with the loss of their liquor license when 
the Kcnosha City Council objected to 
their show. The show was stopped and 
the club retained its license. 


A few months ago another club was 


opened In Half Day in Lake County. 
While there were no Immediate threats 
to close it down, law enforcement offi- 


cials were following the club's activities 
closely. 


Lake County State's Attorney Jack 


Hoogasian, who just won reelection to 
that post, has vowed to keep obscenity 
out of Lake County. While past court rul- 
ings have determined that nudity is not 
an obscenity, Hoogasian still takes' a 
stern approach to the Cheetah's form of 
entertainment and has hinted he'd close 
down the club If he could. 


"I'LL USE EVERY avenue of the law 


to protect our citizens. My duty is to the 
people. I'll fight to keep obscenity out of 
Lake County." 


Hoogasian complained the courts have 


confused law enforcement officials as to 
the carrying out of their duties, especial- 
ly when it relates to controversial mat- 


ters such as obscenity. The latest Su- 
preme Court decision is another of those 
verdicts which may make officials inter- 
pret what it all means. 


Justice William H. Rehnqulst, writing 


the majority opinion of Uie Supreme 
Court, said the California regulations 
nere not in the context of "censoring a 
dramatic performance." 


"While we agree that at least some of 


the performances to which these regu- 
lations address themselves are within the 
limits of the constitutional protection of 
freedom of expression, the critical fact is 
that California has not forbidden these 
performances across the board," Rehn- 
quist wrote. 


"IT HAS MERELY proscribed such 


performances In establishments which it 
licenses to sell liquor by the drink." 


Rehnqulst said the "broad sweep" of 


the 21st Amendment, which repealed 
Prohibition in 1933, "has been recognized 
as conferring something more than the 
normal state 
authority over 
public 


health, welfare and morals." 


Justices William J. Brennan Jr., Wil- 


liam 0. Douglas and Thurgood Marshall 
dissented. 


"Certainly a play which passes muster 


under the 1st Amendment is not made 
illegal because it is performed in a beer 
garden," said Douglas. 


In separate opinions, Marshall and 


Brennan said that by requiring the owner 
of a night club to forego the exercise of 
certain rights guaranteed by the 1st 
Amendment, California had imposed an 
unconstitutional condition on granting li- 
quor licenses.

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The Murder Of George Jayne Described By Witness 


The chief prosecution witness In the 


bail hearing of the accused murderers of 
Inverness horseman George Jayno said 
In court yesterday the victim's brother 
Silas told him he had been trying to kill 
George Joyne for 10 years. 


Witness Mclvln Adams, the man Identi- 


fied as the driver of the getaway car, 
said Silas Jayne warned him of leaving 
any witnesses to the killing, saying, "I 
don't want any wltncisci. They've all got 
to go." 


The testimony came in the third day of 


the bail hearings and came as part of a 
day of testimony which revealed a de- 
scription of tho way George Jayne was 
murdered and the details of plans for 
other murders following the death of 
George Jayne. 


The hearing was continued until 0 a.m. 


Tuesday at which time attorneys for both 
sides will make stipulations to the court 


and offer closing arguments. 


Under cross examination by Asst. 


State's Attorney Nicholas Mothcrway, 
Adams said he told police about his in- 
volvement In the murder before he was 
assured Immunity from prosecution. He 
said he had, "a good chance," to kill 
Jayne In New Orleans In a deserted 
parking lot, but added, "I just couldn't, I 
didn't have the courage to kill him or 
whatever It takes." 


HE SAID IT was after that time that 


he recruited Julius Barnes to be the trig- 
gcrman. 


Silas had also suggested that Adams 


bring George Jayne to him alive, tied up 
in a car trunk, Adams testified. 


Adams said Silas told him, "I'd like to 


get him in my sights and bury him right 
here," (on Silas Jayne's property.) 


He also said: 
—He first told Barnes to dispose of the 


murder rifle then several months later 
got the rifle and a pistol back from Barn- 
es to turn over to the police. 


—He got an additional $300 and occa- 


sional expense money from LaPlaca be- 
fore the murder was committed. 


—He was to arrange two other mur- 


ders for Silas after the George Jayne 
murder was accomplished. Both of the 
victim; were witnesses who had testi- 
fied against Silas in an earlier in- 
dictment. One victim was to be a 
crippled blacksmith from Tampa, Fla. 


—He had never been offered any mon- 


ey by Marion Jayne for his testimony In 
the case, although Mrs. Jayne did show 
money to his wife. 


—He admitted his Involvement in the 


murder to police because of pressure 
from the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
and from Edwin Ncfeld, an cx-Markham, 
111. policeman, who originally recruited

him for the murder. "I thought I'm ci- 
ther "gonna get killed or go to jail," he 
said. 


—Adams also testified he was the one 


who told police Barnes was the trigger- 
man In the murder. He said he talked to 
Barnes about the murder in the spring of 
1971 while wired for sound by police. 


EDWIN NEFELD, currently serving a 


3 to 10 year sentence for conspiracy to 
commit murder in the case repeatedly 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment right to re- 
fuse to answer questions, however he 
was forced to answer some questions be- 
cause of his guilty plea to the conspiracy 
charge. He said he Introduced two con- 
spirators In the case, Melvin Adams and 
Joseph LaPlaca, but he said he did not 
Introduce them for the purpose of killing 
Jayne. 


Ncfeld's testimony last night came af- 


ter an all-day session. But the details of 


the murder itself came from the driver, 
Adams. 


Adams, who has been granted immun- 


ity, testified that on the evening of Oct. 
23,19/0 he and Julius Barnes, parked on 
one side of the Jayne home in Inverness. 
Barnes walked a few feet from the car, 
said he thought he had seen Jayne, and 
suggested they drive to the other side of 
the house, Adams said. 


ADAMS TESTIFIED he opened the 


hood of the car and watched Barnes go 
up to the Jayne house with a .30 caliber 
rifle. When Barnes was two or three feet 
from the Jayne house, "I seen him 
crouch down by the basement window . . 
. I seen the rifle come up to his shoulder 
a couple of times, then I saw bursts of 
fire and heard the muffled sounds of gun- 
shots. I saw him stay still there for 
awhile, and a minute later turned around 


and came back, running toward the 
car," Adams said. 


Adams said after Barnes returned to 


the car he closed the hood and drove off. , 
He quoted Barnes as saying, "Let's go," „ 
and said Barnes assured him, "Yeah, it's ^ 
all done, I got him." 


Adams also said Barnes told him, "The -' 


old lady (Marion Jayne) was in the way. " 
When she moved, I hit him dead center." 
Adams also said Barnes told him he^ 
h e a r d Mrs. Jayne say, "George,- 
George." "He didn't look like he was • 
breathing. Yeah, I'm sure I got him,"' 
Adams quoted Barnes as saying. 
( 


In his testimony yesterday, Adams 


said he received $30,000 for the murder 
and that he gave $12,500 to Barnes, keep- r 
ing the rest for himself. Adams said he' 
received tho money on two occasions'- 
from LaPlaca.

nols." noos »ald. 


The IUC has Indicated it believes the 


prostitution rings operate out of go-go 
bars and motels. Siragusa said, however, 
his agents won't know anything definite 
about the syndicate operated prostitution 
rings until they start their investigation. 


Several of the suburban police chiefs 


whose towns have a large number of ho- 
tels, motels and go-go bars said their 
towns don't have a prostitution problem 
and Indicated if prostitutes work in their 
towns, they are not part of any organized 
rlngj. 


Hoscmont police chief Itlchard Drchobl 


said his department averages 8 to 12 pro- 
titullon arrests a year but denied there 
was any organized crime prostitution op- 
erating In Kojcmont. 


HE SAID TIIEIlE arc no go-go bars in 


his town, but said there was a problem 
with the number of hotels along Man- 
nheim Road. 


"We have about 3,500 rooms In Rose- 


mont, but most of the hotels have their 
own security force which usually stops 
the problem inside. We have a five-man 
hotel squad whose only Job Is to work the 
gambling to," Drehbl said. 


He added the hotel squad made a pros- 


titution arrest Tuesday night at one of 
the Roscmont hotels. 


"When the out of town guy calls the girl 


and asks her to come to his room its 
difficult for us to find out about it. Bar 
girls, and street walkers who solicit are 
easier to arrest but we haven't experi- 
enced any problems with young girls," 
Drchobl said. 


He said he would welcome the ILIC to 


come to Rosemont and investigate and 
said he would offer any assistance they 
needed. 


Schiller Park police chief Edward 


Borg also said there is no prostitution 
problem in his town. He said his depart- 


ment has made three arrests this year, 
but added they were individuals and not 
associated with an organized prostitution 
ring. 


Borg said the number of hotels in his 


Schiller Park make for a problem in de- 
tecting any prostitution 
activity, but 


added young teenage girls do not work in 
Schiller Park as prostitutes. 


FRANKLIN PARK police chief James 


Blckly said there is no prostitution In his 
village because the bars are required to 
close earlier than in most towns. 


"We don't have any go-go bars because 


usually establishments like that seek 
more desirable towns where the bar 
hours are longer," Blckly said.

"I'm dipping dahlias" was the reply 


to the plumber when he asked me what I 
was doing. 


"I've always thought you were sort of 


dippy" was his comeback. 


So who needs him? If he were a gar- 


dener and he found out that all his bulbs 
and tubers were shriveled and unusable 
In the spring, he wouldn't be so funny. 


Lots of people just dig up their bulbs in 


the fall, toss them Into a paper bag and 
forget them until spring. I've never been 
that lucky. 


Mine always mildew or rot unless I 


take precautions. After all, not everyone 
has Ideal storing conditions (cool — SO- 
ish temperature and n dry spot as well). 


HUI.BS AHE expensive, nnd few of us 


can afford to lose dozens of them to mil- 
dew, rot, dehydration or thrlps (those 
thread-like Insects) during the winter. 


Check your bulbs now to sec If they arc 


sound. If you have this risk problem, try 
dipping. 


Fill n large, old pot or the bottom por- 


tion of a double boiler with water and 
heat it on the stove. Take a whole pack- 
age of paraffin and put it In a two-pound 
coffee can. The can will act as the top 
part of a double boiler and save your pot 
from wax mess. 


Melt the wax. but don't be In loo much 


of a hurry to dip the tubers Into the wax 
until it cools a bit. Besides avoiding 
burnt fingers, cooler wax covers better. 
The thicker the wax coating, the easier it 
Is to remove later. 


Coat the entire tuber and rootlets. You 


can dip glads, cannas, Amazon lilies, 
Peruvian daffodils, tuberous begonias or 
any summer or fall-flowering bulb that is 
stored Indoors over winter. 


IN SPUING, simply run the bulbs or 


tubers under a hot faucet for a few 


seconds, and peel off the softened wax. 


One good thing about doing this par- 


ticular Job now is that I can always use 
leftover wax to make Christmas candles 
when I finish dipping. 


First I strain the wax to remove dirt, 


root hairs and other debris. Then I take 
a half ahd half carton, fill It with ice 
cubes. I add a few crayons to the re- 
heated wax, mix and pour it over the Ice 
cubes. I drop In a wick and as tho Ice 
cubes melt, an interesting design forms. 
I remove the carton when the wax sets. 


With dipping and candling done, I'm 


off to blow the driveway. (Tho snow- 
blower mokes Its first-of-the-scason run 
today.)

The device Is 
enclosed In a long box weighing about S3 
pounds and Is designed to fit In the trunk 
of a car. The company has been adver- 
tising It as a safety device that will help 
prevent skidding, spin-outs, unwanted 
motion and accidents. 


Advertisements claim the "absorber" 


keeps the rear wheels of a car tracking 
the front wheels, and gives the driver 
added control during sudden stops or 
turns on wet surfaces or gravel. 


Such an aid might have particular ap- 


peal to northern motorists at the begin- 
ning of winter. But, according to the 
FTC, none of these claims have been 
substantiated.

Dear Dorothy: I've heard that using a 


chlorine bleach and a detergent together 
is dangerous because of the fumes from 
this combination. Is there any truth that 
putting these together is dangerous? 
-Mrs. Erie Hill. 


No, How these stories start I don't 


know, but this one has no basis in fact. 
Probably half the people who do their 
own laundering mix bleach with deter- 
gent — and so do we in this household, 
about every third or fourth time with the 
white things. Perhaps someone got con- 
fused because of the instruction that 
bleach should be diluted with water be- 
fore detergent is added. The only reason 
for diluting it is that straight bleach can 
weaken garments. 


Dear Dorothy: You have been of in- 


estimable help to me and many of my 
friends and I'm delighted to be able to 
answer a question someone asked you — 
what to do with oversalted vegetables? I 
usually start with 1 teaspoon of brown 
sugar and 1 teaspoon of white vinegar. I 
keep tasting until the salty taste has dis- 
appeared. 


If it should be a largo batch that got 


oversalted, I start with 1 tablespoon of 
brown sugar and 1 tablespoon of vinegar, 
tasting after each addition. You will be 
surprised how well it works. It even im- 
proves the flavor of some things. — Mrs. 
Clara Richau. 


Dear Dorothy: Replying to the reader 


who wanted to know how to remove pro 
splration odors if they do not come out in 
laundering, you and others might be in- 
terested in the sign that appears in the 
laundry room of the dormitory where our 
daughter lives. 


They arc advised to dab at the area 


with a widely known mouthwash, either 
before or after laundering, but prefera- 
bly before. The girls report that it works 
perfectly. It's simple and I urge you to 
try It.

—No display should interfere with use 


of your home. 


—Consider the neighbors. When you 


use floodlights or spots, shield them so 
they don't glare in windows of nearby 
homes. For more attractive daytime ap- 
pearance, conceal them with greens. 


—Make your display attractive from 


the street as well as nearby. 


—Keep bulb colors simple. Stick to one 


or two colors. The effect will be more 
striking. Use compatible colors. Blue and 
green go together; so do the warm col- 
ors, red and orange. 


—BE SURE EXTENSION cords or 


light sets have no cracked insulation, 
frayed wires or damaged sockets. These 
could cause short circuits. 


—Don't put too much lighting on a 


single circuit. You may need to use sev- 
eral circuits, particularly if you have tho 
usual 15 amp or 1800 watt service. Fig- 
ure the wattage of each set, plus any 
other house lamps or eqiupmcnt on the 
line. 


—Cover outdoor plug and connector 


joints with plastic wrap to protect them 
from water or snow. Seal ends with tape. 


—Be sure only the socket, not the bulb. 


Is in contact with cardboard or other ma- 
terials. 


—Do not use any 120-volt light set on 


aluminum trees. 


—Bulbs when lit produce heat which 


may quickly scorch or damage some ma- 
terials. Prolonged contact with carpets, 
chairs or drapes should be avoided. Heat 
generated from bulbs will built up in a 
confined space, so keep them sell venti- 
lated. 


—CARE SHOULD be exercised to in- 


sure that sockets, inside or outside, are 
free fromsforeign material which may 
conduct electricity. 


—Always use insulated staples to fas- 


ten electrical cord or string sets to wood 
or hardboard surfaces. Don't cut into 
wire!
